—and to have known him was to love him! 


“Ed” Tepe was Mayor of Norwood for 
ten consecutive years. Yet he was by faith 
a Catholic and by choice a Democrat. He 
was first elected Mayor because he had 
acquired a following that represented all 
factions and all denominations; and he was 
repeatedly elected as a Democrat in a 
stoutly entrenched Republican city.

He found time to be a Christian gentle- 
man, a wise and patient civic administrator, 
an educational counsellor, a sports enthusi- 
ast, a busy lawyer, a friend not to few but 
to thousands at every level of life from 
janitor to university president. He was 
deeply versed in metaphysics and _ philoso- 
phy, an authority on general history, and 
a fluent French scholar. Yet he will be 
remembered, not for his wisdom, but for 
his inspiring qualities as a human being.

His rare hours of leisure were literally 
dedicated to his wife, his children, his 
mother, brothers and sisters.

He was born March 27, 1910, the son of 
Edward A. Tepe, (deceased, 1926) and 
Elizabeth Albers Tepe. His father had 
been an active Democrat in early Norwood. 
He attended St. Elizabeth grade school for 
two years, then transferred to and finished 
his elementary education at St. Ursula 
Academy. It was at St. Ursula that the 
study of the French language first captured 
his attention. He graduated from Norwood 
High School in 1926. Four years later, he 
was graduated Magnum Cum Laude from 
St. Xavier College (now Xavier University). 
He was a star basketball forward for three 
years at Norwood High and played short- 
stop on the baseball team. At St. “X" he 
won his letter three consecutive years, as 
basketball forward. His interest in athletics 
never waned. He was always there to toss 
the first ball out at the opening games of 
the Little Leaguers and Knothole teams. 


He had decided in his early teens to 
become a lawyer. He received his LL.B. 
degree at the University of Cincinnati in 
1933. Honors came fast. He was admitted 
to the Ohio Bar that year; also to the 
Supreme Court of Ohio; then in 1934, to 
the United States District Court, Southern 
District; and in 1947 to the United States 
District Court, Maryland District. 


He was Clerk of Council for the city 
of Norwood in 1937-1938, and City Solicitor 
in 1939-40-41-42-43. He was elected Mayor 
of Norwood in November, 1917, and was 
re-elected for five consecutive terms, serv- 
ing continuously from January, 1948 to June 
24, 1957. His untimely death in the tragic 
automobile accident of that date wrote 
finis to the career of Norwood’s gifted son.

The Norwood ENTERPRISE Story 


The Norwood Enterprise, the first news- 
paper to be published in Norwood, and its 
only newspaper teday after 63 years, was 
founded in September, 1894, by Richard 
(Dick) Moore. publisher of a weekly in 
nearby Walnut Hills. 
paper, the Cincinnati Suburban News, inci- 
dentally, was the first community news- 
paper started in the Cincinnati area, and 
one of the first of its type in the country. 


Moore’s other news- 


‘The first subscriber to the Enterprise was 
Jesse McFarland of the Dexter Lumber 
Company who saw great possibilities for a 
community newspaper in Norwood. He 
paid for his first subscription with a $10 
bill and for many years retained a copy of 
the first edition in his office.

At its beginning the Enterprise office was 
located in a small two-story frame building 
at the corner of Montgomery Rd. and Mon- 
roe Ave. After five years the office was 
moved to the corner of Sherman Ave. and 
Montgomery Rd. In the summer of 1905 
Moore sold the newspaper to Sanford Klein 
and Kirk Schockley. Shortly thereafter Klein 
sold a part interest to David Tarbell. 


Klein and Tarbell then constructed a 
building on Bennett Ave., just off Mont- 
gomery, to house the publication, but the 


partnership was soon dissolved with Klein 
taking over the job printing department 
while Tarbell retained the newspaper, mov- 
ing it to 4545 Montgomery Rd. 


In 1922, when it had a circulation of 


about 2,000, the newspaper was sold to the 
late Dale Wolf, whose family still retains 
control of it. 


In 1927, the Wolf Printing Co. was 
formed and the newspaper’ and_ printing 
plant was moved to a new building at what 
is now its present location, 4415 Mont- 


gomery Rd. 


During the ensuing years various publi- 
cations were added to the newspapers pub- 
lished at this plant so that at one time six 


different Greater Cincinnati suburban 
weeklies were produced here. 


At present over 47,000 copies of three 
different suburban newspapers are pub- 
lished each week in the plant of the Nor- 
wood Enterprise. 

The Enterprise itself accounts for 16,000 
of this number and circulates in Norwood, 
Pleasant Ridge and Golf Manor.

An experienced lawyer and a deep student of civic management, he was 
Norwood City Solicitor for ten years under the late, great R. Edw. Tepe. 


Joseph W. Shea, Jr., of 2216 Cathedral 
avenue, Norwood, is serving his fifth term 
as City Solicitor and has been named 
Democratic nominee for Mayor for the 
two-year term starting January, 1958, and 
ending December, 1959. 

“Joe” Shea, Jr., was born July 6, 1918. 
He has been a lifetime Norwood resident. 
His parents, Mr. and Mrs. Joseph W. Shea, 
Sr., reside at 2148 Cathedral Avenue, 

“Joe” Shea attended St. Matthew and 
SS Peter and Paul parochial grade schools 
and graduated from Purcell High School in 
1936. He made a wise decision in that 
year; he determined to go to work and at 


the same time continue his education. He 
became an apprentice machinist at the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad and enrolled 


in the. Xavier University Night) Division. 
Finishing his university course at Navier, 
1939, he entered the Chase Law School. 
Cincinnati, night classes, and graduated in 
1913 with an L.L.B. degree. In 1941, now 
rated a journeyman machinist, he became 
locomotive inspector for the B. & O. at the 
Ivorydale Place yards. 

He entered military service in 1943, serv- 
ing at Fort Slocum, N. Y.,.then at Camp 
Harrahan at New Orleans, La., before being 
transferred to Camp Claiborne, Alexandria, 
La., where he became Instructor in the 
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Army's ‘Transportation School. He then 
joined the 72Ist Railway Operating Batta- 
lion, going overseas from the Los Angeles, 
Cal. point of embarkation to Bombay, 
India. He spent two years in India, operat- 
ing the Bengal and Assam Railway. 

Discharged from military service in 1945, 
he returned to the B. & O., first as Round- 
house Foreman and next as Wheelhouse 
Foreman. By this time, however, legal prac- 
tice had become his overwhelming enthusi- 
asm. In 1946, he became a State of Ohio 
employee, entering the Bureau of Un- 
employment Compensation as Referee. 

Factually, he had been pointing to the 
practice of law from his date of entrance 
at Chase College. Actual legal counsel, 
however, had been confined to Court 
Martial work at the Battalion level for 
the U. S. Army. In 1946, his work for the 
State of Ohio permitted him for the first 
time to concentrate on law. 

He entered the political arena in Nor- 
wood in 1947. When Tepe, at the behest 
of numerous factions, announced his candi- 
dacy for Mayor in 1947, “Joe” Shea became 
an enthusiastic running mate —for City 
Solicitor! Both of course, were clected. 

Over the next ten years, “Ed” Tepe and 
“Joe” Shea formed a sort of modern equiva- 
lent of the Damon-Pythias allegiance. Fol- 
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lowing Tepe’s untimely demise there was, 
from the Democratic organization's view- 
point — which is merely an extension of the 


_ Tepe policy —one logical successor: Joe 


Shea, Jr. He was the man who had the 
civic experience, the legal knowledge, the 
sense of organization, to qualify him for 
the task of Mayor. He became the chosen 
nominee practically by acclamation; and 
in Novmber, 1957, was elected by a healthy 
majority. 

He is a member of the Norwood Council 
of Knights of Columbus; a member of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars; President of the 
Irish Fellowship Club; a member of the 
Cincinnati Bar Association; also the Fra- 
ternal Order of Eagles; a member and Past 
President of the Norwood Democratic Club; 
a member of numerous other Democratic 
Clubs, including the Hamilton County 
Duckworth Club, of which he is at this 
time a director. His hobbies are fishing, 
golfing and all sports. 

Mayor Shea married the former Gertrude 
M. Reardon on April 24, 1911. They have 
four children.

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HISTORIC TOWN HALL ASSOCIATION 


Norwood, in the early 1870's experienced 
the same void that every pioneering com- 
munily must survive and rise above: there 
was no public building in which the 
townsfolk might assemble for social diver- 
sion (above the barroom level), for religious 
assemblies or for community discussions. 


Town talk of this need resolved itself 
into community action in 1878, when the 
“Norwood Town Hall Association” was 
organized, 

Articles of, incorporation were signed by 
PeaG. Hopkins, Gol. P,P: Lane, Edward 
Mills, W. R. Phipps and George Hafer. 
Following a preliminary meeting, the stock 
books were opened July 11, 1878. A public 
notice was published in the Cincinnati 
Times on December 6, calling stockholders 
to a general meeting December 19 to elect 
a Board of Directors. Stock subscriptions, 
totalling $1420.00, were reported at the 
meeting. 

L. C. Hopkins, P. P. Lane, J. H. Foraker, 
Edward Mills and Frank Wiehe’ were 
elected Board members. 


The Board at once elected L. C. Hopkins, 
Pres., Edward Mills, ‘Treas., Jos. H. Foraker, 
Secretary. 

In 1888, when Hopkins resigned, Col. 
Lane succeeded him. Jackson Slane  suc- 
ceeded Foraker and was later succeeded by 
Wallace M. Davis. 


Other Directors, at various times in the 
corporation’s history, included: Dr. L. H. 
Gratigny, L. GC. Black, Wallace M. Davis. 
Additional stockholders were: L. F. Phillips, 
H. M. Lane, Jos. G. Langdon, N. Rockhold, 
Jr. L. G. Hopkins, Benjamin Butterworth, 
Powell Crosley, Henry Feldman, W. A. 
Stewart and B. F. Smith. 

In 1880, Architect Crapsey was com- 
missioned to submit plans for a building 
to be erected by the Association. 

Yet it seems that some of the original 
stockholders had been more generous with 
their pledges than their money. By Febru- 
ary 7, 1880, only $350.00 had been received. 
And only $586.00 by February 3, 1881. 


Soon after, however, George Hafer, owner 
of Hedger’s subdivision, donated 75 feet on 
the west side of the Pike by 150 feet on the 
south side of Elm street, on which lot the 
Association decided to erect a frame build- 
ing. 

J. G. Lyon, contractor, Lockland, O., 
was the successful bidder at $3648.00. After 
a series of delays, the structure was ready 
to be’ occupied in September, 1882. ‘Total 
investment, including building. furniture, 
fixtures and architects’ fees, was $1407.55. 

Until September, 1882, mectings of the 
Board members had been scattered willy- 
nilly among their several residences in busi- 
ness offices and even at the railway station. 


The first meeting in the new Town Hall 
was dated November 6, 1882.

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THE STRUGGLE FOR MONEY 

December 1, 1882, the ‘Treasurer re- 
ported only $375.95 cash on hand. Addi- 
tional subscriptions were voluntecred by 
We Ons blackes 1 oO.00sGoly APs uP. Latte; 
$300.00; Edward Mills, $100.00; and Doctor 
Gratigny (for an amount not stated in 
the minutes). 

During this meeting, Col. Lane reported 
he had given permission to George Reiter 
of Pleasant Ridge to stage an exhibition 
in the Hall; rent, $5.00. 

This welcome income started a_ trend: 
The Norwood Building & Loan Company 
rented space in the Hall; first, at S60.00 
per month; later reduced to $52.00. A 
dancing class was charged $1.50 per meet- 
ing; “or the best terms that could be made 
with the teacher.” Henry Kohler was hired 
as caretaker at $8.00 per month. Later, it 
was agreed to rent the Hall for church 
purposes “at such a charge as the people 
may be able to pay; not to be less than 50¢ 
a day.” Still later the fixed charge became 
$1.00 per week. 

‘The records show that the Hall was 
regularly used by the Presbyterian and 
Baptist churches, the Union Sabbath 
School, the Foraker Club, the Lowell 
Literary Society, and by many other organi- 
zations for a variety of purposes, but 
chiefly for entertainments. 


THE HALL WAS A SUCCESS BECAUSE 
NORWOOD'S WOMEN MADE IT SO 


There seems, from the records, to be no 
question of it: Norwood’s ‘own Hall Asso- 
ciation was first proposed by Norwood's 
women. The men did not meet to talk 
things over until July, 1878. Yet as early 
as April, 1878, five Norwood women met 
at the residence of Dr. Gratigny and 
organized the Norwood Town Hall Ladies 
Aid Society. The records are vague, but 
it seems the ladies’ movement was incor- 
porated in June, 1878. 

‘They were an industrious group, mect- 
ing every two weeks, paving 50¢ initiation 
fee and 10¢ dues, fortnightly. “They raised 
money for their charitable work by sewing, 
knitting, quilting; making aprons, bonnets, 
mittens, dresses, shoebags, dresses, mats, 
gilts, ete. Frequently, the articles they 
made were disposed of at private sales o1 
found ‘ready purchasers at public sales. 
They conducted house socials, concerts, 
luncheons, suppers; tableaux, 
shadow plays. lectures, even a minstrel 
show and a roller skating rink. Always, at 
each two-weeks’ meetings, the husbands 
would arrive in the evening for dinner. 
These meals were festive events, Fach 


presented 


woman would concoct and bring a special 
dish, Each man would pay what he thought 
a reasonable price for his dinner. 


There seems to have been no limit to 
the driginality of these women. An excur- 
sion to the Soldiers’ Home, Dayton, O., 
netted them $52.70. They held strawberry 
festivals. And there was, of course, an 
occasional bit of irony. On one occasion, 
Rey. Dudley Rhodes had been engaged as 
lecturer. Arriving with other members of 


his family, the doorkeeper, not acquainted 
with the preacher, compelled him to plank 
down 25¢ for cach member of his family 
before she would permit them to enter the 
Hall. Another member, discovering the 
mistake, spread the word around. Iimmedi- 
ately, the reverend gentleman and _ his 
family were deluged with apologies. “The 
money was refunded, but the mistake 
sparkled town chatter for many moons 


ahead. 

Celebrating Fourth of July, 1879, with a 
community get-together on the expansive 
Lane, the Aid 
Society cleared over $75.00; and in: Novem-

ber, 1882, celebrating the opening of the 
TOWN HALL building with a_ bazaar, 
they netted $300.00. 


It is regrettable that the records of the 
Norwood ‘Lown Hall Ladies Aid Society 
are so incomplete, These facts are known: 
at intervals in its history the Chair was 
occupied by Mesdames Foraker, Mills and 
Slane. ‘The several Treasurers were Mes- 
dames Mills, Slane and Lane. ‘The roster 
of members included Mesdames Bell, Gross, 
Drake, Gratigny, Langdon, Martindale, Rid- 
Jong, J. Stewart, W. Stewart, Thompson, 
Wood, Kennedy, Black, Baker, Smith, 
Batchelor, Gard, Lewis and Williams; and 
the Misses Judkins, A. Langdon, E. Lang- 
don,C. Phipps. M. Ridlon, N. 
Ridlon, Slane, Lane and Harris.

It had survived nine years; had raised 
about SI800.00 net. Some Ss8600.00 had 
gone out for miscellancous expenses. A 
litthe over S1I200.00 had gone into con- 
structing, furnishing, repairing the Hall. 
For those years, this was a major contribu- 
tion to the ‘Town Hall Association. The 
Aid Society had never asked for, nor been 
given, a single share of the Hall's capital 
stock. 


The one dominant ambition was to 
perpetuate the Town Hall Association as 


a@ constructive community influence, 


Now, in 1895, the end came abruptly. 
There was no further hope to obtain in- 
come to meet the operating overhead; taxes, 
insurance, heat, light, janitor and ever- 


accruing incidentals 


A decision was made to enter into nego- 
tiations with the village council, offering 
the Hall for sale. Messrs, Black and Slane 
represented N.T-FLAS Messrs’ Av-L. Pape, 
Phillip Moessinger and Fred Mehmert were 
named to represent village council. An 
agreement was achieved between the two 
COMMMAILLCES. 

A great civic-minded enterprise was gone, 
but not before its influence for good had 
been indelibly inscribed as one of the 
inspiring chapters in Norwood’s dramatic 
history.

In 1809, virgin forests framed Norwood's 
horizons. Romantic vistas of loam-rich 
ficlds still awaited the hungry bite of 
ambitious plows that later were to trans- 
form Vast acreages into crops of succulent 
vegetables and tempting fruits; grapes, 
apples, pears, peaches, cherries, persimmons, 
strawberries and. melons, 


‘The woods and thickets, lush with wild 
blackberries, maple apples and every sort 
of edible root, were likewise rendezvous to 
bear, deer, wildcat, raccoon, skunk, fox, 
weasel, the rattler and copperhead, black- 
snakes, squirrels, rabbits and a_ teeming 
variety of other wildlife. 
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In the meadows and wild maize fields, 
flocks of quail, hearing strange footsteps, 
would raise the hair at the nape of a 
pioneer’s neck with the deafening roar of 
their escaping wings. The fussy gobble of 
wild turkeys made a_ strident cacophony 
from dawn till dusk and deep into the 
twilight hours. 

Overhead, Spring and Fall, pigeons, wild 
ducks and geese, some flocks estimated in 
the tens of thousands, would obscure the 
sun and blanket the earth with gray 
shadows in their skyway migrations north 
and south. 

For the hardy pioneer, with a flintlock, 
a lionhearted woman, a yoke of oxen, and 
maybe a batch of tots tagging along, it 
was a land of adventure and of promise 
and of dangers that sometimes made a 
man catch his breath. 


Survival was a matter of muscle, ingenuity 
and a straight-shooting eye. Of 
once a man had the roof of a log-cabin 
over his head, the creeks that ran through 
every woods were alive with fish; and for 
the natural-born nimrod the majestic Ohio 


course, 


and choice of the two Miami rivers were 
only a few miles away. <A_ trotline, over 
night in either stream, a fishbox or a 


seine, would yield both fish and turtle; 
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and turtle, either fried or soup, for men 
with outdoors appetites, is culinary 
heaven. 


In 1809, two roads, later called Smith 
and Montgomery, sort of divided Hamilton 
County; Smith running from the southeast 
to the northwest, Montgomery threading 
from the northern Cincinnati limit all the 
way to the outskirts of Columbus and 
beyond. 


In the course of their meanderings, these 
roads, traveling through other localities, 
adopted a variety of names; but as Smith 
and Montgomery they intersected about five 
and a half miles north of Cincinnati to 
become a convenient coachstop for travelers 
who had a need to change their direction 
lo reach a given destination. 


It was inevitable that, sooner or later, 
some man with gumption must see the com- 
mercial advantages inherent to this cross- 
roads coachstop. 


Sam Bowman did. The year was 1809. 
Sam comes down to us as quite a character. 
He had occupied his acres, tax free, for 
several years. Regardless, in 1809 the land 
was deeded to him. We can imagine he 
was a rugged Irishman with a practical turn 
of mind. We can see the brave flash in the 
eyes of the woman that stood beside him. 
We can hear him say: 


“Everybody who rides gets thirsty and 
hungry. They get off the coaches here and 
they get on here. Even if they don’t, the 
driver will stop to let them wet their 
whistles or grab a bite. Man ought to be 
able to make a living here with a tavern.” 


In that decision, the Summer of 1809, 
Norwood had its beginnings. 


Sam had neighbors, widely scattered; men 
with ambitions to till the soil. 


One name stands out: john Sharp, 
grizzled Indian fighter, stalwart citizen, the 
best-liked man for miles around. John had 
a farm near Bowman's tavern. 


A few years after Bowman's tavern first 
doused the tonsils of a weary traveler, John 
Sharp opened a crossroads store. 


This combination of a general store and 
a tavern soon made the crossroads coach- 
stop a countryside mecca, where travelers, 
pausing to change coaches, would dally a 
while to trade gossip with visiting farmers 
and their families, shopping at Sharp's 
store for a bag of salt or sugar, a roll of 
yard goods for the women, peppermint 
sticks for the young’ns or odds-and-ends to 
make farm-equipment repairs. 


Soon, as a token of their gratitude to 
the friendly and valorous old John, the 
entire area surrounding the Smith-Mont- 
gomery-Road intersection became popularly 
known as Sharpsburg. Yet there was no 
boom. 


If a man wanted gainful employment 
for his hands, or had skill as a journey- 
man artisan, or was burning up with the 
fever to gamble for a fast buck, he kept 
on moving to Cincinnati, the Ohio river 
town, where, even as early as the 1820's 
the sawmills and brick-making plants were 
booming and there was every other kind 
of employment from butchering to publish- 
ing, from carriage-making to keel-boating 
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and bar-room hattling with that King of 
roughnecks, Mike Fink, and his valiant if 
obnoxious river-riding hellions. 


Sharpsburg was then, as Norwood is now, 
a decent-minded community; traditionally 
and conspicuously well-behaved. 


True, by the 1850's saloons had spiraled 
along Montgomery Pike all the way to 
Cincinnati, yet, for the most part, these 
were not dives nor social leeches, but, in 
the old German and European tradition, 
community gathering places where whole 
families would converge for a festival of 
song and friendly chatter. 


Historically, several names survive: 
“4-Mile Place’’ at the dividing line between 
Norwood and Cincinnati; ‘“Sanker’s Garden” 
on Montgomery near Smith; ‘Mother 
Goose:” a famous rest haven on the Pike, 
and later, “Theobald’s,” a popular tavern. 


In 1880, Norwood's population was esti- 
mated at 423 persons. 


Looking back, there can be no question 
of it: Norwood, in those days, enjoyed but 
one advantage: it was a wonderful place 
to live in and own your home. 


High above the floodtides of the Ohio 
river, remote from the rages of both the 
Great and Little Miamis, these were the 
hills that offered escape from the reek and 
tumult of the flamboyant city five miles 
south. For, as early as 1818, Cincinnati 
had become river-boat metropolis; a manu- 
facturing prodigy; a focal point for all the 
Middle West of wholesale trade and traffic. 


The odors of a slaughter house mingled 
with the sour smells of whiskey mash and 
beer malts, of pig pens and poultry yards, 
the stench of outhouses. 


A bedlam of noises arose from the ship- 
yards, iron foundries, a nail factory, grist 
mills, furniture fabricators, the roistering 
river gangs, barroom melees, the rumble 
of beer wagons, the strident squeak of 
high-wheeled Conestoga wagons. 


People were arriving faster than either 
shacks or houses might be erected to con- 
tain them, decently. A gentlewoman, risk- 
ing a visit to a downtown store, might be 
pushed into a muddy gutter by some loud- 
mouthed harridan. 


The whole of Cincinnati could have been 
appropriately characterized by one word: 
uproar. 


In the late 1840’s through the 70's the 
tycoons from the thriving river city began, 
literally, to look up, purchasing acres in 
and near Sharpsburg, building elegant, 
hospitable homes on beautifully planned 
estates. The oak, the beech, the hickory, 
the maple and towering weeping willows 
gtew everywhere, with shrub and violet 
and pansy and snowball and lilac and 
dogwood and honeysuckle and great patches 
of wild violets making the Spring air 
delightfully slumberous with nature's per- 
fumes. The yellow-and-black bespangled 
oriole, the red-breasted robin, the coy 
wren, the red-hatted woodpecker, the 
glamorous bluebird and the raucous blue- 
jay split the welkin with their joyous 
chirpings. Overhead, soaring with the ma- 
jesty of the predator that is king of all 


he surveys, an occasional great American 
cagle floated lazily in the skyways. 


This was Norwood in its early days. 
The families that moved here had one con- 
suming ambition: to build their homes with 
thoughtful pride, each determined to do his 
best to help keep the community a wonder- 
ful place in which to live, rear children 
and build for a happy future. 


The locations now known as Cleneay, 
Floral, Forest avenues, Oak Street, Mound 
avenue and sections of Montgomery Road 
were patterned into sites for impressive 
estates with expansive lawns, surrounded 
by trees, festooned by tulips, rose gardens, 
grape arbors and bright flowers of every 
deseription. It seemed that each house- 
holder was vying with all others to make 
his home a community showplace. 


Yet strange things happen to the dreams 
of men. 


Today, in 1957, less than three genera- 
tions later, only vestiges of the lovely 
estates remain; and Norwood, for its size, 
has become one of the most fabulous indus- 
trial cities in the nation, producing a 
diversity of nationally and internationally 
famous merchandise that may -be unequalled 
in any other city of 35,000 population in 
the world. 


Here to choose at random from Nor- 
wood’s 1957 galaxy of industrial greats: 
the U. S. Shoe Co., Allis-Chalmers, Heekin 
Can Co., Strobridge Printing & Lithograph- 
ing Co., the goliath Chevrolet and Fisher 
Body Divisions of General Motors, Palm 
Bros. for Decalcomanias, the R. K. LeBlond 
Machine Tool Co., the Cincinnati Rubber 
Co., the Zimmerman Allpax Packing Co., 
the Taylor-Wharton Iron & Steel Co., the 
Frank F. Taylor Co. for children’s vehicles, 
the American Laundry Machinery Co., the 
Globe-Wernicke Co., U. S. Playing Card Co., 
U. S. Printing Co. and others. 


How might such a complete reversal 
occur in seventy-five years? 


The facts reply: 


Sharpsburg, as such, never attained the 
prestige of an incorporated village; and by 
the late 1860's it was generally agreed that 
the townsite should have a name more in 
keeping with its beauty and lush prospects. 


There are two versions in regard to the 
origin of the name, Norwood. One, that 
the name was inspired by Henry Ward 
Beecher’s then current novel. The other is 
that the community had two imaginative 
residents; L. Bolles, a real estate operator, 
and his» wife, Sarah. Looking into the 
valley from their hilltop residence, they 
combined to contrive North Woods into 
Norwood. So that, in 1869, Sharpsburg be- 
came Norwood, an unincorporated village, 
by popular consent. 


The evolution to the status of a registered 
village had, to now, gone forward at snail's 
pace. 


The biggest forward-looking circumstance 
over the years had been the arrival, around 
1857, of the first Cincinnati & Marietta 
passenger and freight trains. The railway, 
later absorbed by the B. & O., had estab- 
lished a tiny station where the Montgomery 
pike bridge now stands.

Other factors contributed. In 1869, the 
William Ferguson farm, now known = as 
Norwood Heights, went to §. H. Parvin, 
Col. P. P. Lane and L. Bolles. They plan- 
ned to build a subdivision. For some for- 
gotten reason, the plan went haywire. 
Only one home, belonging to Wm. R. 
Phillips, was constructed. 


The trend of improvement shifted from 
hilltop to valley, 


History writes many ironical chapters and 
the story of Norwood now adds another. 


From the early 1850's to circa 1873, 
Cincinnati had a fabulous character. His 
name was Lewis C. Hopkins. He had 


started his commercial career as a humble 
clerk in the drygoods store of Wood & 
Riley, n. e. cor. Fifth & Vine. When Wood 
retired and Riley organized a_ cavalry 
regiment at the outbreak of the Civil. War, 
L. C. ascended to the status of sole owner. 


The man was a_ promotional. genius. 
Within five years, he was heralded all over 
the tri-state area, Ohio-Indiana-Kentucky, 
the “Merchant Prince.” He expanded the 
store to include a wholesale branch. Gen- 
teel, courteous, bearded, tall and hand- 
some it appeared that every person he 
spoke to became instantly loyal friend and 
follower. He became the pioneer in down- 
town Cincinnati display advertising. It 
became necessary for the police to establish 
a cordon to manage the crowds that rushed 
to L. C.'s “bargain sales.” 


Yet is seemed L. C.'’s ambitions had 
neither horizons nor limits; and he was 
generous toa fault. Soldiers, passing 


through, were given free sandwiches, coffee, 
tidbits at the Fifth Street Market House 
and L. CG, picked up the ticket! For this 
act of kindness, L. C. was honored with a 
commission as Colonel by the Governor of 
Indiana. 


Yet, still, L. C.’s dreams expanded; and, 
next in order he began to reach out for 
raw land and improved properties. 


We must skip the useful things L. C. 
did for downtown Cincinnati, like building 
its first “modern” apartments, installing the 
first public-building elevator, erecting a 
music hall, fathering, in fact, the annual 
Cincinnati Festival of Music. These are 
but a few of his civic adventures. 


We are concerned with his activities in 
Norwood. 


During his real estate ‘‘spree,’’ prophesy- 


ing that the community had a brilliant 


future, he had picked up a total of 62 acres 
here; 19 fronting what is now: Williams 
avenue, nine along the Pike neighboring 
The Edward Mills homestead; and 34 acres 
of the Jonathan Williams farm. 


Then the earth trembled. L. C. had 
reached too far too fast. All of a sudden, 
around the close of '72, L. C. found him- 
self ‘land poor.”” He made frantic efforts 
to raise cash by “price-slaughter” sales 
downtown. The climax was_ inevitable: 
bankruptcy. 

Fortunately, the unusually capable man 
may also be blessed with the stamina to 
survive a siege of punishment. L. C. had 
been cast in that mold. 

Of course, in the debacle, he had lost or 
yielded his Norwood holdings, but he, and 
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his family had tow adopted Norwood as 
their home, residing for a time with the 
daughter of Reason Baker, from whom he 
had bought the 34-acre tract mentioned 
above. Now, entering the insurance busi- 
ness, he was again extremely successful. In 
1874, he rebought the Williams tract, add- 
ing acreage to the west. About the same 
time, he acquired the nine-acre tract ad- 
joining the Mills’ homestead, building a 
large home there which he and his family 
occupied until his wife died in 1872. 


Meanwhile he had come up with a new 
idea; he was selling lots on monthly pay- 
ments to salaried workers and wage earn- 
ers. It had never been done in this part 
of the nation before, but L. GC. had the 
courage to back his convictions, parcelling 
out 238 lots on this basis. Then he sold 
the south half of the tract to Mills and 
Kline, who built a subdivision on it. 


In 1881, L. C. developed his East Nor- 
wood Subdivision; 46 acres, acquired from 
the heirs of Charles Woolley, fronting 
Harris avenue. 

L. C.'s wife, nee Maria Whetstone, was 
the daughter of John Whetstone, who, by 
grant from John Cleves Symmes, owned the 
southwest quarter of Section 3t in Colum- 
bia township (less Kibby’s 20-acre tract). 
This section comprises most of what is 
called South Norwood, 


The Hopkins had three children; a 
daughter who married a German army 
officer, and two sons, Franklin and Allison, 
for whom he named two Norwood streets. 

Moving to New York, following his wife's 
demise, L. C. resided there until his death, 
1911. 

Upon L. C.’s retirement, his successors, 
Louis G. Hopkins and A. G. Boffinger, 
resolved to continue his policies and develop 
entire areas — for firstclass citizens only! 


As Ren Mulford and Werter G. Betty, 
in their beautiful book, “NORWOOD — 
GEM OF THE HIGHLANDS,” resolve it: 
“to their careful planning of the property 
they had acquired is largely due the char- 
acter of Norwood’s population.” (Quote 
applies to the year 1900.) 

Norwood had begun to thrive. 


Yet, again, historians find themselves in 
disagreement, some asserting the village of 
Norwood was incorporated in 1881; others 
fixing the date, positively at 1888. 


In either event, court records established 
these facts: On August 6, 1888, at the first 
municipal election (a special one), 199 votes 
were Cast. 

Four years later, 1892, at the presidential 
election, over five times that number, 
1026, voted. 


And in 1902 Norwood was incorporated 
as a City. 

In the 1888 election, Dr. John C. Weyer 
was named mayor; John C. Masker, treas- 
urer; Edward G. Bolles, clerk; Gerald 
Kehoe, marshall. Councilmen were: Fred. 
H. Mehmert, Edward Mills, William Leser, 
J. P. Zimmerman, Sr., D. H. Whitehead 
and Anthony Wieand. 


In the April, 1889 election, four council- 
men retired. Their successors were Phillip 
Moessinger, T. J. McFarlan, Robert Thomp- 
son and A. H. Pape. Otherwise, the official 


family remained the same. David Davis was 
city solicitor and D. A. Hosbrook, village 
engineer. In 1890, with Robert Thompson 
reuring, J. M. Thomssen occupied a council 
chair. 


Later, P. Moessinger resigned and was 
replaced by Richard Evans for the re- 
mainder of that term. Ed Bolles quit as 
clerk; W. E. Wichgar succeeded him. 


In the 1891 election, Aaron McNeill was 
chosen mayor. Treasurer J. C. Masker and 
Marshall Kehoe were re-elected. Wm. 
Damen became sealer of weights and meas- 
ures, the popular W. E. Bundy became 
solicitor. ‘Three new councilmen were 
elected; John Rolsen, J. J. Hess and W. S. 
Gwynn, with councilmen Mehmert, Pape 
and Thomssen being re-elected. 


Spring, 1892, Mayor McNeill and_ his 
entire official family were returned to 
office with two exceptions: Albert Berger 
succeeded Gwynn and Benjamin Zeiss be- 
came marshall. 


Many things had happened since 1869. 


Following the big push that L. C. Hop- 
kins had given Norwood residential con- 


struction, every contractor, builder and 
realty operator in the area seemed to 
want to dip his finger in the luscious 


Norwood pie. Several did. 


The constant ping of hammers, the 
galloping chant of crosscut saws, the bell- 
like ring of sharp axe blades, the lusty 
voices of carpenters and brick masons were 
heard from dawn to dusk; the cacophony 
and symphony of a community's orderly 
growth. For, make no mistake about it, 
the Norwood of the late 1800's tempered 
its ambitions for expansion with civic ideals. 


In today’s street jargon, you might tag 
these early leaders as a group of snooty 
stuffed-shirts, but the label doesn’t fit. 
They were simply men and women with 
more than average education. If not rich, 
they were by income or inheritance reason- 
ably well-to-do. They put thought and 
care into the building of their homes. 
They wanted their neighbors to do the 
same. Questionable characters were taboo. 


So Norwood grew. 


By 1896, Norwood’s population rose to 
7,000, with 48 miles of streets, 35 of which 
were macadamized and with concrete side- 
walks. A city directory was published. The 
first name was: 


Abele, Robert; horseshoer; boards on east 
side of Main opp. Carthage. 

‘The last entry was: 

Zurwill, Lottie; at R. M. Wickersham’s; 
no. corner, Ashland & Madison Ave. 
attorneys were listed 
architects 
dairies 
dressmakers 
druggists 
horseshoers 
harness and saddlery men 
livery stables 
newspaper (Norwood ENTERPRISE) 
oil stations (people still used gasoline 
P stoves and kerosene lamps and tallow 
candles) 
physicians 
saloons 
oyster dealers 
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Turning 1900, Norwood had become a 
minor railway center, with six passenger 
stations within the corporate limits, while’ 
the Chicago branch of the Pennsylvania 
system had two others; one at Harewood, 
the other at Norwood Heights. The Gin- 
cinnati, Lebanon & Northern had way 
stops on Ivanhoe and Hopkins avenues and 
Norwood Park. Fhe B. & O. §. W. made a 
feature of suburban expresses from down- 
town Cincinnati to Norwood and. other 
suburbs. 


From the commuter’s angle, the coming 
of the Norwood electric transit line was 
the biggest boon of all. A 5¢ fare carried 
a man from Fountain Square to his north- 
most destination along Montgomery road. 
The first car entered Norwood circa 1891. 


Yet the railways and street cars were 
only one division of the new order of 
bustle and quick-step that had gripped 
the entire city, Norwood, all of a sudden, 
had been caught in the throes of the. 
modern industrial revolution. Yet from all 
the evidence that has been handed down 
to the present generation there is no clue 
that any Norwood leader of that day fore- 
saw the trend of events or even suspected it. 


Yoday, it is explained in a simple 


sequence, 

First, May 10, 1888, chiefly through the 
efforts of V. C. Tidball and Casper H. 
Rowe, a corporation was launched to pro- 
vide adequate street lighting for all of Nor- 
wood. This was a tremendous step forward. 
Prior to then, public lighting had been 
achieved only at favored spots by the 
generosity of private purses. Occasionally, 
civic leaders, never averse to rolling up 
their sleeves for the community's benefit, 
would congregate in platoons at night, dig 
postholes and plant flares. 


Many old-timers, at the turn of the 
century, including Columbus Williams, 
Thomas Drake, W. B. Ferguson, Ed. Mills, 
Moses F. Buxton, Tunis Van Middlesworth, 
Justis Durrell and the then-famous farmer- 
preacher, Rev. James Lyon, remembered 
taking part in or accompanying their 
fathers and friends to help dig streetlamp 
postholes. 


Next in order, in the summer of 1889, 
the Norwood Platting Commission was 
formed. 


The Platting Commission was originated 
through the efforts of Phillip Moessinger, 
guided by his experience With similar effort. 
in Cincinnati. The original members of 
the commission were Dr. N. I. Scott, Prof. 
J Ue “Lloyd; Dr. «john °C. “Weyer, J. G. 
Masker and William Weghorst. Later Dr. 
Scott resigned and Samuel T. Harris filled 
the vacancy. In 1891, the secretary, W. E- 
Wichgar, was elected village clerk. The new 
secretary was W. G. Betty. Then, Septem- 
ber, Mr. Weghorst died. Counéil ap- 
pointed J. L. Shearer to the vacancy, the 
following November. 


The Platting Commission served  dili- 
gently, but there were two flaws in the 
setup. Three motives seem to have governed 
the actions of some of Norwood’s early 
land speculators; arrogance, greed,  stu- 
pidity. In some areas long narrow strips 
of land, according to Ren Mulford’s record, 
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were purposely left between subdivisions 
to prevent communication. Streets laid out 
by one party would artfully block another. 
The speculators seemed utterly lacking in 
the good sense to promote a uttified city. 
The men who had land to sell wanted one 
thing only: to wring every possible dollar 
from privately-owned acreage — and to heck 
with the rest of the community! The Plat- 
ting Commission inherited this mess. ‘I hey 
did heroic work to alleviate and correct it. 
Yet there was a maladjustment. ‘The 
Platting Commission might plan but. it 
lacked authority to consolidate the plan 
into action. ‘They might only submit their 
findings to city council; and it is the 
everlasting credit of Norwood’s council of 
that day that by and large they cooperated 
and many improvements resulted. 

Luckily, for the future of Norwood, a 
collateral movement, which was to all 
intents and purposes a coordinating civic 
commission, was officially organized April 
If, 1890: The Board of Improvements. 
Mayor McNeill, H. C. Meader, George T. 
Hipple were the members. Later, Hipple 
resigned, and William Windhorst was ap- 
pointed. Later, too, Charles A. Ewing suc- 
ceeded D. A. Hosbrook as. village engineer. 
Before the expiration of Ewing's — term, 
13-3/10 miles of streets had been macadam- 
ized. Things were really looking up for 
Norwood. 

The pace of improvements continued 
under the term of the new resident engi- 
neer, James M. Harper, dating from June, 
1892. Almost twenty miles of cement 
sidewalks were laid. Plans for the improve- 
ment of Forest, Elm, Harris and Hudson 
avenues were under way. Park and Floral 
avenues had become asphalt boulevards. 

Other changes, following hardrun on L. 
C. Hopkins’ audacious 1873) gamble in 
Norwood real estate, had literally seemed 
to charge the air with electric anticipa- 
tions. 

Yet nothing, before nor since, had created 
more civic excitement than that. which 
prevailed on clection day, November 8, 


1892. 


The proposition to build a municipal 
waterworks had been submitted to the 
voters. Later that evening, word got 
around; the bond issue had carried by a 
majority of 491 to 136. It really didn’t 
matter that the ballots for the Ivanhoe 
precinct had failed to arrive. ‘These would 
have ballooned the majority by at least 
100 votes. 


The whole town turned out, dancing and 
shouting in the crisp November night, 
celebrating its near-future release from the 
inconvenience of bothersome, frozen back- 
yard handpumps and the disease-breeding 
larvae and angle worms infesting smelly 
cisterns. 


Mayor McNeill appointed Dr. Alfred 
Springer, George Puchta and Henry Rikhoff 
waterworks trustees. Their nomination was 
confirmed by council, Later, at election 
day, all three were chosen without opposi- 
tion, 


Today, for factors of convenience and 
other valid reasons, the Norwood water- 
works system is linked with metropolitan 
Cincinnati's inexhaustible river-bed and 


subterranean supply; but for the SIXtY-five 
years of its existence, the Norwood water: 
works system confirmed the sound judg: 
ment and integrity of its) planners and 
builders. 


At the very outset, two critical decisions 
had to be made; one, as to where the wells 
should be sunk; the other, as to whether 
exclusively modified 
by a water tower, 
would best serve Norwood. 


direct-pressure or 
pressure, augmented 


The judgment of Dr. Springer, the 
carliest and most enthusiastic advocator of 
a steel tower, prevailed. In later vears, as 
testimony to his judgment, he was chosen 
chairman of the waterworks board by 
his associates, 

Because, topographically, it was relatively 
low Jand, and = situate practically in’ the 
heart of Norwood, the consulting engineers 
agreed that the avea south of Harris avenue 
should first be drilled in the hope of 
reaching an adequate water supply. 

The waterworks trustees then acquired 
a large tract of land on Harris avenue at 
the junction of the B. & O. 8. W. and’ C. 
L. & N. railroads. 

The first experimental well, a six-inch 
feeder, penetrated to bedrock 237 feet 
down; 50 feet below the low-water mark 
of the Ohio river at Cincinnati. Water 
in one test well rose to 95 feet of the 
Norwood surface. Five other wells, with 
k-inch feeders, were sunk to similar depths 
20 feet apart. covering an area of about 
800 square feet. 

Gustav Bouscaren acted as consulting 
engineer and J. M. Harper as supervising 
engineer over the entire waterworks project. 

A pressed-brick pumping station was 
erected: “bye Wiel Hi Stewart'soeSonsa:. The 
boilers and pumping plant were installed 
by the Laidlaw-Duun-Gordon Co. of Cin- 
cinnati, The aggregate capacity of the 
pumps was 1.081.000 gallons in 21 hours. 
The pressed-brick smokestack reached 74 
feet, 6 inches above the concrete floor of 
the station, 


‘Two major obstacles were hurdled in 
1893 and 1894. Once the project was under 
way, the engineers discovered that the 
original $50,000.00 appropriation might 
cover about half the ultimate cost. Another 
$50 thousand were needed. Norwood's 
voters approved this by a tidy majority. 

Then, too, in 1893, the whole nation was 
in the grip of an economic letdown; the 
man in the street was wailing, “Hard 
times —agin!” Yet this didn’t stop Nor- 
wood; the waterworks system went smoothly 
ahead. 

Great excitement prevailed. Hebert and 
Lapeyre, the contractors, began to lay the 
water mains, Townsmen and visitors flocked 
in jabbering groups at the pumping site. 
Others gathered to envy the industry and 
take-home pay of the huskies laying the 
mains. 

The Addyston Pipe Works supplied the 
mains. The Bourbon Brass and Copper 
Works furnished all fire plugs and brass 
valves. 

Yet it was the erection and completion 
of the Water Tower on the brow of Nor- 
wood Heights, just off of what is now 
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Indian Mound avenue, that gave carly 
Norwood its heyday of public thrills. 

Here was a municipal project that cap- 
tured the imagination of both skilled engi- 
neers and the man-in-the-street. Both 
realized that it was the connecting link 
hetween Indian warfare and the develop- 
ment of a civilized community. 

Metropolitan papers in Cincinnati, Louis- 
ville, Columbus, Chicago, New York, else- 
where, asked for pictures and ran stories 
of Norwood’s Water Tower. The interest 
Was sustained for many years. 

Located at the foot of the historic 
Indian Mound, the steel tower, including 
roof, was 100 feet high, 40 feet wide 
inside, with an inner circumference of 
over 125 feet, and a capacity of 532.666 
gallons; a four-days’ supply, at 25 gallons 
per head, for a city of 5,000 people. The 
steel plates, of 6,000 pounds tensile strength 
per square inch, were made by the Corbin 
Steel Co. of Pittsburgh, Pa. The construc- 
tion was by the Stacey Mfg. Co. 


A great cupula surmounted the structure. 
A spiralling three-feet wide stairway, for 
the tens of thousands of visitors who were 
to enjoy the scenic wonders as the years 
went by, circled it, led to a railed-in 
promenade (see picture) from which, on 
clear days, the panorama of majestic hills 
and lush valleys, and all the charming 
suburbs of Metropolitan Cincinnati, could 
be seen for miles around. 


Many years later, the roof was removed, 
the spiral stairway razed, and a new steel 
reservoir, 60 feet wide inside, 60 high, with 
capacity exceeding a million gallons, was 
erected alongside. As Norwood’s popula- 
tion expanded, the demands for water 
multiplied, 


Coincident with the building of the 
waterworks system, the first sewers were 
installed. The commission had been ap- 
pointed in June, 1890. The city, for sewer 
drainage, had been platted into four divi- 


sions; Kast Norwood, the Elsmere district, 
South Norwood, and the combined Central 
and. West Norwood area. A. H. Singer, 
Edward Mills, N. Ashley Lloyd, J. M. Har- 
per and L. Bolles, secretary, were named 
to the commission. Later, Peter Bettinger, 
succeeding Singer, was named board chair- 
nan. An automatic flushing system, devised 
by. Charles A. Ewing, was successful over 
many years. 

There is an ancient cliche to the effect 
that hindsight is always better than  fore- 
sight, whereas, seen wisely, hindsight is 
merely the alibi for lack of good judgment 
in the first place. 

It should have been anticipated at the 
turn of the 1900's that’ Norwood was due 
for a radical change. The coming of the 
railways, the mushrooming of electric lines, 
a maze of new thorofares, the real estate 
hoom, the spectacular growth in popula- 
tion, the new sewer system and waterworks 
—we know today that these improvements 
combine to achieve one end; they are an 
open invitation to the wheels of industry 
to come in and share the benefits. 


There is no record that industry was 
invited. Yet it came. Now, having gained 
a toehold, it was destined, within three 
decades, completely to destroy Norwood's 
isolation as a dreamy residential borough, 
dating all the way back to 1809. 


Yet there had been ample forewarning. 


In the late 1880's, taxes in Cincinnati, 
a zooming factory town, had become a 
pain-in-the-neck to industrial management. 
‘There was no way to escape them except 
by moving, bag and baggage, to other and 
more considerate communities. 


In 1888, the smokestack of the Bullock 
Electric Company (now the Norwood 
Works of world-famed — Allis-Chalmers) 
stabbed _Norwood’s to then industrially- 
innocent sky. This had the same effect on 
the community of Norwood that the feel 
of his first paycheck has on an ambitious 


boy. ‘The only thing that might ever 
gratify the new yearning would be more 
and a Jarger amount of the same. 


Undoubtedly the experience of Bullock 
spread the good word around: here was 
the ideal industrial town. The movement 
spread like a contagion. Other factories 
arrived as fast as they could find acreage 
on which to build. This went on for 
fifty years. 

In 1956, Norwood, a relatively small city 
of 35,000 inhabitants, housing about 11,000 
families, with its corporate limits com- 
pletely swallowed within the boundaries 
of Greater Cincinnati, produced an average 
industrial payroll of $1,750.000.00 a week. 
(his is explained by the fact that 35,000 
out-of-town workers move into Norwood 
daily; so that the town of 35,000 is in- 
creased to 70,000 each working day. ‘The 
record is unequaled by any other city of 
its size in America. 


For the story of the details of this 
progress — industrially, educationally, — re- 
ligiously, professionally, and in civic govern- 
ment —the information is presented, cate- 
gorically, in the following pages of this 
book. 


What of the future? 


This is the age of jet propulsion and 
nuclear-fission. No man mav foresee the 
consequences. Yet the challenge is accom- 
panied by a more rewarding Opportunity 
than the human mind has ever previously 
conceived, 


It is in Norwood that you habitually 
meet the intelligent optimist; the man who 
combines knowhow with faith and the 
hopeful outlook. 

He believes that nuclear fission must, by 
the grace of God and human ingenuity, be 
resolved into a universal blessing.

On August 16, 1923, the Norwood EN- 
TERPRISE carried a two-column headliner 
with a dramatic first paragraph: 

“Active operation of the new Chevrolet 
and Fisher Body Co., factories began this 
week when the schedule of production was 
pushed up to 200 cars per week.” 

Thirty-four years later, in 1957, the Nor- 
wood plant of the Chevrolet Division of 
General Motors had increased its produc- 
tion level to more than 3,000 automobiles 
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and trucks during the average weck. 

Between those two chapters is written 
one of the most surprising and most con- 
structive stories of industrial development 
in Norwood’s history. 

Happily, the Chevrolet-Norwood — story 
resolves into a great deal more than a cold 
Statistical analysis. It becomes the story of 
how a great corporation, alerted to its 
social responsibilities through continuously 
good management, has unselfishly identi- 


fied itself with Norwood and contributed 
graciously to the well-being of the entire 
community, 

Obviously, over the 34 vears since its 
relatively humble beginning in) Norwood, 
millions of dollars have been invested in 
the Chevrolet-Norwood Motor Cars Divi- 
sion of G-M in plant construction, mod- 
ernization and cqiipment. 

Yet this is only one of the many basic 
reasons why Norwood and Chevrolet have 
gone forward together. 

‘The story had to start with a market 
need and consumer acceptance for a good 
automobile and truck. The constantly in- 
creasing world-wide acceptance of the Chev- 
rolet automobile and of Chevrolet's unique

mind that it would be idle to dwell on 
the obvious. 

The more important thing to Norwood 
is the history of Norwood Chevrolet's mod- 
ern program of management-labor relations 
and its recognition of its responsibilities to 
the Norwood-area community. 

Ghevrolet-Norwood is one of ten combi- 
nation automobile and truck assembly 
plants in the national network operated by 
the company. 

Yet, since 1923, Chevrolet-Norwood alone 
has produced 3.161,822 automobiles and 
trucks; not including current 1958 models. 
The Norwood plant serves about 700 Chev- 
rolet dealers in Southern Ohio; the western 
parts of Virginia, West Virginia and Penn- 
sylvania; eastern and central portions of 
Kentucky and Tennessee; and the eastern 
half of Indiana. 

Much of the purchase price of each new 
Chevrolet automobile and truck sold in all 
of these areas finds its way back to Nor- 
wood in wage paychecks at the local Chev- 
rolet and Fisher Body plants. Chevrolet- 
Norwood pays out an average of $10,600,000 
annually for wages and supplies in’ the 
Norwood area.

“We had lots of extra space in the plant. 
We made only one Chevrolet model; no 
color choices, no options, no accessories. 
Sull, everything being so new, we thought 
we had a complex operation. Nobody ever 
dreamt of assembling automobiles and 


trucks as it’s done now.” 


Gilbert remembers: “The job was pretty 
rugged. There was plenty of lifting and 
lugging. A man had to be stout. Power- 
equipment does the muscle work now. It 
wasn’t that easy in 1923.” 


Gilbert had started as a day-laborer; his 
pay was 40¢ an hour. He remembers: “We 
worked from. 7:30 a.m. till 5:30 p.m. Half- 
hour for lunch. There was a little sand- 
wich stand but most of us brought our 
lunch.” 


Gilbert, now paint superintendent, has 
seen the old make way for the new. The 
transition from sandwich stand to a mod- 
ern employee-cafeteria.

‘Che old factory mess-and-muss 
is gone. We work in a clean, healthy place. 
The company has a modern system for 
training both new and old employees. They 
prepare us for responsibility. We do jobs 
easier and better.” 


Gilbert thought a little, then added: 
“The pension program appeals to a sen- 
sible man’s judgment. We buy government 
bonds with payroll deductions. It helps us 
get ahead.”

saved over $215,231 through this system.

Things have changed a lot since 1923, 


when Norwood first said hello to the 
Chevrolet Motor Division. Let’s look 
back for a moment and see how much 


they’ve changed. 


What a story of progress is contained in the 
record of operations of Chevrolet-Norwood’s 34 
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years! Production has gone up tenfold, with an 
ever better product coming off more efficient 
production lines. Safety has been an increasingly 
important factor, until now a Chevrolet-Nor- 
wood employee is safer at work than he is at 
home.

THE NORWOOD FISHER BODY DIVISION OF GENERAL MOTORS 


The World's Leading Designer and Producer of 
Automobile Bodies Began Its Norwood 


Operations in 1923 


When the Fisher Body Division of Gen- 
eral Motors begins producing those famous 
Bodies by Fisher for the 1958 Chevrolets 
in Norwood it will be starting its 50th 
anniversary year. 


It was in July, 1908, that Fred and 
Charles Fisher organized the original Fisher 
Body Company in Detroit with .a capitali- 
zation of $50,000. Four more brothers, 
William, Lawrence, Edward and Alfred, 
joined the older brothers in the venture. 
Their enterprise became one of Michigan's 
greatest success stories. 


In the early days ‘machine tools were 
comparatively crude. The steel industry was 
in its infancy and thin gauge sheets were 
unknown. Carriage and blacksmith shops 
were the scenes of the first body-building 
activities. Wagons and carriage bodies were 
the foundations on which were built the 
first runabouts and touring cars. Hence 
the famous nickname, “Horseless Carriage.” 


Fisher Body first began operations in 
Norwood in 1923. 


Body by Fisher and the Napoleonic Coach 
emblem, then a tradition of 15 years, was 
already the world’s best known automobile 
body trademark when Fisher Body occupied 
the plant at 4726 Smith Road to assemble 
Chevrolet bodies. 


The plant's total floor area is 279,385 
square feet of which 270,785 square feet 
are devoted to manufacturing. An expan- 
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sion program just completed added another 
75,600 square feet. 


The plant has more than a mile of con- 
veyors and can assemble more than 30 
bodies. an hour. 


More than 70 different types of highly 
specialized production tools are used by the 
plant in its assembling operations. 


Prior to construction of the Norwood 
plant, the site was once a quarter-mile 
horse racing track and later a baseball park. 


During an average year, the plant’s ex- 
penditures in the Cincinnati area for pay- 
roll, transportation and local purchases 
exceed $21,000,000. 

Average employment in the Norwood- 
Fisher Body plant is approximately 1,500. 


From the beginning, the story of Fisher 
Body became a story of technical progress. 
‘The founding Fisher Brothers dreamed and 
planned and built the foundations of what 
is now the world’s Jargest automobile-body 
engineering organization. 


They pioneered and developed the mass 
production of the closed body and delivered 
the first volume order of 150 such bodies 
to Cadillac in 1910. This order was sup- 
plied by a small Detroit plant containing 
about 167,000 square feet of floor space. 

Since then Body by Fisher has developed 
many “‘firsts’’ designed for comfort and 
convenience. These include no-draft venti- 
lation, the turret top, unisteel construction, 
the panoramic windshield, hardtop  engi- 


neering and the safety interlock for doors. 


Many other refinements received an assist 
from Body by Fisher engineers. These in- 
clude defrosting, cowl ventilation, safety- 
cushioned instrument panels, increased 
window dimensions, the use of plate safety 
glass, six-way adjustable seats, integrated 
body and fenders, keyless locking, push- 
button door releases, counter-balanced trunk 
lids, key release trunk locks, sound and 
weather insulation and many others. 


Today, to meet the body demands of 
Chevrolet, Pontiac, Oldsmobile, Buick and 
Cadillac, the Fisher Body Division of Gen- 
eral Motors operates eleven stamping plants, 
sixteen assembly plants and six plants en- 
gaged in tooling, engineering and research 
work. “Two more plants are devoted to the 
fabrication of upholstery trim sets and 
some of the assembly plants include this 
in their operations. Fisher Body also sup- 
plies seven additional General Motors as- 
sembly plants in this country and 22 
foreign plants. These Fisher Body plants 
contain more than 25,000,000 square feet 
of floor space. 


Fisher Body’s central administration, en- 
gineering and research activities are located 
in a’ 1,300,000 square foot facility at the 
General Motors Technical Center in Detroit. 

At the end of its first. 50 years, Fisher 
Body has built bodies for more than 
50,000,000 automobiles — and as many as 
4,000,000 bodies in a single year. 

Fisher Body was founded in the belief 
that. new engineering knowledge backed 
by scientific testing and analysis was needed 
in the development of bodies for power- 
driven vehicles.

In addition to design and product engi- 
neering staffs, Fisher Body maintains large 
engineering groups devoted to experimental 
and development work, textiles, plastics, 
process development, dies and tools, plant 
engineering and layout, manufacturing, ma- 
terial handling and advanced research. 


LOCATION 

Fisher Body’s general offices are located 
in two ultramodern buildings at the new 
General Motors Technical Center northeast 
of Detroit, housing all Fisher Body central 
engineering and administrative functions 
and facilities together on a 192-acre site 
occupying 1,301,000 square feet of floor 
space. 

The eleven stamping plants, fabricating 
body parts, are scattered throughout the 
northern industrial states. These are located 
in Detroit, Grand Rapids, Pontiac, Grand 
Blanc and Flint, Michigan; Cleveland, Mans- 
field and Hamilton, Ohio; Pittsburgh, Penn- 
sylvania; Marion, Indiana; and Chicago, 
Illinois. The upholstery trim fabricating 
operations are located in Cleveland, Pontiac, 
Lansing, Flint, Grand Rapids and Detroit. 


Purchase of raw materials and the pro- 
duction of these fabricating plants must 
be correlated with the needs of the 44 
domestic and foreign assembly plants. 

The domestic assembly plants are located 
in 14 cities and in eight states: Atlanta, 
Georgia; Baltimore, Maryland; Tarrytown, 
New York; Janesville, Wisconsin; St. Louis 
and Kansas City, Missouri; Oakland and Los 
Angeles, California; Detroit, Pontiac, Lans- 
ing and Flint (2 plants), Michigan; and 
Norwood and Euclid, Ohio, the last being 
devoted to station wagons and sedan de- 
livery body assembly. 

Fisher Body also supplics stampings for 
finished assembly to seven Buick-Oldsmo- 
bile-Pontiac Assembly Division. plants lo- 
cated in Arlington, Texas; Atlanta, Georgia; 
Linden, New Jersey; Framingham, Massa- 
chusetts, Kansas Cily, Kansas; South Gate, 
California; and Wilmington, Delaware. 

Foreign plants served by the Fisher Body 
Division of General Motors include one 
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monorail conveyor,

OPERATIONS 

Designing, fabricating and assembling are 
the three stages a Fisher Body goes through 
in becoming part of a General Motors car. 

First comes the stylist’s conception. Then, 
a reduced model is developed into a full 
size model. Finally, basic outline drawings 
are given to the body engineers. ‘Tools and 
dies are designed and made. Manufacturing 
operations are planned. Jigs and fixtures 


are constructed. 
under way. 

The many metal fabricating plants stamp 
out the component parts. The fabricating 
plants are essentially metal stamping and 
sub-assembly manufacturing operations 
which take in sheet steel and ship out the 
die-formed pieces of metal which become 
an automobile body. 

Assembly plants take in these metal 
stampings, fabricated trim and hardware 
parts and assemble them into completed 
bodies. 

These are the Bodies by Fisher featured 
on Chevrolet, Pontiac, Oldsmobile, Buick 
and Cadillac automobiles.

JAMEs E. GOODMAN 


In the General Motors Corporation and 
its Fisher Body Division it is historically 
significant that James FE. Goodman, now 
G-M vice-president and general manager 
of the Fisher Body Division, got his start 
at the Fisher Body plant in Norwood. 


Born December 11, 1904, in Union City, 


Ind., the son of Martha JT. and the late 
George S. Goodman, he was educated at 
Union City High School and the University 
of Illinois. 3 ; 

He joined Fisher Body at Norwood, as a 
metal finisher, in 1925. Promotions came 
fast. In February, 1929, he became superin- 
tendent of the body department in the 
Janesville, Wis., plant. Transferred to the 
Detroit general offices in December, 1932, 
he returned to Janesville as assistant plant 
manager in 1933. His next step up was as 
resident manager of the Norwood plant, 
1936. 

Two years later, 1938, he became resident 
manager of the Fisher Body Plant, Oakland, 
Cal.; then, in 1939, was transferred to Flint, 
Mich., as assistant residence manager of the 
Fisher No. 1 Plant; then, in 194], was 
elevated to the rank of resident manager 
of this plant, 


In January, 1915, he was made director 
of the Tank Division, following which, in 
November of the same year, he was ap- 
pointed assistant general factory manager 
of assembly plants. In 1916, he was named 
executive assistant to the general manufac- 
turing manager. In 1947 he was appointed 
assistant general manager of the Buick- 
Oldsmobile-Pontiac assembly division and 
was named general manager in 1918. He 
achieved his present executive status in 1952.

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UNFORGETALLE PERSONALITIES 


Abner Mills Once 
Owned the Heart of 
Modern Norwood 


It could not have been foresight. No 
man has the prescience to foresee into the 
future a hundred fifty vears. Yet there 
can be no question of it; the original Abner 
Mills had acumen and a sense of values. 


From all the land available in the his- 
torical Miami Purchase, he selected, in 
1797, a hundred sixty acres, which included 
a hundred acres off the west side of Section 
31, Columbia township. This bordered 
Ross avenue on the north, Sherman avenue 
on the south, Section avenue to the west, 
and Carthage avenue to the east. This 
eastern line ran south beyond Bennett ave- 
nue to the bend on the east side of Judge 
street. 


Abner was both a family man and com- 
munity-minded. As the years went by, he 
sold to David Mills, his son, fourteen and 
a fraction acres; this tract forming the 
sharp triangle that lay east of the pike. 


In 1828, David and his wife, Elizabeth, 
leased to the Trustees of the Sharpsburg 
School for a term of ninety-nine years, and 
for a consideration of Five Dollars, all land 
on which the Central School was later 
located. ‘The lease, in fact, was in perpe- 
tuity, stating: “to be used for a school and 
no other (purpose) it shall then be 
considered a renewal of the lease 
during such occupancy”. 


In 1829, Abner reached out again, buying 
forty-four and a half acres in Millcreek 
Township, adjourning his tract to the 
northeast. This land, as the years passed, 
was to house several world-known. institu- 
tions: the Norwood Sash & Door Company, 
the Corcoran Manufacturing Company, the 
Cincinnati Rubber Company. Abner be- 
queathed this tract to his son Stephen in 


1833. 
Abner died in 1838. 


His will designated that the portion of 
land lying east of Section avenue should be 
divided between his sons, David and 
Stephen. ‘The division was fairly made. 
David took the forty-nine acres between 
Ross and Sherman avenues and Norwood 
avenue, west. Stephen's thirty-six acres, ex- 
tending northward, included the then _pre- 
tentious Mills’ homestead. 


But the story of the Mills’ influence in 
Norwood continues. 


Stephen built another home, fronting 
Carthage avenue, opposite Highland. He 
resided there till his death, 1868. Edward, 
his only son and heir, then built a fine 
residence on the west side of Carthage 
avenue. The turn of the century then 
witnessed the beginning of Norwood’s rise 
to industrial pre-eminence. ‘Two factories, 
whose products have carried Norwood’s 
name around the globe, moved in to occupy 
this land: Globe-Wernicke and The Ameri- 
can Laundry Machinery Company. 
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David Mills, adding to his estate, paid 
$4,000.00 for fifty acres, neighboring his 
farm to the west, in Millcreek “Township. 
When he died, 1841, the property was 
divided among his three children: Lydia 
Ann, Elizabeth and Warren N. 

Lydia (Mrs. Thomas Drake) received 
sixty-three and a half acres, adjacent to 
the original Dexter Lumber Company's 
premises. The old Drake home was a 
familiar landmark. ‘The site in after years 
was known as the Bofinger & Hopkins 
subdivision. 

Elizabeth (Mrs. Justice Durrell) received 
fifty-three and a half acres, fronting Main 
avenue. ‘The east section of the tract later 
constituted the Hedger's subdivision, while 
the western side comprised Mills & Hop- 
kins Subdivision Four, 

Warren N, Mills received fifty-three and 
a half acres, fronting the west side of 
Main avenue and the north side of Sher- 
man avenue. Several acres of this tract are 
now occupied by the magnificent Norwood 
High School and. Vechnical High and_ in- 
clude the athletic field. Between the High 
School and Main avenue is the original 
location of the Dr. William H. Hopkins’ 
Subdivision of the Weghorst property. 

‘The Main avenue frontage is now the 
heart of retail Norwood; the city’s most 
valuable real estate. 


Joseph G. Langdon 
Norwood's First 
Postmaster 


Joseph G. Langdon, son of Mark and 
Sarah Greenham Langdon, was born Janu- 
ary 24, 1821, in “The One-Mile House,” 
Gilbert avenue, but was reared on a Duck 
Creek farm, now the Catholic cemetery, to 
which his family removed while J. G. was 
still a toddler, February 26, 1840, he mar- 
ried Jo-Anne, daughter of James and Maria 
Lyon, farmers with many acres in south-end 
Norwood. Later, and for many years, Joe 
with his wife and his brother John, moved 
to and cultivated his father’s farm, just 
north of Feldman’s farm in Norwood. Joe 
and his wife had nine children; some died 
young, the others moved away. Joe, until 
his death, July 12, 1897, was quite a per- 
sonage in the social, political and educa- 
tional life of both Sharpsburg and_ early 
Norwood. He was Sharpsburg’s first, last 
and only postmaster, serving from 1867, 
when the office was created, till 1870, when 
Sharpsburg officially became Norwood. 


Bartholomew Cavagna 
Turned a Monkey and 

a Hand Organ Into a 

Norwood Fortune 


Nobody knows the city or province he 
came from, nor the date of his birth, or 
geneological origin, except he had migrated 
from Italy. 


The legend is that Bartholomew Cavagna 
was first scen, probably in the mid-1860’'s, 
on the streets of Cincinnati, pushing a 
grind organ with a monkey tethered to his 
belt. The monkey danced and begged and 
gleamed as the tinkling pennies dropped 
nto Its cup. 


Soon, all the downtown street Arabs, also 
the nice girls and boys and their mammas, 
had affectionately nicknamed Bartholomew 
“Monkey John”. 


Bartholomew earned more than their 
goodwill; he merited their respect. Saving 
his pennies, he started a grocery on the 
south side of Fifth street at the alley corner 
just east of Walnut. 


Soon, on the site of what is now called 
Peebles Corner, he added another combi- 
nation store-lunchroom, which became a 
mecca for lovers of good coffee and excel- 
lent cheeses. 

In the rear of his downtown store he 
added a lunchroom, consisting of boards 
The excellence 
of his food, cooked with old-world artistry, 
quickly won the patronage of Chamber of 


stretched over barrel tops. 


Commerce members and other business men. 


Meantime, he had added a bakery to 
his holdings. 

Next, he bought land adjoining Duck 
Creck, where he operated a dairy, adding 
other footage from time to time until he 
had amassed 200 acres, fronting the Pike 
along the south corporation line to a point 
two hundred feet south of Wayland avenue 
and extending eastwardly. 

One publicist, describing the farm, wrote: 

one of the most beautiful pieces of 
property for residences in the county; gently 
undulating; from the east side of Mont- 
gomery turnpike (with) frontages also on 
Duck Creck and Smith roads”. 


Joseph S. and George B. Cleneay acquired 
the entire tract in 1875 for $140,215.60, to 
form the whole of Cleneay’s Sunnyside Sub- 
division and a large part of the Elsmere 
Subdivision, 

Still, in 1875, Bartholomew 
could not write his own name. He signed 
the deed with an X (his mark).

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John Omwake, One of 
America's Topflight 
Industrial Leaders 


John Omwake deserves a perpetual me- 
morial in Norwood’s history. He was one 
of the great industrial leaders of the nation. 
He was also an able and generous civic- 
minded Norwood booster. Regrettably, the 
passing years erode and obscure the dra- 
matic incidents that men must survive to 
achieve eminence, and all that is left by 
which to gauge the man is the chronicle 
of his major achievements. This much is 
known: 


His parents were Henry and Eveline 
(Beaver) Omwake. He was one of nine 
children. He was born in Greencastle, Pa., 
January 13, 1854. For some unknown reason, 
he arrived, alone, in Cincinnati in his early 
teens. He worked as an office boy in his 
spare time while attending school. Later, 
he was employed by the John  Shillito 
Company. 


While at Shillito’s, he was sent on an 
errand to the plant of Russell & Morgan, 
lithographers, in Norwood; producers of 
spectacular circus posters and colored labels. 
It is recorded that young John had been 
fascinated by the activity of the company’s 
printers and the rumble of the giant presses 
that converted sheets of white paper into 
colorful pictorial lihos and labels. 


He applied for work and got it. His 
duties included bookkeeping, locking the 
doors at closing time, working Sundays and 
overtime. 


Later, when Russell & Morgan began to 
make playing cards, young John became a 
close student of production costs, color 
techniques and printing design. His re- 
sponsibilities gradually were increased until 
he became a recognized authority in this 
highly specialized technical industry. In 
later years his contemporaries frequently 
stated that John Omwake knew more about 
card design and production than any other 
living man. Humorously, they also. said 
he had never mastered a single “card 
trick” and was an indifferent bridge player. 


In 1894, the Company was reorganized 
and became the United States Playing 
Card Co. In 1902, with the plant located in 
Norwood, John Omwake was named Presi- 
dent. He held this top position 30 years, 
becoming Chairman of the board in 1932. 
He also served as President of the U. S. 
Printing & Lithograph Company from 1906 
to 1932. He died in April, 1939. 


The collection of playing cards which 
he assembled for the Company included 
cards dating back 500 years. In collabora- 
tion with Miss Catherine Perry Hargrave, 
this collection served as the nucleus for 
her memorable book, the History of the 
Playing Card. 


Aside from his “U. S." activities he found 
time for many other demanding affiliations. 
He was a pioneer in radio broadcasting, 
establishing the 500-Watt station, WSAI, 
June 7, 1923. Its programs were heard 
throughout the nation and in Canada. 
“How To Play Bridge” was one of its 
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most popular broadcasts. In 1928, the sta- 
tion was sold to Crosley Radio Corporation. 


He was at various times a Director of 
the Norwood-Hyde Park Bank & Trust Co.; 
a Director of the Second National Bank, 
Cincinnati; a member of the Board of the 
Cincinnati Branch Federal Reserve Bank of 
Cleveland; General Chairman of the Cin- 
cinnati Community Chest Campaign; Gen- 
eral Chairman of the Norwood Community 
Chest Campaign; member of the Norwood 
Service League and the Norwood YMCA; 
honorary member of the Cincinnati Cham- 
ber of Commerce; board member of the 
Widow's and Old Men's Home and_ the 
Home of the Friendless; Vice-President of 
the Railroad Terminal Development Co., 
the company responsible for the erection 
of the Cincinnati Union Terminal: a mem- 
ber of the Society of Colonial Wars; also 
the Commercial Club, Optimists Club, Cin- 
cinnati Club, Queen City Club, Camargo 
Club and the Cincinnati Country Club. 

Mr. Omwake married Carrie Brough of 
Cincinnati, she died eight years later. ‘They 
had one child, Mrs. Erwin P. Bosworth, 
who resides at 2409 Grandin Road, Cincin- 
nati. Myr. Omwake’s second wife was 
‘Theresa Iradell, who died in 1934. 


Louis J. Sanker, 
Norwood's Modern 
Poet Laureate 


Louis J. Sanker is a welcome anomaly in 
this crass and complex modern world: a 
man who can see a stretch of Wintry mud 
along the wayside and sing inspiringly of 
the beauty it shall radiate in grass and 
flowers when the sun bestows its kiss of 
life on budding things next Spring. 


His poetry first achieved national atten- 
tion in The Saturday Evening Post in 1937. 
The Post has since published many of his 
poems. So has Good Housekeeping and 
other periodicals and religious journals. 
He is a member of the Catholic Poetry 
Society of America and helped to found 
the Canticle Guild (a C. P. S. affiliate). 
He is a member and former president of 
The Cincinnati Writers Guild. 


Louis is one of Il children born to 
Edward H. and Helen (Harding) Sanker. 
The family moved to Norwood from Cin- 
cinnati when Louis was a tot. He attended 
St. Elizabeth School and graduated from 
St. Xavier College (now Xavier University). 
His grandparents were Henry and Freder- 
icka Sanker. Henry operated. a “‘‘saloon” 
where Peter's Cafeteria is now located and 
later owned the historic Sankers Gardens 
on Montgomery near Smith Road; one of 
Norwood’s all-time popular family meeting 
places. 


Louis was affiliated with the U. S. Post 
Office, Cincinnati, for 20 years as a mail 
carrier; later as Transfer Clerk; then in the 
Inquiry Section. He retired in January, 
1957. 

He and his first wife, the former Mary 
Bokenkotter, who died in 1945, had eight 
children, some of whom, with their families, 
still reside in Norwood. July 26, 1948. he 
married Mary Louise Neu. They live at 
Little Turtle Lane, Mt. Carmel. 


William Rue Locke 


One of Norwood's 
Outstanding Citizens 


Wm. R. Locke will long be remembered 
in Norwood as one of its outstanding 
citizens over the past century. 


The son. of Wm. W. and Susanna 
(Rauch) Locke, he was born at West Mil- 
ton, O., February 22, 1858. He married 
Amanda Acomb, in Pleasant Ridge, Decem- 


OK 


-ber 25, 1881. She had been born in the 


Acomb homestead, Norwood; the site now 
occupied by the Plaza Theater. 

A former wagon maker, young Locke 
started a grocery store, 1886, in Sharpsburg, 
at Mentor Avenue and Montgomery Road. 
While at this location, he was named 
Postmaster of the Ivanhoe Station in 1889. 
Later, when he removed his store to 
Waverly Avenue and Montgomery, he con- 
tinued as Postmaster at his new location. 


In 1916, he left the grocery business to 
become Norwood's City ‘Treasurer. He held 
this post four terms; then served 20 years 
as City Auditor, 

Meantime, in 1889, he also had been 
named a Director of the Norwood Improved 
suilding & Loan Company. At his death, 
June 8, 1957, aged 99 years, he had been 
President of the Company since 1918 and 
a Director for 39 consecutive years. 

As a member of the Norwood Masonic 
Lodge No. 576 he became a Master Mason, 
July 10, 1896, then served the Lodge as its 
‘Treasurer from 1901 to 1955, when he was 
appointed ‘freasurer Emeritus. 

He and Mrs. Locke both became mem- 
bers of the Grace Methodist Church in 
1889. He served on many church com- 
mittees, including the building committee 
for the new church on Slane Avenue. 


An only child survives: Mrs. Florence M. 
Cunningham, J2t1 Floral Avenue. 


The Lloyd Brothers 


Threw National Spot- 
light on Norwood 


There can be no question of it. The 
Lloyd brothers, John Uri and N. Ashley, 
had gifted minds. In retrospect, with one 
marked exception, there seems to have been 
no marked disparity in their abilities. The 
exception was this: John Uri had a yen 
to write fiction as well as fact; to share 
his mental adventures and his knowledge 
with as many as were concerned to follow 
the printed page. 

Their father’s. many interests had no 
doubt served to spur their ambitions. He 
had at first been a teacher with a hobby: 
surveying. Called often to Kentucky to 
stake-out and give authority to land hold- 
ings, he developed the hobby into a pro- 
fession. He was prominent around Burling- 
ton and Petersburg for years. ‘The sons 
attended private schools in both cities. 

‘They were curious boys. ‘Their common 
interest was botany, especially in its practi- 
cal application to organic chemistry, ma- 
teria medica, and pharmacy. As the years 
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went by, they founded, with Curtis G. 
Lloyd, the Lloyd Library and Museum. As 
far back, as the early 1900's, this library 
featured twenty-five thousand volumes with 
reference indices to facilitate easy finding. 
The Museum housed countless botanical 
specimens, gathered from all parts of the 
world. This library-museum was nationally 
known and respected. 

The Lloyds came to Norwood in 1884. 
Both were outstanding figures in public 
and social life. Neither had political ambi- 
tions, but John Uri did serve on the Nor- 
wood Platting Commission for several years. 

It was John Uri’s miscellaneous works 
that brought him fame. A prolific writer, 
he contributed to many technical media 
and general publications; was editor of 
several medical and pharmaceutical jour- 
nals, and various editions of text books. 
He was a member of The American Phar- 
maceutical Association, Ohio Pharmaceutical 
Association, American Chemical Society, 
National Eclectic Medical Association, 
Authors Club of New York, Franklin Inn 
Club and Franklin Institute of Phila- 
delphia, Sons of the American Revolution, 
Sons of the Revolution, Sons of the Colonial 
Wars and others. 


John Uri was also an Hon. PH.M. of the 
Philadelphia College of Pharmacy, Ph. D. 
of the University of Ohio, and LL.D. of 
Wilberforce University. 


His first novel, Etidorpha (Aphrodite 
turned around) created a literary sensation. 
A “best seller’, it went into many editions. 
The background for his next “big hit”, 
entitled, Stringtown on the Pike, was 
Florence, Ky. This novel had extensive 
sale. His other works of fiction included 
The Right Side of the Car, Warwick of the 
Knobs, Red Head, and Scroggins. 


John Uri built a Jovely mansion at the 
northeast corner of Lloyd and Harris ave- 
nues. In his declining years, he removed 
to Clifton. 


N. Ashley Lloyd had an imposing house 
surrounded by beautiful grounds on Harris 
avenue between Pine and Ash streets. In 
his later years, he removed to Hyde Park. 


They were wonderful men, leaving an 
impress of influence on the city and the 
nation. 


Henry Feldman 
Helped Develop 
Norwood 


In 1818, all Europe was in chaos. War, 
rapine and tumult were rampant. Sensible 
men, secking escape, muttered one word in 
awe: America! 

Somehow, Henry Feldman, then only 
eighteen years old, contrived to make the 
passage. Born in the city of Bremen, 
Germany. Henry, of course, found a jovial 
welcome among other Germans that were 
even then building up the Over-the-Rhine 
district in Cincinnati. 


Industrious, frugal, he took whatever job 
was offered and attended night school to 
improve his command of English. Fifteen 
years later, he bought the George Arbegust 
farm, containing seventy acres, just north 
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of the Stephen Mills’ farm, and bordering 
What is now Ross avenue, Montgomery 
road and Feldman avenue, 

He built a large frame residence at 
what is now the northeast corner of Garth- 
age and Lawn avenues. Looking over the 
loamy hills and rich pasturage, he went 
into the live stock business, grazing herds 
of cattle. He was quite successful. 

Later, he began to subdivide his acres 
into city lots. One parcel of eight lots was 
sold to the Norwood Real Estate & In- 
provement Company. The company sold 
one of these lots, irregular in shape and 
having only a ten-foot frontage on Lawn 
avenue, with the stipulation that no build- 
ing was ever. to be erected on it. Court 
action removed this restriction in- later 
years. Nobody has ever been able to dis- 
cover why such a freak stipulation was 
applied to so skimpy a parcel of ground. 

Henry Feldman was a generous man, but 
one of his neighborly gestures resulted in 
low-comedy. He gave a large lot to a 
church. John J. Hesse, then a blacksmith, 
donated a dismantled steamboat bell for 
the church tower. An organ was installed. 
For some reason the congregation split 
into factions. ‘The’ minister was poorly 
paid and on several occasions not paid at 
all. Finally, in disgust, he went to Cin- 
cinnati and opened a beer saloon. ‘The 
newspapers, getting wind of the story, 
played it big, not only in Cincinnati but 
all over the country. ‘The church was 
abandoned and _ sold. 

Henry Feldman had a wonderful wife, 
nee Mary Littleman of Cincinnati. She 
died, 1880, leaving two daughters, Emma 
and Mary, and one son, Henry, Jr. Miss 
Emma became Mrs. John Tidball. Miss 
Mary and Henry, Jr., resided here many 
years. 

Retiring from active business late in life, 
Henry Feldman became, perhaps, Norwood’s 
first youth-counsellor. He gave generously 
not only of his time but also of money to 
help many a Norwood lad to survive a 
mistake and go on to a useful life. 


Jonathan Williams’ 
Star Burned Bright 
in Early Norwood 


Jonathan Williams was one of the first 
purchasers of Jand included in the Miami 
Purchase. His deed from John Cleves 
Symmes, dated July 1, 1795, gave him one- 
third of Section 4 in Millcreek township. 
His 21314 acres ranged west from the 
section line to Allison street and Waverly 
avenue, Price, $112.00; about 6614¢ per 
acre. Two years later, he paid $2.50 per 
for an additional 20 acres, extending his 
holdings to Williams avenue with frontage 
on Montgomery pike. 


Johnathan seems to have inherited fore- 
sight. He had been born in New Jersey, 
son of Jonathon and Joanna Williams, 
June 19, 1761. On January 2, 1787, age 
17, he married Mary Davis. ‘They were a 
courageous pair. Loading their household 
goods on a wagon, in 1795, they trekked 
across Pennsylvania to Pittsburgh. ‘Thence, 
by flatboat, they drifted down the Ohio 


river for thirty days, landing at Columbia, 
then resuming the wagon voyage to their 
land in the wilderness to set up their log 
cabin. Acres of woods had to be burned 
and cleared of debris before Jonathon could 
try his hand at tilling the soil. 


How well he and his Joanna succeeded 
is today a historical record. 


They reared a family of six children; 
four giths, two boys: Ann, who married 
John Greene; Mary Ann, who beeame Mrs. 
Isaac M. Wood; Joanna afterward Mrs. 
Francis M. Kennedy; and Elizabeth. The 
sons were named Rezin and Columbus. 
Little is known of Columbus, although it 
seems he was married twice and was 
a carpenter by trade. He died 1870, leav- 
ing a widow and two children: 


Rezin, born February 25, 1798, married 
Sophia E. Lee, November 5, 1818. Nine 
children ensued. He remarried April 29, 
1810. His second bride was Rachel Phillips 
Gest. ‘Iwo children issued: William Rezin 
and Ellen. William was for many years an 
elder in Pleasant Ridge 
Church. He married Sarah Langdon, March 
8, 1866. They had four children. Ella R. 
Williams, daughter of Rezin by his second 
wife, married Wm. Baker. She had two 
daughters: Mrs. G. W. C. Hunt and Miss 
Irma, The surviving members occupied

the old home on Williams avenue for many 
years. 


Benjamin T. Dale 


Served Both Norwood 
and the State 


Benjamin “TP. Dale, born on the coast of 
Maryland in 1806 migrated with his newly- 
won bride, nee Deborah Milburn, to Cin- 
cinnati in 1827, making the entire journey 
by stage coach. Dale was a man of great 
natural ability. He had learned the plaster- 
ing trade in the East. Extremely skillful, 
he quickly developed a large following 
among pioneer builders. His first big local 
assigninent was the Methodist church build- 
ing, Fourth street, Cincinnati. Later, in the 
mid-50's, he plastered the new Ohio State 
Capitol Building in Columbus. From then 
on, it seems to have been his chief problem 
to find time and facilitics to meet the 
demands for his services. Yet he found 
time to invest heavily in local real estate. 
In 1851, he bought a 10-acre lot lying on 
both sides of the old Burgoyne road. 


Here he built “Oakland”, one of the 
most impressive brick residences in early 
Norwood. 

By the mid-50’s Dale was a wealthy man 
for his time. Much of his energy was 
given to the Ohio Mechanics Institute. 
which he had earlier help to establish. He 
also. served one term in the Ohio State 
Legislature. He cooperated with his son, 
John W., to establish Robert Clark & Co, 

His other son, James, Icft a family of 
eight children, including Benjamin B. Dale, 
who became a_ well-known Cincinnati 
lawyer, and later conducted the negotiations 
under which the Norwood Board of Educa- 
tion acquired the sites for the Allison 
street and Sharpsburg schools. One daugh- 
ter, Anna, married Dr. C. P. Brent of Cin- 
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cinnati. Another daughter, Mollie, became 
the wife of J. E. Thorpe, a Norwood City 
Clerk. She was prominent in Norwood's 
social and club life. 


Full of years and honors, Benjamin T. 
Dale passed away at his beloved “Oakland” 
home in March, 1892. 


The Redoubtable 
Phillip Voelker 


Voted in 1888 election. Organized Volun- 
teer Fire Brigade. Installed First Fire 
Alarm. Held positions of Civic Trust many 
years. 


For more than a half-century, the name 
Phil Voelker had a_ pleasant ring in 
Norwood, 


He had been born in Germany, 1857, 
arriving, age 12, in America, 1869, settling, 
with his parents, in pioneer Cincinnati 
around 1870. 
prenticeship, he opened a barber shop at 
8th and Main streets, Cincinnati. He was 
sull running this shop at the time of the 
Court House riots. 


Yet his heart went out to the hills and 
vistas of the highlands and he opened 
Norwood's first and only barber shop in 
the late 1880's. Phil had two great assets: 
a knack for winning friends and a stout 
civic conscience. 


He voted in Norwood’s first election, 
1888. 


Seeing the need for fire protection, in 
1891, he organized the No. 1 Volunteer 
Fire Brigade at Montgomery road and 
Smith road. 


-He originated Norwood’s first fire-alarm 
system; a steamboat bell removed from the 
Mary Houston, which had sunk in 1895 
and later raised and salvaged. The bell 
was hung in the tower of Firehouse No. 1. 
The bell cost the firemen $115.00, of which 
$90.00 was raised by a community dance, 
Voelker and Jack Tidball donated ‘the other 
$25.00. 


Voelker participated in the dedication of 
the first City Hall at Montgomery Pike and 
Elm streets. 


When the street cars came to Norwood, 
Voelker got permission to hook the hose 
wagon to the back of any car going in the 
direction of the fire. his saved the fire- 
men precious minutes. 


Later, he served the city as sanitary in- 
spector and water-meter reader. In 1908, 
he was appointed street superintendent. He 
held this position for many years. 


He died in the spring of 1949. His de- 
clining years were rich with crowded 
memories and companionship. 


He had one son by his first marriage, 
Phillip, Jr., who resides in ‘Toledo, Ohio. 


He and his second wife, the former Jessie 
Hoseman, had six children: Sons, George, 
Louis, Harry and daughters: Mrs. Lorena 
Stamm, Mrs. Gertrude Leucht and Mrs. 
Elizabeth’ Morehouse. 
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James McJoynt 
Pioneered Cement Street 
in Norwood 


James M. McJoynt, son of James M. and 
Ann (Gaffney) McJoynt was born at Iron- 
ton, Ohio, June 10, 1857, one of nine 
children. In June, 1890, he married Emma 
Goldcamp at Ironton, Ohio. They had two 
daughters: Ida Ann (deceased) and Laura 
M. (Mrs. John T. Nolan, Sr.) of 1321 
Observatory Drive, Cincinnati. 

In 1892, McJoynt, a cement-paver came 
to Norwood. George H. McCammon, a 
cement contractor, suggested that McJoynt 
try American-made cement in sidewalk con- 
struction, Norwood City Engineers agreed 
to a test. The first cement walk. was laid 
in front of Feldman’s Feed Company on 
Smith Road, with the understanding that 
if this strip bleeched out white, did not 
crack or chip, McJoynt was assured of 
other contracts. ‘The test proved so success- 
ful that McJoynt never again used imported 
cement. 


In the years before the upright street 


corner signs Were used, the street names 


were stenciled in the fresh cement. When 
McJoynt’s foreman, named McCullough, 
Jaid walks at the corner of Montgomery 
Rd. and Weyer Ave., there was not enough 
space for the long word Montgomery Road. 
So he stenciled Main Ave. This is said to 
have started the popular use of Main 
Avenue in referring to Montgomery Road. 


Many Norwood sidwalks still retain the 
stenciled steeet name with McJoynt’s trade 
mark. During his long residency in Nor- 
wood, Mr. McJoynt, a Fourth Degree Knight 
of Columbus, was a member of St. Matthew 
Church. He died April, 1937, age 80, at his 
home 4140 Floral Avenue. 


Herman F. Cellarius 
— Internationally Known 


Herman F. Cellarius, born January 26, 
1864, Dayton, Ohio, died Norwood, Ohio, 
April 12, 1940. He had served 52 years as 
Secretary- Treasurer of the United Savings 
& Loan League. In his early years in 
Dayton, he had been Editor of the Dayton 
Daily Democrat, later the Dayton News. 

Mr. Cellarius was only 27 years old when 
he was appointed the first inspector of 
Building & Loan Associations for Ohio. 
In 1893 he became Chief Deputy to the 
Collector of Internal Revenue. In 1905 he 
became Executive Collector. 

He returned in 1920 to the Savings & 
Loan business. In 1933, he was named 
International Vice-President of the Inter- 
national Congress of Building Societies and 
Building & Loan Associations. 

He was a Charter Member of the Cincin- 
nati Club and President of the San Marco 
Building & Loan Association for more 
than 40 years. His membership included 
the Cuvier Press Club, Knights of Pythias, 
YMCA, Knights Templar, Scotish Rite and 
Shrine, Norwood Grace Methodist Church. 

His wife was Mrs. Sallie Kinder Cellarius. 
A daughter, Mrs. Ion J. Cortright, resides 
in the homestead at 3843 Forest Avenue. 
The son, Charles F. Cellarius, a widely 
known architect, lives in Cincinnati, Ohio.

Its modern, attractive plant and 
offices cover several acres of valuable 
land. It has always enjoyed pleasant man- 
agement-labor relations.

John Weyer — 1890 


The Constitution of these United States 
makes it mandatory that each President 
report fully to Congress, from time to 
time, on the state of the Union and to 
recommend to Congress such measures as 
he may consider necessary or expedient to 
promote the nation’s welfare. This custom 
has made the President's Annual Message 
an American tradition. 


It is understood, then, that in every city 
the mayor’s Annual Report is as vital to 
comprehensive understanding of the local 
situation and just as important in its 
limited field as is the President's on a 
national scale. 


Factually, the Mayor's Report over suc- 
cessive administrations, may be used to 


organize a city’s history, since each report’ 


is intended to include the five keystones 
to the art and science of community life: 
economics, religion, education, group living, 
and politics. All history springs from these 
sources, 


Norwood is fortunate in that her first 
Mayor, John Weyer, was both articulate 
and had a civic conscience. In his early 
years he had ambitions to become a_his- 
torian. Failing that, he at least became a 
successful business man and a constructive 
political force in Norwood. 


John Weyer was born in September, 1838, 
in Belmont County, Ohio. The chronicle 
of his early years is missing, but he 
moved to Cincinnati and opened a drug- 
store. He was one of the founders of the 
Retail Druggists’ Mutual Fire Insurance 
Company, becoming its executive secretary 
and devoting his energies to its expansion. 
Late in the 1890's, he took up residence at 
2266 Harris avenue, Norwood, living there 
and becoming very active in the com- 
munity’s civic life until his death in 1918. 


Mayor Weyer's Report 
— 189] 


“Six years ago, the greater part of the 
present village was enclosed farms or 
pasture lands; only two or three small 
subdivisions with a few houses and residents 
who were yet doubtful as to the wisdom 
of their investments. Those who built the 
houses had to plod through mud to the 
railway stations, carrying their lanterns and 
leaving them at the stations to light their 
way home after dark. Plank sidewalks 
were laid by public subscription to accom- 
modate children going to school . .. In 
some parts of the village this condition yet 
obtains, but we are getting out of it as 
rapidly as possible.” 

We must of necessity brief the report; 
Mayor Weyer, in effect, continues: 


“The idea for incorporation as a hamlet 
originated in the East Norwood subdivision;

but even then South Norwood was _ build- 
ing up rapidly. By 1888, the general senti- 
ment for incorporation was favorable. A 
petition was circulated, designating the 
village boundary lines as Section 34 of 
Columbia Township. The petition was 
submitted through an appointed agent to 
the county commissioners. 


“In due time, a special election was 
held and officers and members of council 
were installed. ‘There was an imperative 
public demand for improved streets and 
sidewalks and better lighting for all 
thoroughfares. 


“In July, 1888, Council passed an ordi- 
nance to levy tax for the above-named 
improvements. Anticipating public ap- 
proval of the erdinance, a few hundred 
dollars were borrowed to start the work 
at once, beginning with the street lights. 


“Ordinances were passed to prevent live 
stock running at large within the corporate 
limits; also to create a Mayor's Court; to 
define and publish misdemeanors; to create 
a platting commission and a police force; 
to issue bonds to the amount of $6,000.00 
to build a town hall; also, later, to erect 
cells for confinement of prisoners; and to 
purchase a suitable safe for safekeeping of 
village records and plats.” 


Mayor Weyer's report then praises the 
work of the Platting: Commission, consist- 
ing of Dr. N. I. Scott, John Uri Lloyd, 
John C. Masker, Mr. Weghorst and the 


Mayor. However, the report stoutly criti-- 


cized the Board of Commissioners for 
Sewers, viz: 


“The Board apparently has made but 
little progress. Whether the fault lies with 
the Board itself, with Council, or whether 
the appointment was premature, I am, at 
this time, not prepared to say."” Following 
another paragraph of censure, the report 
continues: “Until sewers are laid down 
there is generally no drainage for waste 
waters except into the gutters or onto other 
grounds, which becomes a nuisance and is 
already prohibited by ordinance.” 


The report then reminds the Board 
that many streets, both sidewalks and 
roadways, are under construction, and that 
it will be shamefully expensive and a 
public nuisance to attempt sewer-installa- 
tions after these major improvements are 
completed. 


Weyer's report also vigorously applauded 
the village's first official Board of Health, 
composed of C. E. Page, M. Langdon, John 
Knapp, W. E. Zoller, Kingery and Stewart, 
writing: “The village is to be congratu- 
lated upon selections made by Council of 
members of the present Board.” 


Condemning the “Richardson Law,” which 
was intended to regulate the laying of 
cement sidewalks, the Mayor summed up 
his convictions, viz: 

“Petitions have come in with  forci- 
ble demands that sidewalks be built on 
both sides of the street and in many cases 
where (only) one or two houses are erected 

. if such walks are put down, they are 
liable to be damaged, if not totally 


destroyed, by hauling of materials over 


them (in future constructions).” 

The Mayor accused upholders of the 
“Richardson Law’; 1) of trying to get 
their sidewalks laid chiefly at the city’s 
expense; 2) of fear they'd never get. side- 
walks if they didn’t push them through 
right now; and 3) the belief that in any 
event they wouldn’t get them under the 
same money-saving conditions. He expressed 
the hope that the law would be amended 
and that, as amended, it would be general 
in its application with no practical limits 
to the amount to be expended. 

His Honor urged prompt passage of 
ordinances to prohibit gambling and regu- 
late saloons, on which he loosed this verbal 
blast: 


“The worst cases of drunkenness and 
rowdyism occur when respectable people 
are asleep. If saloons are allowed to Te- 
main open on Sundays, allowing men and 
boys to congregate and soak themselves with 
alcoholic beverages, spending or gambling 
away all their previous week's earnings, 
then their families are left destitute the 
rest of the week. While there are. state 
laws regulating these matters, except the 
closing at night, the persons in most cases 
must be bound over to the higher courts, 
and the cases seldom come up for a hear- 
ing, whereas, under proper ordinances, 
these cases may be tried by a jury of our 
own. citizens.” 

The Mayor then brought his report to 
a gracious end: 

“T thank all— members of Council, city 
offices, citizens—for the very great and 
uniform courtesy . shown me since my 
election to this office. I would respectfully 
ask that the same shall be extended to my 
successor. 


Aaron McNeill, Three Times 
Mayor — 1892-3-4 


The stature of Aaron McNeill increases 
with the years. There-seems to be scant 
record of his boyhood and formative teens. 
It is with his Norwood career that we are 
concerned; and the record is his eulogy. 

He became a resident in 1877. Four 
years later, he became Norwood’s second 
Mayor, succeeding John Weyer. He served 
three terms: 1892-3-4. 

His annual Mayor's Reports reveal his 
character. He was open-minded yet unyield- 
ing once his convictions had been formed. 
In his efforts to promote the best interests 
of Norwood as a whole, he fought all 
suggestions for compromise, Above all, he 
wanted the Village of Norwood to be run 
like a soundly-managed business. He was 
both critically aware of the city’s problems 
and appreciative of its prosperity. These 
facts are demonstrated in his first Mayor's 
Report. He writes: 

“The bonded debt of Norwood amounts 
to only $30,400. The tax valuation is 
$2,050,000, which does not represent half 
the actual property values. So that Nor-

In favoring extensive street ahd_ side- 
walk improvements, he wrote: “What is 
worth doing is worth doing well. Con- 
tractors that bid for these jobs must do 
the work in strict compliance with speci- 
fications.” 

Of inadequate sewerage, he wrote: “We 
all know that typhoid fever, diphtheria and 
kindred diseases prevail where good drain- 
age is not supplied. Our duty is there- 
fore imperative.” 

He was emphatic about the need for a 
waterworks: “The health and lives of our 
citizens depend on our action on these 
subjects (waterworks and sewers). We 
should not (regardless of the expense) 
hesitate to do our whole duty.” 

He praised the Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment, recommending that an engine be 
bought to serve the Ivanhoe and Elsmere 
districts. Then, pointing out that water, 
sewers and fire-protection were merely 
separate divisions of one big problem, he 
added: “an efficient fire department cannot 
be maintained without an adequate water 
supply.” 

He recommended the city hire a salaried 
engineer and any assistants: needed. In 
that year, 1892, Norwood had no day 
policemen; only two night watchmen. ‘The 
Mayor recommended a_ day _ policeman, 
stating “he could be useful in looking after 
Street repairs etc.”; and four night police. 


Arrests for all of 1892 totalled only 
seventeen; all for misdemeanors. In eight 
cases, $60.00 in fines were collected. Four 
other accused were bound over to the 
grand jury. One was sentenced to the work 
house. “One escaped from the marshall 
before the hearings.” 


McNEILL'S SECOND REPORT 


Mayor McNeill’s report for 1892 con- 
tained less than 700 words, the salient com- 
ments being: “A few years ago, this locality 
was a large area of farm land. We are 
now a village of over 5,000 inhabitants, 
with well-made streets and sidewalks being 
extended as rapidly as possible.” Comment- 
ing on the construction of the new water- 
works, he added: ‘“The future of our 
city looks bright indeed, now that we are 
assured good streets, good sidewalks, pure 
water and situated as we are at a 
high elevation, good, pure air.” 

He reminded the city its credit was 
good; that the tax duplicate, now showing 
over $2,225,000, was increasing over a 
quarter-million a year. “Handsome resi- 
dences are being built in all parts of the 
village. This rapid increase of our tax 
duplicate is a guaranty against a high rate 
of taxation.” 

He praised the voluntary fire companies: 
“The Norwood No. I” and “The West 
Norwood Fire Brigade.” He recommended 
provisions be made for building a new 
Town Hall; and that while this was under 
way, Council provide an office for the 
Mayor and clerk. 


McNEILL'S FINAL REPORT 


In his final report, dated April 16, 1894, 
Mayor Aaron McNeill reminded its citizens

that Norwood had become an incorporated 
village as recently as the summer of 1888, 
in which year it had neither streets nor 
sidewalks, nor water supply except from 
cisterns and wells, no sewers and no street 
lighting. Now, practically all of it 
achieved in his three terms, the village had 
1414 miles of well-lighted macadamized 
streets with cement sidewalks over which 
most parts of the city could be reached. 

He praised Prof. J. U. Lloyd for the 
constructive efforts of the Platting Com- 
mission; also the Board of Improvements, 
led by Henry C. Meader. “These Boards, 
together with the Solicitor, Clerk, Enginecr, 
and other village officers — went to work 
and the chips began to fly!’” He praised 
the Sewerage Board, headed by Peter S. 
Bettinger, saying that “in the near future, 
Norwood (will have) a complete and effi- 
cient sewerage system.” 

He is eloquent in commending Dr. Alfred 
Springer, George Puchta and Henry Rik- 
hoff for their efforts to give Norwood an 
adequate and efficient waterworks system; 
and he wanted June 9th, the day the 
village was to celebrate the completion of 
the waterworks, to be a “red letter day in 
Norwood’s history.” (Editor’s note: His 
wishes were gratified. There was dancing, 
fireworks, feasting; the celebrants came 
from miles around. Ren Mulford and 
Werter S. Betty distributed an illustrated 
historical souvenir, entitled, NORWOOD: 
GEM OF THE HIGHLANDS. 


Over these few years, 1888-1891, Norwood 
had grown from a highlands settlement to 
a municipality of nearly 6,000 population, 
with an actual property valuation in excess 
of $6 million and a tax duplicate valuation 
of nearly $214 million. More, Norwood 
was a decent community; “not a single bad 
district in it.” There had been only 49 
arrests, mostly for minor offences, in the 
year. 

Now, proudly, the Mayor saw the city’s 
future civic responsibility: é 

“All progress and prosperity have brought 
with them corresponding obligations. Bonds 
of the village have been issued in large 
amounts and the faith of the village pledged 
for their payment. -THIS PLEDGE MUST 
NEVER BE BROKEN!” 

Mayor McNeill did not complete his third 
term, resigning to sit on the bench of the 
newly created Court of Insolvency. 


Judge David Davis, 
Norwood's Third Mayor 
— 1894-1897 


David Davis was born in Gallipolis, Ohio. 
He graduated from Gallipolis High School; 
also from Reading and Lebanon University. 
He married Alice E. Sutherland, January 
8, 1880, at Jackson, Ohio. They had four 
daughters. In 1890-92 he was Norwood's 
first Solicitor. 

David Davis was elevated from the posi- 
tion of Solicitor to Mayor of Norwood by 
election of Council to fill the unexpired 
term of Mayor McNeill, who had resigned 
to become a member of the newly created 
Court of Insolvency. 


His regime began, officially, December 
3, I89f. 
electorate, continued 


His tenure, by approval of the 
through two more 
terms until the beginning of 1897, 

The record proves that he was a dis- 
tinguished figure in) Norwood’s early his- 
tory. Born in Gallia County, Ohio, he was 
admitted to the Ohio Bar at Jackson, re- 
moving to Norwood in 1886, 


At the time of its incorporation as a 
village, 1888, David Davis was named Solici- 
tor. He held this office until he was 
elected Mayor. There is likelihood that 
he might have served much longer had 
he sought it, but he resigned in early 
1897 to become a Judge of the Court of 
Common Pleas. He seems to have been 
an unusually well-informed and capable 
man endowed with a deeply-rooted sense 
of integrity. Completing his term in the 
Court of Common Pleas, he returned to his 
law practice, and private life, devoting 
much of his time and eloquence to what 
he deemed the best interests of Norwood. 
He resided for more than forty years on 
Mentor avenue. 


PREDICTED NORWOOD'S POPULATION 


In Mayor Davis’ first report, 1895, there 
was an instance of prophetic vision. He 
wrote: : 

“Vhere are about 1800-2000 acres in the 
corporate limits. Allowing lots, 50° foot 
frontage, 150 feet depth, four to the acre, 
we would have about 7500 lots, to accom- 
modate a population of 35,000 to 40,000." 

Nevertheless, his first report contained 
several instances of bad judgment. He was 
a strong advocate of annexation to Cin- 
cinnati, writing: “I desire to call your atten- 
tion to the fact that annexation of om 
Village is a fixed and definite fact, and 
at no uncertain future day.” 

Entertaining this conviction it is difficult 
to understand that in the same Mayor's 
Report, he wrote: “It is to be hoped that 
Montgomery Pike will be completed this 
year; that a Town Hall will be built, also 
an electric plant, and a Crematory finished. 
With improvement in streets and sidewalks, 
we will be in moderate good shape to be 
received into the household of the Queen 
City of the West.” 

Why such a patent inconsistency in one 
and the same Mayor's Report? If annexa- 
tion were inevitable, why recommend. the 
expense of building a new Town Hall, 
knowing that in event of annexation the 
property must be sold and the proceeds 
poured into) a municipal structure in 
downtown Cincinnati? 

Fortunately for Norwood’s future, when 
the subject of annexation was submitted to 
the people, the proposition was defeated. 


BIG FIGHT ON DRAINAGE 


In this same Report, Mayor Davis recom- 
mended: “Drainage should be made toward 
Bloody Run. ‘There should be a trunk 
sewer through the Village from East. to 
West, down Bloody Run and the Millcreek 
Valley to the Ohio river.” He commented 
further: “It will be a detriment to the 
health of the people both in Duck Creek 
valley and of Cincinnati to drain Norwood 
in that direction.”

‘They started 
with one employee, Grover Wachendorf. 
Three years later, in 1921, they added two 


more permanent employees, Ray Elick and.

Elick and Brown 


Tom Brown. 
resides in California. 
are still with Federal. 


The original Federal plant was in the 
rear of Heekin’s Norwood plant, and 
occupied about 3,000 square feet. The 
company’s first order, aside from Heckin, 
was for the red used in producing U. S. 
two-cent postage stamps. 


In 1923, the new, the present plant was 
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built. It provides over 60,000 square feet 
of production-space. An average of 40 
persons are now employed; 15 of whom 
have been with Federal for 25 years or 
more. The business was sold to Norman 
Alexander in 1954. 


Federal has been a pioneering institution. 
introducing many new colors to the indus- 
try, and over the years has diversified its 
operations to include colors for Printing 
Inks, Paints and Lacquers, Rubber and 
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Plastics, Floor Coverings, Cosmetics and 
Artist’ Materials. 


Branch offices are maintained in New- 
ark, N. J., Chicago, Ill, Los Angeles and 
San Francisco, Cal.

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The Village Council, recognized that the 
Pike forms the ridge of the corporate 
water shed, sloping both east and west. ‘The 
first sewer main installed terminated in 
the Duck Creek hollows. Uhis was followed 
by many damage suits against the Village 
by neighboring property owners for pollu- 
tion of their water courses. One Hyde Park 
resident. obtained an injunction against 
continuance of the Duck Creek system. 
The Court granted the Village a reasonable 
time to find another outlet. Finally, after 
many delays, the Court, summoning mem- 
bers of Council, laid down a mandate: If 
Council failed to remedy the nuisance 
within a= fixed time, the members of 
Council would be individually and _ collec- 
tively guilty of contempt of court and 
sentenced to jail. 

Meantime, the City of Cincinnati had 
constructed a trunk sewer in Bloody Run 
(the name is an historical misnomer), as 
Mayor Davis had prophesied. Cincinnati 
then did the generous thing, granting the 
Village the right to connect its sewerage 
system with the Bloody Run main, and 
establishing a precedent in cooperation that 
has continued to this day, 

In this same 1895 Report, Mayor Davis 
recommended the appointment of a Police 
Judge, under Section 1831 of the Revised 
Statutes of Ohio; “to have jurisdiction of 
all criminal cases to the fullest extent the 
same as the Mayor.” 


He also asked Council to appoint a Com- 
mittee to compile a book or pamphlet to 
include all ordinances of the Village; and 
to specify penalties for violation of said 
ordinances. 


DAVIS' SECOND REPORT 

Beginning his 1896 Report, Mayor Davis 
wrote: “During the past year, there has 
been a steady growth and material improve- 
ment in our Village, notwithstanding the 
(national) depression was heavier upon 
us the past fifteen months than it has 
been at any time during the severe panic.” 


on 


He cited: ‘“Two-thirds of the whole Vil- 
lage has now been sewered. ‘There is 
promise of sewering the South Norwood 
district soon.” He hoped the Supreme Court 
would sanction the improvement of Main 
Avenue; “one of the most important routes 
of travel in Hamilton. County.” He recom- 
mended a conservative financial policy for 
the following year, 1897, saying: “I recom- 
mend in making new improvements that 
the same amount to about $10,000 less than 
the amount of bonds and accrued interest 
of our indebtedness. Thus, if principal 
and interest amount to $40,000, our im- 
provements should be restricted to, say, 
$34,000.00. That way we will be gradually 
working out of debt. Of course, we would 
have to make exception in the case of 
Main avenue, if that. improvement is 
sanctioned by municipal authority.” f 


He asked Council to “call upon our 
Clerk and learn the exact state of our 
finances.” He closed this paragraph, stat- 
ing: “The Village is in splendid condition, 
financially and no records anywhere 
in Ohio’ are better than the records kept 
by our worthy Clerk.” 


He again suggested Council publish a 
book of ordinances and_ penalties; and 
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again strongly urged the appointment of a 
Justice of the Peace with power to act 
as Police Judge. 

He closed his 1896 Report on a note of 
praise for Fred Mchmert, A. H. Rape, 1s 
C. Poage, Len Bolles and “other members 
of different official bodies of our Village 
for their faithful, able and intelligent work 
in behalf of the citizens of Norwood.” 


Dr. T. V. Fitzpatrick, 
Norwood's Fourth Mayor 
— 1896-7-8 


One astonishing fact gleams through the 
pages of Norwood’s civic history; both as 
Village and as City the community has been 
notably free of political chicanery and _ its 
concomitant sin, money-greed at the top 
political level. Norwood has had many 
good Mayors and the fourth, Dr. T. V. 
Fitzpatrick, must be rated among its most 
conscientious. 


He was born, a farmer's son, in Nichols- 
ville, Clermont County, Ohio. He received 
his medical degree from the Cincinnati Col- 
lege of Medicine and Surgery. Later, he was 
honored by the degree, Doctor of Phil- 
osophy, by the’ Twin Valley College, 
Germantown, Ohio. In April, 1893 he 
established his residence on Hopkins ave- 
nue, neighboring the home of Judge 
McNeill, former Norwood Mayor. He was 
a charter member of the Norwood Masonic 
Lodge. From the outset he was active in 
Norwood’s Civic and educational life, serv- 
ing on the Board of School Examiners, 
also on the Welfare Association. In later 
years, speaking of the Norwood of 1893, 
he said: “It could more easily be called 
Philadelphia because it truly was a 
village of brotherly love.” 


He became Mayor in December, 1896, 
having been elected by Council to complete 
the last term of Mayor McNeill. He was 
re-elected by popular vote for two succes- 
sive terms, 1897-8. (The municipal files 
contain no Mayor's Report for the term 
ending April, 1897.) 

Dr. Fitzpatrick removed from Norwood 
to Cincinnati in 1906 to devote his full 
energies to his medical practice. 


THE MAYOR'S 1898 REPORT 


The village was still in its swaddling 
clothes and confronted by many problems. 
Recognizing these and the zeal and efficacy 
of the. village’s official staff, the good 
Doctor's first Mayor's Report was liberally 
sprinkled with bouquets, reporting: ‘The 
Committee on Finance merits special com- 
mendation.” “The Committee on Streets 
and Grades has done its duties well.” “The 
Committee on Fire and Light has discharged 
its duties in commendable manner." 


“IT wish especially to commend the excel- 
lent work of the Police Department." He 
revealed. that 348 arrests had been made 
and $477.00 had been collected in fines 
and licenses. He commented that most of 
the: arrests had been among “that ever 
present yet ever changing army of tramps.” 


The proposition to improve Montgomery 
Pike had degenerated into many lawsuits. 


Mayor Fitzpatrick wrote: “Much of the 
delay is due to the very extraordinary act 
of the Supreme Court in reversing itself. 
We wait with bated breath their new 
decision.” s 

Dr. Fitzpatrick seems to have had two 
avocations or hobbies that gripped his 
brain and heart: education and’ public wel- 
fare. He worked tirelessly to inspire Council 
to cooperate in all matters inherent to the 
progress of Norwood’s schools and overall 
welfare program. 


He recommended three additional police- 
men; one, day; two, night. He suggested 
Council vote funds to the Board of Trustees 
of the Water Department with a view to 
increasing the number of electric street 
lamps. 


The closing paragraphs of the 1898 
Report are heraldic of impending change 
and shot through with irony: ‘there are 
comparatively few improvements of any 
magnitude left for Council's consideration 

. yet there is still the Pike (in deplor- 
able condition). During the coming year, 
and especially so if the Pike is completed, 
every effort should be made to secure to 
the citizens adequate street car service.” 


FITZPATRICK'S 1899 REPORT 


In 1899, the Norwood community was in 
a state of flux; overnight, it seemed, the 


‘ old insouciance of a slow-moving, com- 


placent village had been rudely shaken. 
Industry was on the move. A new kind 
of challenge had to be met; the complexi- 
lies of changing a rural community to meet 
the tempo of a city’s life. 


Apparently, in Dr. Fitzpatrick’s mind, 
there was one clean way to do it; give the 
people a report of what was going on. In 
this sense his 1898 report sets an historical 
precedence for Norwood. With verbiage 
cut to the bone, it reveals these improve- 
ments: 


Streets improvements on Wesley, Marion 
and Lawrence avenues, 4,787.9 feet, costing 
$11,490.0067. 

Sidewalks, Cleneay, Franklin, Lawrence, 
Lexington, Marion, Monroe and Wesley 
avenues, 11,727.86 feet, costing $3,607.68. 


Sewer District No. 2 completed, repre- 
senting 44,178 feet of sewers, costing 
$31,457.34. 

Over the year a total of $132,798.39 had 
been invested in civic improvements. 

Praising the Committee on Finance, Dr. 
Fitzpatrick wrote: “This committee has 
been conservative and highly judicious in 
the management and expenditures of the 
financial interests of the village.” 


He commended the Committee on Streets 
and Grades, the Committee on Fire and 
Light, the Committee on Law and Con- 
tracts, the Committee on Public Building, 
and the Board of Waterworks Trustees. He 
mentioned the resignation of Mr. Winkle- 
man of this Board and the appointment of 
John G. Anderson to fill the vacancy. 


He concludes his 1899 report with para- 
gtaph on paragraph of lavish encomiums 
for all other civic departments and _ their 
executive heads, mentioning Marshall Eber- 
hardt, Chief of Police, John Grismere, 
the newly appointed Night Chief of Police, 
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the Department of Fducation, Treasurer 
John C. Masker, Clerk W. E. Wichgar, 
Solicitor W. E,. Bundy, Assistant Solicitor 
Orris P. Cobb, Health Officer Dr. J. C. 
Cadwallader and others. 


He reported that a census of Norwood, 


made by the Police Department, showed a. 


total population of 6,696, including 1584 
voters and 1317 school-age children. 


Charles E. Prior, 
Norwood's Fifth Mayor 
— 1899-1900 


There are very few biographical refer- 
ences to the career of Charles E. Prior, 
except the evidence that he had_ held 
positions of trust before he took up resi- 
dence here on Hudson avenue, where he 
resided several years. 

He had been, first, a stenographer, then 
secretary, to Senator Joseph B. Foraker. 
Then, studying law, he had become a 
partner in the prominent Foraker legal 
group. He is said.to have been a member 
also of the Board of Education. Following 
his term as Mayor, he removed to New 
York City. No further information is on 
record in regards to his subsequent career. 

He seems to have been an_ excellent 
mayor and a man of strong convictions. 
The records that have come down to us 
make two things clear: He believed that 
the beautiful, pastoral community of Nor- 
wood was dying and the community would 
soon become a cily of industrial grime and 
furor. This, in a sense, broke his heart. 
He loved “The Gem of the Highlands” and 
wanted it to remain as it had been, a 
residential Eden. Yet he felt that the wish 
was a blighted hope. 


He was equally frank about annexation 
to Cincinnati. He fully expected Norwood 
to be swallowed, when the question was 
submitted to the people on election day, 
in the maw of an expanding Cincinnati. 

As the gifted John H. Morton, in his 
series of historical sketches in the Norwood 
Enterprise, wrote: “The gaunt specter of 
annexation and municipal death still hovers 
over the prosperous, happy village.” 

‘These were the major issues, industrial- 
ization and annexation, that Charles FE. 
Prior had inherited as Mayor. Yet he 
seems, for the year he served. to have 
been both a keen observer and a good 
administrator. His Mayor's Report, issued 
April 16, 1900, was brief and orderly, touch- 
ing all phases of the village’s civic life, 
He wrote: 

“Fifteen years ago the territory within 
our boundaries was nothing but farm 
lands and cow pastures. Yet it is now a 
splendid city of over eight thousand souls 
with almost every modern convenience.” 


Speaking of industrialization, he reported: 


“The factories came to us because they 
wanted more room, light and cleanliness 
than they could find in Cincinnati.” Now 
he adds: “I believe I voice the sentiments 
of the people when I say that if we had 
determined the matter, no such concerns 
would have come here . . . because we 
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desired to rctain our village as a residential 
community.” In a happicr vein, he con- 
tinues: “It is exceedingly gratifying that 
the plants which have located here are of 
substantial and splendid character 

erecting buildings that would be a credit 
to any community beautifying their 
large and spacious grounds taking a 
lively interest in the affairs of our village.” 


Referring to the Corporation Clerk’s 
annual financial statement, he warns: “We 
have a rather large bonded indebtedness, 
due to the many improvements we have 
made: the water works and electric light 
plant; miles upon miles of streets, side- 
walks and sewers.” 


He cited these to explain Norwood’s 
seemingly high village tax rate, comment- 
ing: “The tax rate will inevitably increase 
the value for taxation of real estate. I 
predict, within two years, a tax duplicate 
of nearly $5,000,000.00 . . . Our municipal 
expenses will increase, yet I believe the net 
result will be a decrease in our tax rate.” 
Then he adds: “We paid out last year 
$18,575.68 interest on our public debt. 
Something ought to be done to reduce our 
indebtedness . . . and. thereby (lessen) 
interest charges.” “Then he reminded Coun- 
cil: “Ample provision is made by law to 
create such a fund; and there ought not to 
be any difficulty about it.” 


He praised the Police Department, recom- 
mending that Council provide more funds 
for police protection; install patrol boxes 
“so an accurate record may be kept of the 
whereabouts of the police at all times.” He 
recommended improved facilities for the 
care of prisoners. Also, “that provision be 
made for securing dog license tags” with 
the objective of enforcing the dog-license 
ordinance. 


The final chapters of his Report may be 
summarized. He praised the street car 
company for giving Norwood the advantage 
of an “Owl Car” all-night services. He 
noted the alacrity with which Norwood’s 
citizens were availing themselves of tele- 
phone services in their homes. He ap- 
plauded Council for its capable handling 
of important civic metters, Of “Papa” 
Masker, he wrote: “There is not a better 
village treasurer in Ohio.” He called Clerk 
W. E. Wichgar a “walking encyclopedia of 
municipal law, facts, finances and figures.” 
He held Solicitor W. R. Collins in high 
esteem, describing him as a man_ of 
“good legal ability, sound judgment, com- 
mon sense and industry.” 


George E. Mills, 
Norwood's Sixth Mayor 
— 1901-2-3-4-5 


The original Abner Mills, whether by 
sheer luck or foresight, “struck gold’, in 
1797, when he purchased from John Cleves 
Symmes that tract of Norwood land run- 
ning south from Ross avenue to Sherman, 
west to Section avenue and east by the 
prolongation of Judge street through the 
heart of Norwood’s business, financial and 
industrial districts. 


It is a tribute to his descendants that 
over the succeeding hundred and _ sixty 
years, the family name, Mills, became and 
remains the symbol of a constructive force 
in Norwood's history. 


It.is a high mark in the family’s gene- 
ology that George E, Mills, Abner’s grand- 
son, served several consecutive terms ‘as 
Mayor, 1901-2-3-4-5; perhaps, from several 
angles, the most crucial and most hectic in 
Norwood’s history. 


He was first elected April 1, 1901. His 
second term was extended by statute from 
May to Jan. 1. Thereafter, and continu- 
ously since, Norwood’s Mayors have been 
elected in November for terms of one year 
each, beginning January of the subsequent 
year. 


George FE, Mills attended Norwood’s old 
Central School, prepared for college, entered 
Yale, where he obtained his Bachelor of 
Law degree. He married Marcia, daughter 
of Norwood'’s famed’ scientist, N. Ashley 
Lloyd. ‘They had one son and three 
daughters. 


There is striking contrast’ between the 
political philosophies of George EF. Mills 
and his predecessor, Charles Prior. From 
Prior’s viewpoint, Norwood, as a city, was 
doomed to drop into the bottomless pit of 
oblivion. 


Mayor Mills, on the other hand, was a 
rampant,  voluble, 
enthusiast. He was, we gather from the 


convincing = Norwood 
record, hard-headed, pragmatic and at times 
quite militant in handling the opposition, 
but he lived to see the citizens of Norwood, 
in| popular election, veto the project: of 
annexation, We can, by exercising out 
imagination, see the glint of pride in his 
eyes when the citizens had declared at the 
polls: “Norwood is our town; let’s keep it 
that way!” 


George KF. Mills’ first Mayor's Report 
April 21, 1902, made three fundamental 
issues very clear: He believed in Norwood 
and its future. He wanted all of Norwood 
to know exactly what the administration 
was doing for the village and where its 
money had gone. He wanted Norwood to 
progress by orderly planning to the dignity 
and. responsibility of an incorporated city. 


Among other important things, his 1902 
Report reveals: 


Votal tax assessment valuation, $3,850,190; 
of which $2,680,300 is in Columbia town- | 
ship and $1,169,900 in Millcreek township 


Yotal tax rate, 1901. 20.84 mills per 
dollar in Columbia township; and 29.11 
mills in Millcreek. He also showed the 
breakdown: 11.5 mills for schools levies; 
50 mills for general purposes; .15 mills for 
sanitation; 1.00 mills for streets and re 
pairs; .10 mills for public buildings; 40 
mills for fire department; 140 mills for 
water and light; .25 mills for police; .90 
mills for principal on public dept.; 6.50 
mills for interest on public debt. 


Village receipts from all sources amounted 
to $271,117.59. Expenditures were $231,- 
416.76. 

Village funds on deposit in various banks 
were drawing interest; providing a “very 


satisfactory addition to Village revenues.” 
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He advised Council he was submitting a 
separate report on the Police department, 
asking another 45 mill levy. 

Bonds to the amount of $20,000 (out 
of a total of $50,000 for that purpose) had 
already been allocated for improvements in 
the Water Works and Electric Light Plant. 


Of the Sewerage Department, he wrote: 
“Internally, the sewerage system is satis- 
factory, but discharges into streams and 
ravines have been the cause of lawsuits 
against the Village.” He indicated this 
problem must have early attention. 


He commended the Health Department, 
adding: ‘‘steps must be taken at once to 
secure cooperation of Traction Company 
in sprinkling Montgomery Pike.” 

Concerning Peddlers’ Licenses, he wrote: 
“The $400 revenue (obtained from said 
licenses) is equal to one-tenth of a mill of 
all taxable property in the Village.” 

He reminded the village that the North- 
side Avenue Street Railway Extension “can- 
not be built until an overhead crossing is 
constructed by the Cincinnati, Lebanon & 
Northern Railway and Northside avenue 
itself improved.” 


The historic chapter in his Report (writ- 


ten after the April election, 1902) was 
charged with electric surprise. Everybody 
felt that the election to determine the 


status of the community would be close, 
but not this close: “The proposition to 
advance the Village to the rank of a city 
fourth grade second class has carried by 
a majority of five votes.” 


Mayor Mills expressed the same grievance 
that had been so often noted by his 
predecessors; the community’s bonded in- 
debtedness was a galling yoke. For example, 
the tax levy in 1901 stipulated that interest 
on public debt amounted to $26,000 out of 
the total $40,000 required to operate the 
village. Other disbursements included: to 
General Fund, $2,000; to Sanitary Fund, 
$1,800; to Streets, $4,000; to Buildings, 
$400; to Fire, $1,600; to Police, $1,000; to 
Water & Light, $5,600. 

Yet the Mayor reminded Council that in 
1901-2. Norwood was enjoying material 
prosperity. 


MILLS' 1903 REPORT 


On May 4, 1903, the Mayor's Report 
reminded Council that Norwood had _be- 
come an incorporated city on November 
15, 1902. Population 6,490. 


Under the new municipal code, Council 
becomes a legislative body, necessitating it 
to abolish the Board of Waterworks Trus- 
tees, the Board of Commissioners of Sewers, 
the Platting Commission. The Board of 
Public Service became the chief adminis- 
trative authority. By law, Council now held 
authority to confirm certain appointments 
by the Mayor. 

The new Board of Public Safety had 
power to make contracts that affected 
management of the police and fire depart- 
ments. Council determined the number of 
persons to be employed in these depart- 
ments and authored rules and regulations 
in respect to disciple and organization. 


Henceforth it required a_ three-fourths 
majority of Council to pass any tax levy 
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‘ 


over the objections of the new Tax Com- 
mission, members of which were also to 
serve as Trustees of the Sinking Fund. 


There was a slight drop in the over-all 
tax rate; from 29.84 mills, Columbia Town- 
ship, and $29.10, Millcreek ‘Township 
(Norwood division) to 29.12 and 29.06, 
respectively. Total assessable tax valuation, 
1902, $4,274,450. 

Clerk Wichgar’s report, published March 
16, 1903, shows $816,706.39 in bond in- 
debtedness, of which $222,307.56 were assess- 
ment bonds; the principal and interest on 
these being derived from special assess- 
ments on improved property. The balance, 
$594,428.53, including $160,928.53 for debt 
extension, covered costs on municipal proj- 
ects such as Sidewalks, Fire and General 
Purposes, Electric Light, Water Works, 
Montgomery Pike Widening, Street Repairs, 
Sewer Extensions, etc. 


Now, following praise of all Civic Boards 
and Council, the Mayor made several 
important comments. The office of Mar- 
shall had been abolished under the city 
code; he recommended a revised ordinance; 
also an amendment to bring Sanitary and 
Plumbing Regulation up to date. Also, a 
revised Building Permit Law. He reminded 
Council that the city had filed suit against 
the Cincinnati Street Railway Company 
and Interurban Terminal Railway Company 
to force them to give transfers for a 5¢ 
rate. He reminded Council that the 
Women’s Clubs of Norwood were enthusi- 
astically working for a Public Library and 
that both he and the Solicitor had sent 
special letters to Mr. Carnegie, soliciting 


the latter's ee ee 
mood 
INTERESTING HIGHLIGHTS 


George E. Mills continued as Mayor until 
January 1, 1905, yet made no further 
reports. The custom was dropped until 
Mayor Nolte took office in 1920. 

In a special letter, around 1925, sent to 
John H. Morton, the ex-Mayor reported he 
recalled the “spirited discussions over brick 
or asphalt for surfacing Montgomery Pike. 
I believe Fred W. Kline was nominated over 
J. H. Brachmann for Council chiefly be- 
cause of their respective positions on that 
question.” 


He also wrote: “Natural gas was brought 
to Norwood only after a bitter fight. Its 
producing distributors were obliged to wage 
a campaign of education in the homes of 
the people, at church sociables, etc.” 


Hitching Posts and 
Cisterns For Norwood 


Public Schools 


July 3, 1874 at the regular meeting of the 
School Board, repairs to be made during 
the summer months were discussed. A cis- 
tern with a plunger pump was needed to 
replace the broken chain-pump. Also, a 
new cotton 14” dia, rope, 35 ft. long for 
the school bell, Door locks needed repairs. 
Seats and desks were to be fastened down 
tight. In the front lot, six new locust hitch- 
ing posts were needed.

Neisner Brothers, Inc., a national variety 
store chain with its Main Office in Roches- 
ter, New York, opened a store in Norwood. 
Ohio, on November 10, 1928, at 4619 Mont- 

gomery Avenuc. This store had a modest 
frontage of 40 feet and covered 8,600 square 
feet of sales area. Within a few years, 
additional space was needed to keep pace 
with the growth of Norwood and_ the 
demand for greater assoruments of merchan- 
dise. In 1940, the first addition was added

The F. W. Woolworth Co. 


The name Woolworth is a household 
word in 48 states and Canada. In 1956, 
with 2,101 stores in operation, Woolworth 
reached the astounding volume of $806,- 
197,910 at retail. More new Woolworth 
stores will be opened in 1957 than in any 
previous year in the last decade. 

Woolworth’s, in Norwood, has occupied 
its present location, 4609 Montgomery 
Road, since 1932. Donald Smith, assistant 
manager of Woolworth’s in Detroit for 
several years, is now manager. 

The fabulous Woolworth empire was 
founded by Franklin Winfield Woolworth. 
Born April 13, 1852, at Rodman, Jefferson 
county, New York, his early education was 
limited to common school and a term at 
a Watertown, N. Y., commercial college. 
His first job, a three-month. trial, paid 
him nothing for an average of 84 hours 
a week. Yet he had been born with three 
dominant traits; a creative merchandising 
mind, the courage to think differently, and 
an over-whelming — personal — ambition. 
While working for Moore & Smith, Water- 
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town, N. Y., he helped to introduce the 


5¢ counter”: a revolutionary experiment 
in merchandising. 


February 22, 1879, he opened a store in 
Utica, N. Y., which failed, due to poor 
location. Smarter now, he opened his 
second store, June 21, 1879, in Lancaster, 
Pa. His expanding success compelled him 
to establish administrative and buying 
offices in New York City. 

He formed F. W. Woolworth & Company 
in 1905. In 1912, he was joined by W. H. 
Moore, C..S. Woolworth, F. M. Kirby, S. 
H. Knox and FE. P. Charlton, establishing 
the F. W. Woolworth of today. Rapidly, 
the Woolworth ¢hain spread over the 
nation. 


His next move attracted world-wide at- 
tention. At a cost of $13,000,000 he erected 
the world’s first modern skyscraper in 
New York City. He served the Woolworth 
combine as president until his death, 
April 8, 1919, at which time the company 
was operating 1081 stores. He was a great 
innovator, establishing policies and prac- 
tices which have since served to guide 


both contemporaries and competitors in 


‘chain-store operation. 


James T. Leftwich is \Woolworth’s cur- 
rent president. 
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In the Jate 1770's the country between 
the two Miamis, north of the Ohio, was 
generally called the “Miami Slaughter- 
house.” 


Early pioneers, landing at either Colum- 
bia or Losantiville, expecting to claim their 
acres and start farming at once, were cruelly 
disillusioned, First, the land was so heavily 
wooded it had to be cleared of timber be- 
fore it could be cropped. Worse, the whole 
area north of the Ohio was infested by 
tribes of marauding Indians, shricking their 
hate at the white invader, brandishing 
tomahawks, taking scalps. 


The conflict was savage and ruthless. 


In the summer of 1786, Major John Stites, 
a Revolutionary soldier operating as a trader 
from New Jersey, visited Washington, a 
river settlement near Maysville, Ky., then 
called Limestone. Indian marauders, invad- 
ing the settlement, escaped with several 
horses. Stites organized a posse. 


The Indians’ flight carried the posse 
through the Miami country all the way 
to Xenia. 


The scene that captured Stites’ imagina- 
tion compelled him to turn explorer. Here 
was a land both inspiringly beautiful and 
incredibly fertile. 


He rushed, as fast as a man niight rush 
in those days, back to New York, for a 
conference with Judge John Cleves Symmes, 
Trenton, N. J., then a member of Congress. 
Symmes had great influence. He recognized 
the importance of Stites’ discovery. 


Neither man might possibly conceive the 
impact each was making on a_ nation’s 
future. 


In 1787, following an impassioned plea 
by Symmes, Congress authorized the ‘Board 
of Treasury” to negotiate sale of land north 
of the Ohio river. 


Symmes and his associates entered con- 
tract to purchase a million acres. Congress 
set the price at two-thirds of a dollar per 
acre. 

The land to be conveyed fronted the 
Ohio river for twenty miles, to be measured 
eastward from the mouth of the Great 
Miami, which formed the western boundry-- 
The east line was to be drawn from the 
twenty-mile point parallel with the general 
course of the Little Miami. The northern 
boundary was a due east-west line so located 
as to enclose the million acres. A map 
thereof was to be handed Symmes. 


The conditions stated that Symmes must 
survey and lay out the entire tract into 
townships and subdivisions of townships, 
less fifteen acres reserved by the government 
for Fort Washington. The sum of $82,198.00 
was deposited as earnest money. An equal 
amount. was to be paid within one month 


Editor’s note: This is a rewrite of original 
John Morton story that appeared in the ENTER- 
PRISE in 1925. 
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after Symmes had received the survey map. 
Thereafter, the balance was due in six equal 
monthly payments. 


One-seventh of the purchase price might 
be paid in government land warrants, acre 
for acre; on payment of each instalment, 
the purchaser to receive a deed conveying 
in fee simple a proportional share of the 
stipulated total. 


Symmes and his associates were granted 
immediate possession of 123,297 acres of 
the land fronting the Ohio river. 


Symmes had acted through Jonathon 
Dayton and Daniel Marsh, to whom he had 
given power of attorney. 


Later there was doubt as to the validity 
of the power of attorney given by Symmes 
to Dayton and Marsh. 


Symmes was ordered to execute and 
deliver a new and_ satisfactory power of 
attorney to Dayton and Marsh. ‘Che new 
contract, dated October 15, 1888, was signed 
and sealed by the “Board of Treasury”; 
namely, Samuel Osgood, Walter Livingston 
and Arthur Lee. Also by John Cleves 
Symmes by Jonathan Dayton, his attorney; 
by John Cleves Symmes by Daniel Marsh, 
his attorney; Jonathan Dayton and Daniel 
Marsh. Witnesses, George H. Renson and 
Andrew G. Frances. 


This contract was never fulfilled. 


Symmes, exercising right to immediate 
possession, proceeded to sell portions of 
tract, including those lying along the Litde 
Miami river. 


Later, learning these were not included 
in the twenty-mile limit from the mouth 
of the Great Miami, Symmes was accused 
of selling land to which he had no title; 
incidentally, the most fertile acres in the 
tract. 


After years of wrangling, Symmes ob- 
tained government patent to 311,682 acres, 
bounded by the two Miamis, the Ohio 
river to the south, and north within a few 
miles south of Hamilton. 


What followed is evidence that gerry- 
mandering in real estate is an ancient 
human trait. 


Sections to be reserved for the govern- 
ment were: 15 acres for Fort Washington; 
640 acres at the mouth of the Great 
Miami; Sections 8, Il, 16, 26 and 29 in 
each township; and one entire township. 
The government planned to build a fort 
on the Great Miami plot. The other reser- 
vations were for educational and religious 
purposes. It was specified that the town- 
ship intended for educational purposes, 
should be as near the center of the project 
as possible. This ‘as possible’ apparently 
covered a lot of territory. The township 
wound up in a northwest corner of Butler 
County, where Oxford College, now Miami 
University, is located, instead of Springfield 
township, lying around Glendale. 


Likewise, the purchase price of the entire 


tract, $165,693.42, dropped from the origi- 
nal two-thirds of a dollar, named in the 
contract of 1788, to a little over 53¢ per 
acre. 


The patent is dated September 30, 1794, 
but was not reccived till December 4, 1818. 
The recorded copy is imperfect, showing 
many omissions. It was executed in the 
federal capitol, Philadelphia, signed by “G. 
Washington, President,” and attested by 
the Great Seal of the United States of North 
America. 


The Early Settlers 


‘These pages are concerned with Norwood. 
Yet there had been no Norwood had there 
not been three earlier settlements; Colum- 
bia, Losantiville and Cincinnati. When 
Fort Washington was manned by a garrison 
of 75 privates and their officers; and later, 
when Goy. St. Clair in 1790, established 
Hamilton County by proclamation, the 
leadership of Cincinnati was established 
for all time. 


The hardihood of the pioneers must be 
recorded. Benjamin Stites had obtained 
ten thousand acres from Symmes. His first 
expedition included himself, his brothers 
and perhaps twenty other stalwarts, re- 
cruited in eastern Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey. Coming down the river by raft and 
flatboat, they landed at the mouth of the 
Little Miami, founding Columbia. Novem- 
ber 18, 1788. 


Dismantling the flatboats, erecting block- 
houses for the protection of the children, 
building log cabins to house the families, 
they were high on hope and courage. 


They had no worry about meat. Wild 
game provided an abundance. Yet, within 
a few weeks, they had neither flour nor 
cornmeal nor salt; the supply was ex- 
hausted. They dug up the roots of coarse 
bear grass; boiling, drying, grinding the 
tough fibers into flour, It was a Winter 
of privation. The hazard of an Indian 
attack was always with them. 


Came Spring. They planted a square 
mile of corn in ‘Turkey Bottom, near the 
Little Miami. They worked in alternate 
shifts; half the men, armed with rifles, 
would stand guard; the other half labored 
in the field. It is one of the ironies of 
history that men of such heroic mold must 
be forever nameless. 


It was an aggravation that when _ the 
river was open and the roads passable, and 
food could be obtained from Limestone 
(Maysville) by boat or by pack horses: from 
Lexington, few settlers had the money to 
pay for it. For most of them, the expense 
of moving. from the east, coupled with 
payments for the acres they bought, left 
them with but two assets; the will to 
survive and the determination to make a 
living from the soil. 


Historic Montgomery Ave. 
and Smith Road 


To leave the settlements at any hour 
during the late 1700's, the rugged pioneer

Palmer Thermometers, Inc., 2501 Nor- 
wood Avenue is successor to the original 
James Foster & Co., established in 1836, 
and for many years located at the s. w.

In its rugged pioncer days, Foster brought 
his stocks by wagon train all the way from 
New York. ‘The first local products were 
philosophical instruments, also instru- 
ments for surveyors and mathematicians. 


When Richard Penny Palmer joined the 
Foster Co., his first major achievement was 
to design a thermometer to meet the 
demands -of the State of Ohio for the in- 
spection of kerosene (coal oil). The ther- 
mometer is stull used as the legal test cup 
in Ohio. 


In 1895, the same Richard Penny Palmer 
acquired control of the Foster Co., establish- 
ing the firm of R. P. Palmer. Charles R., 
the son, became affiliated with the com- 
pany this same year. 


In 1918, the firm incorporated as the 
Palmer Co. Charles R. Palmer became 
president. The father retired. 


Charles R. obtained several patents; one 
of which, the “RED-READING-MER- 
CURY,” brought great success to the firm. 
It involved the technique of reflecting a 
red color to the thermometer. 


‘The company name owas changed to 
Palmer ‘Thermometers, Inc., in 1926. Over 
the next ten years, Palmer outgrew its 
facilities. Im 1937, it purchased the old 
three-story Freeman Face Powder building 
at Linden and Norwood avenues, Norwood. 
The building was completely modernized 
and the plant was removed to Norwood. 


In 1917, following Charles R. Palmer's 
demise, his son, Bartlett, became President 
and general manager. 


The Palmer Thermometer Co. has en- 
joyed continuous and notable success in 
its highly competitive, technical field. It 
now specializes in producing Industrial 
Indicator “Thermometers, Mercuray Actu- 
ated Dials and Recorders, also Laboratory 
and Precision ‘Type Instruments. It imain- 
tains its own machine shops, plating shop, 
tubemaking division and assembly plant. 
‘Topnotch facilities and trained personnel 
have combined to lift Palmer production 
to a high level of manufacturing speed 
and accuracy.

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‘families had to risk death or torture by 
scalping Indians. 


Yet as the population of Columbia, Lo- 
santiville and Cincinnati expanded there 
could be no doubt about it, a man and 
his family had to take that chance; the 
door to opportunity opened to the wooded 
hills and fertile fields to the north. 


Since there were no water routes, except 
by skiff and laboriously sluggish rafts up 
the two Miamis, other lines of communi- 
cation had to be established. This called 
for roads. 


And where, in a wilderness, does a man 
establish his highway routes? 


In Hamilton County, the footpaths and 
trails formed by generations of savage 
Indians gave the answer. 


Two of these led to and through Nor- 
wood. 


One, described in old deeds as the Mont- 
gomery pike, often . referred to as the 
Stateroad, branched off what is now Read- 
ing road at Florence avenuc, continued on 
Gilbert, traversed south of the Jewish 
cemetery, rambled north to the Smith 
road junction; and from there followed, in 
those days, a meandering course north. 


The history of Smith road is more 
dramatic. Originally an Indian trail, the 
legend persists that General “Mad” Anthony 
Wayne made it 105 feet wide. He intended, 
tradition says, to use the route to march 
his troops against hostile Indians encamped 
at Millcreek, near Ludlow Grove, now Saint 
Bernard. Why so wide a road for so few 
soldiers? “Mad” Anthony's long gone; we'll 
never know. 


At any rate, in 1809, Smith road, known 
as the County road, led from Columbia to 
Carthage. It traversed what is now Observa- 
tory road, Edwards, Edmonson and Smith, 
making a junction with Montgomery at 
Carthage avenue as now laid out. 


In 1809, Samuel Bowman saw the com- 
mercial advantages inherent to the Mont- 
gomery Pike-Smith Road intersection. He 
opened a crossroads tavern. 


In 1811, Bowman sold out to Benjamin 
Anderson. In 1821, the property was 
bought by Philemon Mills. In 1827 it was 
conveyed to Nicholas Longworth, great 
uncle of the later, great “our Nick.” Since 
the modern change in direction of Mont- 
gomery avenue, it appears that the lot 
originally owned by Bowman is now 
chiefly a part of the highway. The men- 
tion in Bowman's deed of the neighboring 
John Sharp lot is a mystery. So far as the 
records show, John was the most popular 
nan hereabouts but never Gwned a foot 
of land. 


The Old Toll Gates 


There were no improved highways in this 
section at the turn of the 1800's. Great 
expense and herculean labors were needed 
to fell the trees, clear the paths of major 
obstacles. The terrain was then smoothed 
over, forming a natural dirt road; mud 
road. 
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When that canny Scotchman, named 
Macadam, caine up with the idea of harden- 
ing road surfaces with pulverized rock, he 
opened two doors; one to travel conyeni- 
ence, the other to toll-gate profits. 

Many companies were organized to take 
over dirt roads and macadamize them. This 
investment necessitated the origin of the 
tollgate. There was no other way of getting 
their money back. 


‘The Cincinnati, Montgomery, Hopkins- 
ville & Clarksville Turnpike Company 
macadamized Montgomery road. Every 
vehicle had to pay. Farmers, taking crops 
to market, needed cash in hand to pay 
the many tolls enroute to and from their 
lands; perhaps the equivalent of what they 
now pay for gasoline over the same mile- 
age. 

There was a tollhouse in front of the 
Drake (later the McFarlan) homestead. Fire 
destroyed it in 1899. A new one was erected 
at the junction of Smith and Montgomery 
roads. Later it was again moved; this 
time because it occupied land included in 
the Marietta railway right-of-way. Moving 
to the site of the Arnold flatiron building, 
it was later abolished through purchase by 
the county. Smith road, too, had several 
tolls, as had nearly every road throughout 
the state that had been macadamized. 


Many Early Deeds 
Were Questionable 


The reader must be cautioned. Irregu- 
larities in early deeds, however confusing, 
in no way affects their present validity. 
Yet many were puzzlers. Consider: 

The northwest quarter of Section 34, 
Columbia township was purchased — by 
Benjamin Williams, who died before a 
deed was made. Symmes executed the 
deed, then, to Ben's sons; Marsh, David, 
Abraham and John. Yet all deeds to sub- 
sequent purchasers, were executed by 
Marsh Williams alone, ignoring the rights 
of his brothers. Early title examiners seem 
to have passed over this glaring breach of 
law. There is no record of what became 
of the other three heirs and their titles. 


The southwest section of the same town- 
ship was deeded to the four heirs of Reuben 
Whetstone; John, Zelah, Cynthia and Isaac. 
Yet a subsequent deed, dated 1813, makes 
no mention of Isaac. Later. to clear up 
the title, in 1885, two of Reuben Whet- 
stone's grandchildren, both now elderly 
people, signed affidavits that to the best 
of their knowledge and belief their uncle 
Isaac had died in infancy or childhood. 

This almost unbelievable carelessness 
sometimes reached high into the social 
brackets. For example: 

Avound the mid-1800’s, Catherine Long- 
worth had title to 100 acres east of Mont- 
gomery pike, later occupied mostly by the 
city waterworks, Allis-Chalmers, Boss Wash- 
ing Machine Co., the Heckin Company, the 
B. & O. and the C. L. & N. railways. Yet 
not Catherine, the rightful owner, but 
Nicholas Longworth, her husband, con- 
veyed all subsequent titles. Nicholas, as 
husband, under the laws of that time, 
had in it only a life estate by right of 


Courtesy. Later, this law was abolished. In 
1867, her husband being dead, Mrs. Long- 
worth executed a deed of general warranty 
to the heirs of Nicholas Longworth, cover- 
ing the whole property, quicting the title 
against all claims on her part or the part 
of any one claiming under her. In justice 
to Nicholas Longworth, a shining legal 
light in his day, it must be remembered 
he dealt extensively in real estate and may 
have forgotten the tract was in his wife’s 
name. But its purchaser was certainly 
careless. 

Mysteriously, some deeds were never re- 
corded. Others were faulty in execution, 
in acknowledgement, in description. In one 
deed, dated 1808, the property is described 
as follows: 


“ALL that tract or parcel of land in the 
county of Hamilton and the State of Ohio, 
Columbia ‘Township, Qr. Sec. No, 2, on the 
waters of Duck Creek. Beginning at a stone 
near the bank of the creek, thence running 
west 10 rds., thence N. FE. 10 rds. thence F. 
10 rds., thence south to the place of the 
beginning, containing one-half acre.” 

Where was ‘stone Jocated? On which 
bank, how near, where is quarter-section 
along the meandering streams? Very likely, 
parties to the deed knew; but how would 
a newcomer know where to look. [Especially 
in 1808? For the whole land in and around 
Norwood was still a primitive wilderness. 


The First Big War Over 
Norwood's Sidewalks 


In 1875, the trustees of the Norwood 
school distvict proposed a sidewalk, con- 
structed of boards, on one side of the Pike 
from Mound avenue to Sherman; also on 
one side of Sherman from the Pike to the 
property line of Hiram Smith, extending 
east. This was heralded as a great civic 
improvement, but the resolution of the 
trustees failed to state on which side of 
the Pike and Sherman avenue the walk 
was to be laid. However, material was 
bought and contract let, specifying the 
walk was to be laid on the west side of 
each. 

Smith filed an injunction, declaring the 
Pike was good enough for anybody to 
walk on; that sidewalks had nothing to do 
with schools; that the trustees had no legal 
right to lay sidewalks outside any school 
lot. Joseph G. Langdon defended the 
trustees, contending the trustees had legal 
authority, inherent to their responsibilities 
as trustees, to provide convenient access to 
school grounds; and that the walk must be 
laid on the.east side of the Pike, also the 
avenue, as the school house lay on that 
side, and they had no power to lay it on 
the other side. 

The court refused Smith's application 
for injunction on the grounds that the 
complainants had early knowledge of the 
trustees’ contemplated action, but had 
waited until material had been purchased 
and contract Jet before submitting objec- 
tions, legally. The decision made possible 
the construction of Norwood’s first’ im- 
proved sidewalk, 
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PRECISION MECHANICAL PACKINGS 


HISTORY OF THE ZIMMERMAN PACKING COMPANY 


The Zimmerman Packing Company, 
located on Highland Avenue in East Nor- 
wood, started in a storeroom in 1920 and 
now serves American industry coast to coast. 


Charles H. Zimmerman, the founder, got 
his early training as a railroad shop ma- 
chinist. The business originated in a small 
storeroom in the old Odd Fellows building, 
Elm Street, Cincinnati. Charles H. and his 
wife, Vesta S., were the whole company. 
They began as jobbers of quality mechani- 
cal packings and gaskets for pumps, engines 
and valves. 


Ralph H. Zimmerman, the son, and now 
the company’s president, became treasurer 
and general manager at the beginning of 
World War II. 


City oF Norwoop, Onto: 1809-1957 


‘The Navy, at that time, had a critical 
need for small companies equipped for 
precision work and fast deliveries. The 
Zimmermans were qualified. 1n 1942, the 
plant was removed to a loft floor, Fourth 
street, Cincinnati. From that date fornvard, 
Zimmerman’s wartime productions were 
vital to victory. First, they duplicated the 
mechanical packings originated by German 
engineers for the Diesel-engine powerplants 
in American submarines. This feat was 
accomplished in a few hectic weeks. The 
next assignment was for mechanical pack- 
ing rings for the turning and_ reversing 
engines in Liberty ships. Then came the 
atomic bomb, secretly built at Oak Ridge, 
Tenn. Zimmerman supplied acid-resisting 


packings for vital equipment used in pro- 
ducing this historic weapon. 


In 1946, their modern plant was erected 
at 2769 Highland avenue, Norwood. 


In recent years, the company has pio- 
necred a variety of new products, including 
packaged rings for house water pumps, for 
sale, today, in more than a thousand retail 
outlets across the nation. Another new 
product is a manually operated gasket cut- 
ter, which is now being marketed in fifty 
foreign countries. Another Zimmerman 
innovation is the Extension Gasket Cutter 
which produces gaskets in any size required 
by manual operation. 

Both of these new Zimmerman tools, ac- 
cepted by the Bureau of Ships, Washington, 


D. C., are standard equipment for the U. S. 
Army, Navy and Air Forces. 
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Dr. Harold Storey Bates 
Noted Educator Under 
Whose Administration 
Norwood Public Schools 
First Won National 
Recognition 


Harold Storey Bates was born in Yates 
City, Illinois, September 6, 1896. Died 
Norwood, Ohio, July 10, 1956. 


To quote Dr. Bates, “I hold to the 
belief that education is a life process to 
which we all should have a full opportunity 
of participation. Realizing the tremendous 
differences that exist between individuals 
a prograin to be worth while to all of 
the children of all peoples must be varied 

It is my opinion that educational 
development is based on knowledge anc& 
understanding of basic skills and knowl- 
edge.” 


Dr. Bates received his Bachelor of Science 
degree at Lombard (Knox) College, Gales- 
burg, Illinois. His educational ambitions 
were interrupted by World War I; he 
served in the Navy. Returning from Ser- 
vice, he continued post graduate work at 
the University of Chicago, 1923-'24-’25. 


Later he transferred to Columbia Uni- 
versity, New York City. He achieved his 
Doctorate Degree in education at University 
of Cincinnati in July, 1913. His 400 page 


thesis entitled’, “A Community and Youth 
Survey as the Basis for the Reorganization 


of the Secondary School Program in Nor-. 


wood, Ohio,” is one of the most compre- 
hensive and authoritative documents in the 
theory of public school administration. 


He served as principal of Petosky, Michi- 
gan, High School from 1923 to 1930 and 
as principal of the Marietta, Ohio, High 
School 1930 to 1934. He came to Norwood 
in 1934, as principal of Norwood High 
School and was elected Superintendent of 
Norwood Public Schools in 1936. 


As Superintendent of Norwood Public 
Schools, he experienced the deep gratifica- 
tion of seeing the former “shop" program 
develop into a great Technical High School. 
He included counseling for students on 
courses and careers; remedial reading 
courses; visual education; a modern system 
of personal contact between pupils, Teach- 
ers and the families of the students through 
his new Department of Pupil Personnel. 
He authorized the Junior College in Nor- 
wood. This materialized when the Miami 
University of Oxford, Ohio, established a 
branch at Norwood High School in the 
Fall of 1955. 


The physical properties of the five ele- 
mentary schools and the High School were 
constantly reorganized by Dr. Bates for 
improvements and expansion. New. cafe- 
terias were installed at Sharpsburg and Alli- 
son Schools. All schools with the exception 
of Allison and Sharpsburg were remodeled 
and enlarged during his tenure. 


Carl H. Albrecht 


Norwood's New Leader 
in Public Education 


Carl H. Albrecht, Norwood’s Superinten- 
dent of Schools, is the son of Rey. and Mrs. 
J. E. Albrecht. He was born at Sunman, 
Ind., March t, 1907. His father, a Lutheran 
Minister, died in 1941. His mother resides 
at Galion, O. 


Mr. Albrecht graduated from Celina, O., 
High School in 1925. He received his B.S. 
Degree in 1929 from Capital University, 
Bexley, O., and his M.A. in 1933 from Ohio 
State University. He took further graduate 
work at Ohio State University in 1936, 
Columbia University in'1948, and the Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati in 1940 and 1955. 


Mr. Albrecht came to Norwood in Sep- 
tember, 1935, starting as Chemistry Teacher 
in Norwood High School. In 1936, in ad- 
dition to teaching Chemistry, he was ap- 
pointed Dean of Boys, serving in this 
capacity until 1942. From 1945 to June, 
1946, continuing as Dean of Boys, he also 
taught Physics. From September, 1946, to 
June, 1950, he was Principal of Williams 
Avenue School, and also Director of Audio 
Visual Education. In September, 1950, he 
was elevated to Principal of Norwood High 
School, serving there until July, 1956. Fol- 
lowing the death of Dr. Harold S. Bates, 
the Board of Education appointed Mr. 
Albrecht Superintendent of Norwood Public 
Schools, effective September 1, 1956.

Here's How Norwood 


Public Schools 
Were Started 


On August 24, 1787, John Sleves Symmes 
sold section 34, on which Norwood now 
stands, of his Miami Purchase. The joint 
purchasers, Marsh, David, Abraham and 
John Williams, paid him 33-1/3¢ an acre 
for the land. From 1797 until 1825 this 
land was disposed of piece-meal to many 
purchasers, including Abner Mills. The 
Abner Mills’ acres later passed to David 
Mills. In 1828, David Mills set aside a 
parcel of land for a school in this com- 
munity. 


This action marked the first public in- 
terest in education in the tiny settlement. 
In 1838 a one-room, one teacher brick school 
building was erected on what is now an 
offset of Smith road. In 1856, a two-story 
structure replaced the original, becoming 
known as The Columbia Township dis- 
trict School. 


In April, 1867, the Ohio Legislature 
passed a law applying to all communities 
having 275 inhabitants or more, giving them 
the right to establish separate school dis- 
tricts. 


Norwood, then Sharpsburg, numbering 
318 inhabitants, at once proceeded to elect 
its first Board of Trustees for the “In- 
dependent District of Sharpsburg, Nos. 3 
and 17.” 


One anecdote must be inserted to illus- 
trate the attitude of many wage-earners and 
the rural population towards education in 
the early days of Norwood’s history. 


A lad had gone through High School and 
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completed an abbreviated business course 
at one of the growing number of commer- 
cial schools. His first job was as book- 
keeper for a very successful merchant, who 
had just enough schooling to read and 
write. He accomplished either task by 
laborious concentration, looking both blank 
and dubious at every word and figure. 


Aghast at the merchant's accumulating 
wealth, the youngster said: 


“Mr. Smith! This is wonderful, but 
imagine what you might have done with 
a High School or College education!” 


“Yup!” Mr. Smith’s retort was framed in 
irony. “I might have been somebody's 
white-collar bookkeeper, same as you.” 


Yet it must be recorded that Norwood 
passed its first school bond issue for 
$8,000.00 in 1884 by an electorate majority 
of 32 to one; and through all subsequent 
years every worthy school bond issue has 
won community support and approval. 

Still, from 1850 into 1900, Norwood, in 
line with the national average, restricted 
its curriculum to the classical pattern of 
early Latin schools. 


Early in his regime, Dr. Bates, in 1940, 
commented in his report to the Board of 
Education: 


“. ... mor was education in the nine- 
teenth century much concerned with how 
a man made his living ... the prevailing 
economy presented opportunities to the 
boy or girl who wanted to work . . . pro- 
vided he or she was not too particular as 
to the choice. . industry took on and 


educated in a practical fashion those for 


whom school had no place . . . guidance as 
a school function was little heard of and 
much less understood.”

In Norwood, the first dramatic cleavage 
from the classical tradition occurred in 
December, 1901, when cooking and sewing 
were integrated into the elementary courses. 


In 1902, a still more radical departure 
was announced; manual training in Nor- 
wood's schools. 


Commenting on these improvements, 
Superintendent Cadman wrote: 


“In those days, Board members were in- 
clined to resent a Superintendent's med- 
dling. | found it advisable to broach a new 
plan to some influential member .. . and, 
after a while, encourage him to present 
it as his own.” 


Kindergartens were introduced into Nor- 
wood schools in 1903, 


Early Struggles to Establish a High School 


Until June, 1885, only common. school 
courses were provided by the Norwood com- 
munity. Parents, wanting their youngsters 
to have High School training, were com- 
pelled to enroll them in Cincinnati's schools. 


In 1885, a “D" grade was introduced 
locally; the equivalent of one year in High. 
Non-residents paid $20.00 per annum for 
this added year. 


It became necessary in 1893 to forego the 
idea of a two-year High School curriculum, 
due to lack of classroom space. The Nor- 
wood Board of Education then made a 
magnificent gesture; the tuition for Nor- 
wood residents in the Cincinnati High 
Schools was paid by the Norwood board; 
at first for two years only, then for all 
four grades. 


In 1895 Norwood re-established its High 
School program; and also voted to extend 
its curriculum to four full years.

The new High School was granted a 
charter by the State Department of Edu- 
cation in 1903. In addition to the classical 
studies, new subjects had been added: chem- 
istry, Latin prose, French. Art was added 
‘in 1901. The first physical culture instruc- 
tor was employed in 1903. 

Clearly, to 1905, the High School existed 
solely to perpetuate the classical tradition 
in education. In Norwood, for example, the 
following curriculum was adopted: 

FIRST YEAR: English, reading, composi- 
tion, rhetoric, elementary Latin, algebra, 
ancient history to 800 B. C. 

SECOND YEAR: English, continued; 
Latin, Caesar or equivalent; mathematics, 
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plane geometry; history, medieval and 
modern. 


THIRD YEAR: English, continued; his- 
tory of English literature; Latin Cicero, 
Ovid or prose; mathematics, advanced alge- 
bra; modern language, French; Science, 
physics or botany. 


FOURTH YEAR: English, continued; 
Latin, optional, Virgil or, prose composition; 
mathematics, trigonometry and solid gedme- 
try; modern language, French; Science, 
chemistry. 


Home economics was added in 1914. 


Increasingly, over these years, Norwood 
was enrolling large numbers of sons and

daughters of factory workers for whom a 
practical education would have been more 
useful and profitable. 


It is historically’ significant that on Aug- 
ust 17, 1914. the Norwood Board of Educa- 
tion, perceiving the needs of pupils in the 
Freshman year, adopted the following cur- 
riculum: 


Domestic Science Curriculum: 

English, + periods per week; algebra, 5; 
Latin or German, 5; Domestic Arts, 10. 

Commercial Curriculum: 


English, 4 periods per week; arithmetic, 4; 
algebra, 1; typing, 5; bookkeeping, 5; Ger- 
man or Spanish, 5. 
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ALLISON STREET SCHOOL, ALLISON AND COURTLAND AVENUES 


Manual Training Curriculum: 


English, 4 periods per week; algebra, 5; 
Latin or German, 5; Manual Training, 10. 


For its time, this was a radical departure 
from traditional techniques of popular edu- 
cation. Yet the continuation of Latin and 
algebra, as compulsory subjects, indicated 
a reluctance to depart from academic cur- 
riculum., 


The year 1921 brought other noteworthy 
changes. Subject promotion replaced the 
grade-promotion practice. French and Latin 
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PUBLIC SCHOOLS ADMINISTRATION BUILDING ON WILLIAMS AVENUE 
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were made optional. General science was 
added to the ninth grade curriculum. Then, 
in 1928, a band instructor was named to 
teach instrumental music at the High School 
level. 


Junior High School Marks a New Era 


The year 1929, in Norwood, definitely 
marked the end of the eras in which a 
classical program of education was con- 
sidered the fundamental need of every 


pupil. 


The Board of Education, approving the 
superintendent's six-six plan of reorganiza- 
tion, projected a bond issue to finance a 
new Norwood Junior High School building, 
now a Norwood showplace fronting Sher- 
man Avenue, Abutting it, and facing Elm 
Street, the modernly equipped Norwood 
Technical High now stands. 


Some idea of Norwood's zest for education 
at that time may be reflected by the elec- 
torate in their vote for the bond issue: 
(X) YES, 4908; (X) AGAINST, 28. 

An excellent shop and mechanical draw- 
ing department, designed by Wm. F. War- 
ner of Ohio State University, carried into 
practice the new theory of exploration in 
the manual skills; applicable to an appre- 
ciable extent in all grades from seventh 
to tenth, 


The movement was popular. It carried the 
promise that Norwood’s secondary schools 
were alert to the needs of the new genera- 
tion.

The Ohio State Federation of Women’s 
Clubs presented the Norwood Federation, 
with a silk flag in recognition for the best 
work, in Hamilton County, during the 
period of World War I, for making comfort- 
kits and knitting sweaters and socks.

George Murdock was 
Norwood's Pioneer 
Street Builder 


It is reasonably safe to say that over 69 
years, 1888-1957, the Murdock Construction 
Company has completed at least three- 
fourths of road and _ street construction 
work in Norwood, including sewers and 
water lines. 

Originally, George Murdock, the founder, 
operated a “teaming” business in Aurora, 
Ind., doing local grading, hauling, excava- 
ting and paving. 

He re-located the business in Norwood 
in 1888. In the next few years, he con- 
structed Harris, Ashland and Hopkins 
avenues; each a layer of crushed stone which 
had to be rolled with horse-drawn rollers. 

In 1892, he brought his family to Nor- 
wood, occupying a residence on Harris 
avenue. The family arrived in time to 
witness the dedication of the Norwood 
Water Works, an engineering masterpiece 
for its time. 

After several relocations, the family 
settled at 2531 Melrose avenue. The loca- 
tion also became the company’s first office. 
Stables and equipment were housed on 
Williams avenue near. Duck Creek road. 
As Norwood grew and demands for the 
company’s services expanded, the office 
was re-located, first to Montgomery road 
near Sherman avenue, then to Montgomery 
and Elm street, then, finally, to its present 
site, in 1940, on West street. 


Following the founder’s demise, 1934, 
Clarence FE. Murdock, his son, succeeded

him as executive director and_ still heads 
the company. Among Murdock personnel 
are: George Martin and Frank Kucia, 
superintendents: Walter Brookbank, chief 
mechanic, and Miss Jean Henning, secretary. 


Murdock has expanded its activities to 
include other communities and cities in 
Hamilton County, recently completing 
improvements on Langdon Road in Pleas- 
ant Ridge and Argus Road in College Hill, 
both for the City of Cincinnati.

As early as 1925, Norwood schools had 
Mother's Clubs and Father's Clubs. Similar 
organizations flourished over the nation. Yet 
all were conscious of one lack: they were 
instruments of great good but they lacked 
constructive over-all influence of state-wide 
and national cohesion. This was achieved 
by the birth of the Parent-Teachers Associ- 
ation, which today has almost boundless 
influence and capacity for the improvement 
of education in all its branches as well as 
student-teacher benefits. 


The Norwood P. T. A. was organized in 
1939. In 1940 it joined the Ohio Congress 
of P. T. A.’s. This automatically made the 
Norwood group members of the National 
P. T. A. Congress. There can be no ques- 
tion about P. T. A. in Norwood. It has 
supported school-bond issues, fostered and 
organized all sorts of school entertainments, 
and provided countless parties and social 
diversions in which many thousands of 
Norwood parents, children and_ teachers 
participate each school year. 

In 1957, the Ohio P. T. A. Congress, 
through the Norwood P. T. A. Council, 
gave a $200.00 Scholarship to Rhoda 
O'Meara, Norwood High graduate. 


Also, March 24, 1957, Dr. Thor Johnson, 
directing the Cincinnati Symphony Orches- 
tra, conducted a concert at the Norwood 
High School Auditorium, sponsored by the 
Norwood P. T. A. Dr. Johnson and_ his 
Orchestra are scheduled to appear again in 
the Auditorium, under the auspices of the 
Norwood P. T. A., January 26, 1958. 


The Norwood P..T, A. program is con- 
stantly expanding.

preparatory academic studies it offers 
courses in machinery trades, automotive 
trades, bookkeeping and accounting, ele- 
mentary pre-law, commercial cooking, cos- 
metology, distributive education and the 
electrical trades, including elementary 
electronics. 


Three divisions of highly specialized 
courses — automotive, cosmetology and com- 
mercial — were available to all students for 
several years prior to completion of the 
Norwood Technical High School in 1951. 
The electrical trades program was added 
in 1951. The now  nationally-applauded 
Chef's course began in 1953. Norwood grad- 
uates in Cosmetology (beauty culture) are 
licensed by the State of Ohio. The State 
examination is included in the course. 


Distributive Education embraces all sub- 
jects relative to retail selling, window decor- 
ation, stock marking, inventory, pricing, and 
the distribution of merchandise through 
wholesaler to consumer. 


‘In commercial cooking (the Chef’s course), 
Norwood High School occupies the top 
position in the nation. Mrs. Hilda Watson, 
Director of Education for the American 
Hotel Association, has said: “This school is 
accredited as the only one of its kind. It 
is a perfect example of a four-way coopera- 
tive system . . .-between unions, hotels and 
school.” 

Norwood High students ‘co-op in the Sen- 
ior year in majoring in Commerce, Distribu- 
tive Education and Commercial Cooking. 


Norwood High also maintains an Adult 
Evening School, offering two semesters of 
18 weeks each. The night attendance, each 
semester, averages between 600 to 700 adult 
students. 
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The school has a marching band of 48 
pieces and a concert band of 50 to 60 pieces, 
both led by J. R. Phillips, Director of 
Music. 


Miss Bertha Ewing, Director of Vocal 
Music, has a High School Choir of 84 boys 
and girls; also a Cappella Choir of 26 voices 
with an extensive repertoire, ranging from 
sacred music to ballads and humorous 
numbers. 

The Glee Club is very popular in Nor- 
wood High. The Zeta Girls Glee Club, com- 
posed of 9th and 10th graders, has 84 
members in the 1957 group. The Alpha 
Girls Glee Club, 11th and 12th graders, also 
has 84 members. The Omicrom Boys Glee 
Club ranges from 60 to 70 members. The 
school offers a four-year course in music, 
one year each being devoted to Theory, 
Harmony, Analysis and History. 

The school also has an exceptional intra- 
mural athletics program (see Norwood High 
Athletics). 


MIAMI UNIVERSITY 
CENTER 


Miami University Center, at Norwood 
High School, is the second largest Center 
in the southwestern Ohio District. 


It was established in 1955. Miss Charlotte 
Kehm, of the Norwood High School Faculty, 
is Supervisor, taking registrations and mak- 
ing assignments. Earl Thesken, of Miami 
University, is Director of the Extension 
Course and Summer school. There are 37 
Classes with an enrollment of about 500. 
‘The Classes are held the first four days 
of the week. from 4:00 to 7:00 P.M. 

Miami University Centers in the Ohio 
area are organized to provide University 
facilities for students who wish to be cert- 
ficated for teaching or other professional 
positions.

The Norwood Christian 
Science Church Grew 
from a Dollar Bill 


It is a canon among Christian Scientists 
that no Church of Christ Scientist may be 
dedicated until free of debt. 


Yet a solitary dollar bill provided the 
incentive to erect Norwood’s first Christian 
Science Church. 


A group of Norwood residents, all mem- 
bers of the First Church of Christ Scientist 
of Cincinnati, met at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. G. E. Fischman, 3839 Forest Avenue, 
on December 15, 1914. Beginning January 
31, 1915, local Scientists began to hold 
their’services in the Ideson Auditorium on: 
Elsmere avenue. 


The First Reader was Hector C. Holmes; 
the Second, Mrs. Lillian Orr Heizer. A 
Reading Room was opened to the public 
in the Norwood First National Bank build- 
ing in March, 1915. In April, 1915, the 
group became an authorized Branch of the 
Mother Church, Boston, Mass. 


At one of these early meetings, a dollar 
bill was dropped into the collection plate. 
On the envelope had been written a mes- 
sage lifted from Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures by Mary Baker Eddy: 
“Its beginning will be meek, its growth 
sturdy, and its maturity undecaying.” 


February 8, 1920, the group purchased a 
lot on Weyer avenue. The new building 
was occupied on October 19, 1924. The 
congregation soon outgrew the premises. 


In July, 1927, construction was begun to 
complete the auditorium. The first service 
in the newly completed church was held 
July 15, 1928. The total cost, including 
furnishings, approximated $252,000. Yet the 
church could not be dedicated until paid 
for. Over the next twelve years, all but 
$4,000 had been raised. This remaining 
$1,000 was received as a grant from the 
Trustees, under the will of Mary Baker 
Eddy, to “permit dedicating free from debt.” 


Dedication services, were held Sunday, 
November 23, 1940. The Reading Room 
had been removed to its present location, 
just around the corner from the church, at 
4318 Montgomery Road.

In 1926 this was re- 
modeled into an educational unit, and the 
present beautiful sanctuary was added. 


The church has a fine Moeller pipe 
organ, and one of the things the congrega- 
tion treasures especially is its unusually 
beautiful altar window. In 1956 the church 
was air-conditioned. 


The church has beautiful worship ser- 
vices. The choir sings under the direction 
of H. V. Slaughter, who has served as choir 
director for more than twenty-five years. 
The church stands squarely on the Word 
of God as the only infallible rule of faith 
and life. It has a strong educational pro- 
gram. Through its Sunday School, Daily 
Vacation Bible School, and Catechetical 
Classes, as well as through preaching, it 
instructs, trains, guides and nurtures chil- 
dren, youth and adults in the Christian 
way of truth and life.

October 1954, upon the resignation of 
Rev. Singleton, Rev. Mayfield became the 
Pastor. 


The first Sunday School Class numbered 
19. Since they have their new building they 
have had as many as 289 attend the church 
school, and they have a Church member- 
ship of 255.

In the early 1900's before they removed 
to Norwood, a number of local families 
were members of St, Lucas Church in Cin- 

cinnati. They wanted a church more con- 
-veniently located. Rey. Ewald Kockritz, 
Pastor of St. Lucas Church, became leader 
of the group named to survey the Norwood 
prospects. 


Sunday afternoon, July 10, 1909, these 
pioneer families met in the old Grace M.E. 
Church at Ivanhoe Avenue and Montgom- 
ery Road. The group included: Mrs. Wil- 
helmina Herbold, Mr. and Mrs. Chas. 
Kudell, Mr. and Mrs. Wm. Herbold, Mr. 
and Mrs. John Schaetzlein and son Edwin, 
Mr. and Mrs. Sadowski, Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Hillebrand, Mr. and Mrs. Chas. Dunte- 
mann, Mr. and Mrs. Fred Feldhaus, Sr. and 


daughter Bertha, Mrs. Wm. Jarm and Mr. 


and Mrs. John Zuflucht. 


October 9, 1909 the organization adopted 
the name of Salem. John Schaetzlein be- 
came the first Congregational President, 
Henry Hillebrand, Sec’y-Treas. Later, the 
Ladies’ Aid Society was established with 


Mrs. Wm. Jarm as President. The faith- 


-fulness and industry of this group of 
women was largely responsible for the con- 
tinued existence of the congregation for 
many years. 


In February, 1910, Rev. Kockritz accepted 
a call to a Pastorate in New Orleans, La., 
Rey. L. Schweickhard, of Emanuel Evan- 
gelical Church, Fairmount, Cincinnati, suc- 
ceeded him here. 


Sunday, October 2, 1910 Rev. Walter R. 
Grunewald, a graduate of the Eden Theo- 
logical Seminary, St. Louis, Mo., took 
charge, holding his first service on the third 
floor of the First National Bank Bldg., the 
Salem group’s new location. 


On October 13, 1912, a lot 50x150 was 
purchased on Courtland Avenue, near 


Montgomery Road. A building committee 
was appointed: Chrm., Edward. Cordes; 
Sec’y., John Schaetzlein; Treas., Wm. Smith; 
Christ Hirsch, Wm. Herbold, Henry Hillen- 
brand and Rev. Grunewald. 


The congregation grew, numbering 200 
some five years later. A new minister was 
called, Rev. Fred C. Schweinfurth, in June, 
1921. Plans were made to build an audi- 
torium over the basement church. It was 
also determined to build a parsonage. 


October 4, 1923, George Friedrich, Con- 
gregational President, appointed Messrs. G. 
Al. Meier, Al Rau and George Hoffman as 
plans committee. 


On Sunday, October 14, 1923, the original 
mortgage and all notes on the old church 
were burned. Chas. Kudell and Mrs. Fred 
Feldhaus, two Charter Members, officiated 
at this ceremony. Salem was debt free. 


April 27, 1924, the building committee 
was named: Chrm., Walter Stuhlfauth, Sr.; 
Sec’y., Julius Struever; George Hoffman, G.

May 1, 1887, in the old Town Hall, 
twenty-four Presbyterians, by authority of 
the Cincinnati Presbytery organized the 
Church.

February 22, 1891, the congregation num- 
bered 84 adults with 160 children in Sun- 
day School. The first church was built at 
the corner. of Smith Road and Floral Ave- 
nue. The beautiful toned bell was a gift 
of the McQueety family. It could be heard 
over the entire village. 


Rey. Jeffery J. Hopkins was the first 
Pastor. The congregation steadily increased 
to 331, with Sunday School enrollment at 
593. ‘Through the leadership of Rev. Hop- 
kins and Elder Wm. E. Kreidler, the Evans- 
ton Presbyterian Church was founded as a 
Mission of Norwood in 1902. 


Rev. Hopkins became ill and was given 
a leave of absence. Rev. John FE. Ewalt, 
D.D.. of London, Ohio, then served as 
Stated Supply Minister. 


Rev. Hopkins resigned in September, 
1901. Rev. John C. Holliday, former Mod- 
erator of the Synod of Ohio, was installed 
in December, 1902. 


During Rev. Holliday’s pastorate the suc- 
cessful “Visitation Plan,” initiated by his 
predecessor, was extended to nine districts. 
The corps of Deaconesses was enlarged. 
Added responsibilities were given the Elders. 


Dr. Holliday died suddenly in February, 
1906, following a tour of the Holy Land. 
Rev. Edward Mack, who had served during 
Dr. Holliday’s absence, was recalled. He 
was succeeded in October, 1907, by Rev. 
George Wm. Shields. 


A new Sunday School Annex was built 
to house the Ren Mulford Sunshine Class 
and the Primary Department. This new 
addition was dedicated November 22, 1908: 


In November, 1911, the Mission and 
Sunday School in Oakley was established 
by the Norwood Church. The Oakley Mis- 
sion received its Charter and was organized 
November 13, 1913 becoming a self-support- 
ing church of the Cincinnati Presbytery. 


Rey. Shields continued his pastorate until 
November, 1919, when he voluntarily re- 
tired. The congregation unanimously elec- 
ted him Pastor Emeritus. 


In June, 1920 a new Pastor, the Rev. Wm. 
Tait Paterson was installed. He was a 
native of Glascow, Scotland, a graduate of 
the Lane Seminary Class of 1913, and for- 
mer Pastor of Buffalo Church, Cumberland, 
Ohio. The congregation decided to build 
a new church at the corner of Floral and 
Washington Avenues. This new church, of 


Gothic architecture, was dedicated April 6,. 


1924. Under Dr. Paterson the church made 
tremendous strides, A Mortgage Burning 
Ceremony was held on May 2, 1943. Par- 
licipants included Elder John A. Pendry, 
Trustee David Ramage, Elder Harrison S.

Elder R. Bruce Dunlap served as Super- 
intendent of the Sunday School from 1925 
until his death in 1939. The “Dunlap 
Memorial Chapel” is dedicated to his 
memory. 


During Rev. Paterson’s pastorate, extend- 
ing over 27 years, he also served as Modera- 
tor of the Cincinnati Presbytery, 1925-1926, 
and as Moderator of Synod of Ohio, 1927. 
Also, in 1927, the degree, Doctor of Divinity, 
was conferred upon him by Wooster Col- 
lege, Wooster, Ohio. He later served as 
Vice-Chairman, General Council of the 
General Assembly, the highest body of the 
Presbyterian Church. 

Dr. Paterson was a civic minded clergy- 
man, participating in many community 
movements, Fle was on the committee that 
formulated plans for a Norwood Y.M.C.A. 
and was also an active Kiwanian. 


Dr. Paterson accepted a call as Pastor 
of the Batavia, Ohio, Presbyterian Church 
in May, 1947. Rev. Vernon P. Marting, Jr., 
of Cincinnati, was engaged as Stated Supply 
Minister, until the new Pastor, Rev. Laur- 
ence L. Hucksoll, arrived. 


Rev. Hucksoll came to Norwood from the 
First Presbyterian Ghurch, Portsmouth, 
Ohio. He had received his Bachelor of 
Theology Degree from Princeton Seminary 
in 1939. He also attended the Princeton 
Institute and the Presbyterian Institute of 
Industrial Relations, New York City. He 
had served as Moderator of the Portsmouth, 
Ohio, Presbytery; Vice-Moderator of the 
Synod of Ohio, and is at present Moderator 
ofthe Cincinnati Presbytery. 


Rev. Hucksoll was installed in December, 
1917. Since his coming the church at large 
has engaged in the Evangelical New Life 
Program. A major achievement has been 
the complete renovation of the interiors 
of the ‘church buildings during the past 
two years. 

The Church membership now exceeds 
800. Eleven Members have dedicated their 
lives to full-time Christian Service: Rev. 
Jessie M. Tidball, Rev. Robert E. Yolton, 
Rev. Charles T. Martz, Rev. John S. Duley, 
Ju. Rev. David Ramage, Rev. Roland E. 
Keebler. Several have entered missionary 
service: Rev. Robert G. Rankin; Rev. John 
R. Fitzgerald, S. W. Indian Mission; Lida 
Kupham Pinney, Africa; Cora May Walton, 
China; Mary Seward Shields, Alaska.

The Rev. Joseph L. Schatz, commissioned

Two lots at the corner of Sherman and 
Walter Avenues, were given to the congre- 
gation by Harry W. Kahle and George F. 
Albers. The two-story frame. church was 
dedicated April 30, 1893. 


During the pastorate of Rev. Louis D. 
Benner, 1896-1901, the church debt was 
greatly reduced. Under Rev. Josias Friedli, 
1904-1906, the congregation increased to 250 
members. Under Rev. Victor J. ‘Tingler, 
1907-1913, membership increased to 345. In 
1910 an addition to the church was built 
to house the new pipe organ. One-half the 
cost was contributed by the Andrew Car- 
negie Corporation. 


Under Rev. George F. Zinn, 1914-1922, 
many difficulties were overcome especially 
during World War I, over services con- 
ducted in German. Rev. Zinn guided his 
congregation through these troubled times. 
When Rey. Zinn resigned in 1922 the 
church was prospering. 


Rev. Calvin M. Zenk, served from March, 
1922, to February, 1927. Membership 
steadily increased. In 1926, the Church 
property on Sherman Avenue was sold to 
the Y.M.C.A. for $21,000. The new Parish 
House on Sherwood Lane was dedicated on 
Thanksgiving Day, November 25, 1926. 

Rev. Louis D. Benner returned to Zion 
in August, 1927, and remained until 1931. 
A modern parsonage was erected, costing 
$16,000, plus land cost. 


November 1, 1931, Rev. Ben M. Herbster 
assumed the pastorate. This was during 
the world’s worst depression. During these 
lean years, the members formed a “coopera- 
tive” to help the unemployed. Odd jobs 
were solicited, home baked goods sold. Each 
week-end the proceeds were divided. ‘The 
venture attracted widespread attention, 


A new building committee was appointed: 
Chrm., Henry Portman; Vice-Chrm., Dr.- 
Wm. H. Rohdenburg, George N. Hartman, 
Fred Brandhorst, Henry J. Ramp, Mrs. Fred 
Hoelscher and Mrs. John Bauer. Stone was 
purchased from company that was dis- 
mantling old mansions in Walnut Hills, 
and stored on the rear of the church 
property. Later, a new church was com- 
pleted and dedicated, December 1, 1935. 
It seated 275 and cost $27,000.00. Great 
progress was made from January 10, 1941, 
to January 10, 1942. The 50th Anniversary 
was celebrated. New goals were set in 
finances, attendance and membership. Since 
1935, lawn fetes at Zion have become a 
community tradition. 

During World War IJ, over 100 men and 
women from the Church went into Mili- 
tary Service.

Have Built Well in Norwood 


The depression years, following 1929, 
proved a source of distress to fashion- 
conscious women. It was, as Winston 
Churchill remarked, a time of austerity. 
Fur garments were especially hard to get. 
The smart thing was to have the old fur 
re-styled, re-glossed, repaired. 

In 1931, just when Norwood’s women 
were most in need of such services, Hyman 
Skurow opened a small fur-repair shop on 
Montgomery Road. In a few months, word 
had got around: Hyman Skurow proved 
to be an experienced and highly skilled 
fur craftsman. More, he kept his word; 
was dependable. 

The demands for Hyman’s services multi- 
plied, compelling him to think in terms 
of expansion. His next move was to open 
a larger store at 4525 Montgomery Road. 
This soon, too, proved inadequate. In 
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HYMAN SkuUROW AND SON, SAUL 


1933, he formed a partnership with his 
brother Sam. They went forward together 
until the partnership was dissolved in 1940. 

Hyman’s “big break" came in 1914. He 
moved the business to 4523 Montgomery 


Road. The entire premises were remodeled. 
A fabulous fur-storage vault was con- 
structed, completely modern, with a capa- 
city of 3000 fur coats. 

In 19145, after three years in the U. S. 
Navy, Saul Skurow, the son, “who had 


grown up in the fur business,”” joined his 


father. ‘Lhe father’s know-how and_ the 
son's energy proved a winning combina- 
tion. In 1950, the store was again re- 
modeled; converted into a luxurious fur 
salon; one of the finest in Southern Ohio. 
At this time, the name was changed to 
Hyman Skurow & Son. The scope of opera- 
tions was expanded; every service inherent 
to the conduct of a modern fur-sales and 
servicing organization was announced. In 
1953, they introduced a custom-styling-and- 
tailoring department. Later, a compre- 


hensive women’s Sportswear Shop was 
added; and, still more recently, a complete 
department of women’s distinctive apparel 
creations and accessories. 

Hyman Skurow & Son have built well in

person came to the Children’s Chapel to 
pray for these service members; also on 
D-Day. 

On March 12, 1944, the mortgage was 
burned. In January, 1948, the membership 
was 500; in January, 1951, 600; and Janu- 
ary, 1957, 794. The Church conducts two 
services each Sunday morning, each is 
“packed to capacity.” The average attend- 
ance over several years has been almost 
50% of the inducted membership. 


September 28, 1952, a new 10-room addi- 
tion to the Parish House was dedicated. 


January 1, 1955, the women’s work of the . 


congregation was reorganized to follow the 
pattern recommended by the Evangelical & 
Reformed Church. The Ladies Aid Society, 
Loyal Daughters and Loyal Women, were 
combined to become the Women’s Guild. 
The men’s group became the Churchmen’s 
Brotherhood. 


November 4, 1956, marked the 25th An- 
niversary of Rev. Herbster’s Pastorate.

Grace Methodist Church

The Norwood Grace Methodist Church 
grew from the early development of a Sun- 
day School. The first meetings were held 
in members’ homes, then at the Ivanhoe 
Railroad Station, and later in a vacant 
house donated by William C. Baker. John 
Wesley Baker the moving spirit of the 
enterprise, was its first Sunday School Sup- 
erintendent. 

April 1, 1885 a Board of Trustees was 
elected: Dr. C.4 Ebersole, Dr... BE... W. 
Mitchell, John W. Baker, Ferdinand From- 
let, John G. Evans, Thomas W. Timberlake 
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John L. Coulter, Charles G. Strahley and 
Dr. L. H. Gratingy. 

August 24, 1885, a contract was let for 
construction of The Ivanhoe Methodist 
Episcopal Church at Ivanhoe and Mont- 
gomery Road. It was dedicated on June 6, 
1886. Charter Members were: John Wesley 
Baker, William D. Baker, Ralph Gratingy, 
Mrs. Rachel McMillan, Mrs. Evelyn A. 
Baker, Mrs. Garoline Davenport, Raleigh 


‘Gratingy, Mrs. Emma E. Moore, Alice Ward 


Baker, Dr. L. H. Gratingy, Edward McMil- 
lan and Mrs. James G. Moore. 

In 1905, Rev. C. G. Peale, the father of 
today’s famous Norman Vincent Peale, be- 
came Pastor, Soon after, a large two-acre 
lot, lying between Floral and Elsmere on 
Slane Avenue, was purchased. George 
Kramer, New York City architect, drew the 
plans and supervised construction. June II, 
1911, the new building was dedicated, just 
25 years after dedication of the first build- 
ing. A new name was adopted; The Grace 
Methodist Episcopal Church. Mr. W. R. 
Locke was building committee Chairman. 
Mr. Locke was over many years one of 
Norwood’s leading citizens. The old church 
building on Ivanhoe was sold to the Eng- 
lish Lutheran congregation, 


The new building with grounds had cost 
$45,000, a large sum in that day. In 1918 
a three-manual Moeller organ was installed. 


Grace Methodist Church has become one 
of the strong and effective churches serving 
Norwood Community. Many of its congre- 
gation come from other sections of the 
metropolitan area. 


When the Methodist Churches of Ameri- 
ca united in 1953, each church name was 
simplified to Methodist, thus Grace Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church became Grace 
Methodist Church. In 1954 the sanctuary 
was beautifully remodeled and a divided 
chancel effect achieved. 


Rev. Robert E. Miller came to Grace 
Methodist in June, 1955, having had suc- 
cessful pastorates in three former Churches. 
He holds an A.B. Degree from Ohio North- 
ern University and a B.D. from the Garrett 
Biblical Institute of Northwestern Uni- 
versity.

First Church of

The First Church of the Nazarene, dating 
from May 2, 1902, was the original Naza- 
rene. Ghurch in Greater Cincinnati. It was 
organized by Rev. E. E. Wordsworth, then 
Superintendent of the Ohio District. Ser- 
vices were held in a hall on Freeman 
Avenue and various other Cincinnati loca- 
tions before the present church, at Floral 
& Smith Road, Norwood, was purchased, 
September, 1923. Rev. Randall PL Fitch 
was named Pastor. 

Under Rev. Fitch, the mortgage was 
liquidated, extensive improvements were 
made, and a parsonage was purchased at 
4245 Forest Avenue. 

Under Rev. Paul G. Bassett, the Junior 
and Intermediate Youth Societies, as well 
as the first Vacation Bible School, were 
organized. The parsonage indebtedness of 
$14,500 plus interest was liquidated. The 
Church also was responsible for. the con- 
struction of an attractive cottage at the 
District Center, Lake St. Mary's, O. 

In the Spring of 1957, a two story Edu- 
cation addition to the present sanctuary 
was under construction. The building will 
accommodate a Sunday School of 500 mem- 
bers with over-flow seating for 175 in the 
sanctuary; also space for extra offices and 
storage. The estimated cost is $115,000. 

Rev. Bassett has been active in the com- 
munity, serving as Secretary- Treasurer and 
President of the Norwood Ministerial As- 
sociation, also as President of the Norwood 
Board of Control for the Weekday School. 


The Church now has 200 members and 
is one of 250 Nazarene Churches in the 
area once called the Ohio District. 
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The following Pastors served the Nor- 
wood Church: Rev. Washington Sherman, 
1922; Rev. Randall P. Fitch, 1922-1924; 
Rey. Seldon Dee Kelly, 1924-1929; Rev. C. 
A. Geeding, 1929-1939; Rey. J. E. Davidson, 
1939-1942; Rev. M. R. Fitch, 1942-1948; 
Rev. Paul G. Bassett, August, 1949-.

The first figure of prominence in the 
development of an Episcopalian Church in 
Norwood was Rev. John Haight. 


September, 1890, he was assigned to the 
_ “open Mission  field,’’ consisting of Nor- 
wood, Pleasant Ridge and neighboring 
communities. His first local services were 
held in the Old Methodist Church. In the 
Fall of 1890 the first Norwood Episcopal 
organization held a meeting at the home 
of Mrs. Mary E. Trivett, on Monroe Ave- 
nue. Those present were: Mr, and Mrs. 
J. S. Tompkins, Mr. and Mrs. H. L. Har- 
rington, Mr. and Mrs. J. R. Lindsay, T. W. 
‘Timberlake, G. H. Bonte, Mrs. Clara Chap- 
ple, Miss Isabella M. Chapple, Miss Annie 
E. Thompson, Mrs. Mary E. Trivett. 


June 8, 1891, the Norwood Episcopal 
organization decided to apply for recogni- 
tion as a permanent mission organization. 
Those signing the petition to organize as 
the Mission of the Good Shepherd were: 
George H. Bonte, May P. Bonte, Mrs. Clara 
Chapple, Mrs. J. M. Chapple, Miss Isabella 
M. Chapple, George Failor, Kate R. Failor, 
Fannie R. Harrington, H. L. Harrington, 
Elizabeth H. Jacob, Honora F. Jacob, Ger- 
trude Lindsay, J. R. Lindsay, Annie EF.

J. S. Tompkins, Secretary, submitted for- 
mal application to the Rt. Rey. Boyd Vin- 
cent, Assistant Bishop of the Episcopal 
Diocese, June 23, 1891. Permission to so 
organize was granted under the Canons of 
the Diocese, October 19, 1891. Rev. John 
Haight was named Priest-in-Charge. A lot 
was purchased at the intersection of Ash- 
land & Monroe Avenues. A frame church 
building, with capacity of 125 “‘free sit- 
tings,” was started. The-first service was 
held in the new church, July, 1892. Mr. 
Jacob of the congregation made the first 
Altar. A gift of $800 from William Procter 
was designated for pews. Mrs. Mary E. 
Trivett (whose home had served as the 
church for nearly two years) and who 
married Charles V. Haight, a congregation 
member, carved the Altar and Clergy seat. 
Mrs. Haight was a recognized artist. 


A Choisters Guild of 12 boys and four 
men was formed. It is interesting to note 
that the boys were paid 5¢ per Sunday, 
and were entertained and banqueted every 
month in order to hold their interest and 
attendance. The Woman's Guild purchased 
the carpet for the building and also as- 
sumed the Building Association dues on 
the $2000 obligation. 
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Rev. Haight resigned October .1, 1898. 
For three years, due to organization changes 
created by the Episcopal Associate Mission 
of Cincinnati, the local rectorate situation 
was uncertain. 


August 1, 1902, Rev. Richard McClellan 
Brown came to the Norwood Church. April 
13, 1903, a special meeting was held to 
institute a Parish and to elect Delegates to 
the Diocesan Convention. Those elected 
were: J. Parker Gale, Senior Warden; A. S. 
Matchette, Junior Warden; Vestrymen, C. 
H. M. Atkins, John A. Church, G. P. Evans, 
H. L. Harrington, F. K. Jones, William H. 
Knight, Jackson W. Sparrow, Thomas W. 
Timberlake. Alternate Delegates to the 
Convention were: Jackson W. Sparrow and 
A. S. Matchette. The signers of the peti- 
tion were: Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Bell, Miss 
Jeanne Beresford, Miss Eunice J. Darby, 
Lamont Durbrow, Lottie Failor, Mr. and 
Mrs. G. P. Evans, Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Floto, J. Parker Gale, Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
V. Haight, Mrs. Henry Jacob, Harry Jacob, 
Miss Honora Jacob, Fred K. Jones, Miss 
Agnes Kennedy, Mrs. Hattie D. Knight, 
Miss Laura Knight, Miss Anna Martin, 
Mary F. McC. Rockwell, George H. Singer, 
Mrs. Mary E. Sparrow, Jackson W. Sparrow, 
Miss Annie E. Thompson, Mr. and Mrs. 
T. W. Timberlake. 


At the 29th Annual Convention of the 
Diocese of Southern Ohio, May 27 and 28, 
1903, the newly established Parish was 
admitted into the union with the Conven- 
tion and its Delegates seated. Rev. Richard 
McC. Brown became Good Shepherd's first 
Rector. 


Rey. Francis H. Richey came to the 
pastorate in 1909. A new Parish House 
was built that year. Plans for a new 
church were formulated. S. John Adkins, a 
skilled architect, solved the problem of a 
suitable building on a triangular lot. The 
design is 15th Century Gothic. The con- 
struction is brick and stone. The high 
inner walls are finished in Caen stone. ‘The 
Cruciform interior follow ancient cathedral 
construction. Dedication services were held 
on Whitsunday, May 31, 1914. The Rt. 
Rev. Theodore L. Reese, D.D., Bishop Co- 
ajutor and the local clergy participated. 


Rev. George T. Lawton, S.T.D., took 
charge on February 1, 1917. He saw the 
church through the closing years of World 
War I and the depression era of the early 
30's. During his incumbency a Rectory was 
purchased at 4429 Ashland Avenue. The 
mortgage debt was reduced to $5000. He 
was a tireless worker and played an active 
part in community affairs. He resigned 
May 1, 1937, to assume a Rectorship in the 
Diocese of Quincy, Illinois. 


The pattern of brief tenure now repeated 
itself. During Rev. James T. Marshall's 
tenure, the present brick Rectory at 3812 
Floral was purchased. Following his resig- 
nation, there was no full-time Rector for 
two years and nine months. 


The church lost membership until Rey. 
James E. Charles was installed, September 
1, 1946. Under his leadership the church 
made many improvements and was freed 
of debt. On May 22, 1949 an impressive 
consecration service was held. The Senior 


Warden, Ralph Gordon, presented the in- 
struient of Donation to the Rt. Rev. Henry 
Wise Hobson, D.D., Bishop of the Diocese 
of Southern Ohio. 


Rev. Charles retired in September, 1954. 
Rev. William B. Atkinson, Ph.D., served as 
Deacon in Charge, until the arrival of Rev. 
Donald M. Nickson, July 1, 1955. Rev. 
\tkinson remained as Curate, following his 
Ordination on November 10, 1956.

Norwood Baptist Church 


REY. MITCHELL S. SEIDLER 


The Duck Creek Baptist Church was one 
of eight Baptist churches founded by Rev. 
B. F. Harmon, the father of Hon. Judson 
Harmon, former Governor of Ohio. 


Under his leadership a lot was purchased 
and church erected at Sherman and Station 
Avenues. The new church was dedicated 
April 19, 1892. 

October 12, 1893, following the demise of 
Rev. Harmon,” Rev. (CG Ci Cox'* became 
Pastor and served until October 1, 1895. 
He was succeeded by Rev. Emerson L. Swift, 
who served until September, 1900. 


Rev. John S. Sowers became [Pastor in 
February, 1901. The membership grew. 
Three Sunday School rooms and a Pastor's 
study were added. By legal procedure the 
name was changed to “The Norwood Bap- 
tist Church.” The building, however, was 
still called “The Harmon Memorial.’’ The 
new corporation was dated July 30, 1901. 
Rey, Sowers resigned in January, 1910. 


Dr. Clarence E. Lapp began as Pastor 
in April, 1910. By this time a fund had 
been created to erect a larger church. 
Ground was broken for the present build- 
ing on Courtland Avenue in July, I911. 
The cornerstone was laid, with the Honor- 
able Judson Harmon as speaker, November, 
1913. Dr. Lapp resigned because of ill 
health October, 1915. 


Dr. William G. Everson became Pastor 
in January, 1916. The new building was 
completed and dedication services held dur- 
ing the week of October 14, 1919. 


During Dr. Everson’s absence as Colonel 
in World War I service, the Rev. F. L. 
Fraser and Rev. Lummis served as acting 
Pastors. 


Rev. Miles W. Smith became Pastor in 
February, 1922, serving until June, 1924. 
Membership was then approximately 600. 
The property at 4439 Ashland Avenue was 
purchased. A parsonage was established in 
November, 1923. 


Dr. F. G. Cressey, of Granville, served as 
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acting Pastor from November, 1924, to 
April, 1925. 

Rey. Leland Jerome Powell came to the 
church May, 1925, from Richmond, Va. In 
March, 1928, the inerior of the building 
was remodeled, decorated and a new light- 
ing system installed, In January, 1939, the 
property adjoining the church was  pur- 
chased in anticipation of expansion. 


April, 1941 the 75th Anniversary (Dia- 
mond Jubilee) was celebrated. The new 
educational building was completed in 1952. 
Dr. Leland J. Powell retired in 1954 after 
29 years as Pastor. Rev. Mitchell $. Seidler 
succeeded him in February, 1955. The Sun- 
day School attendance now averages 800 per 
Sunday. The church membership is ap- 
proximately 1500.

Church of Christ 


PREACHER: C. H. WOODROOF 


The group movement to establish a Nor- 
wood Church of Christ began’ to function 
on September 4, 1940. 

For several months, the group met regu- 
larly on Wednesday nights at their respec- 
tive homes. 


A plan to organize the congregation and 
build) a church was_ resolutely adopted. 
February, 1941, the tirst Lord’s Day meet- 
ing was held with 15 adults present, April, 
1941, the group, now expanded to a con- 
gregation, began to meet in a store building 
at 2359 Norwood Avenue, with Lonzie B. 
Meece as Preacher. April, 1953, the present 
church at 2312 Indian Mound Avenue, was 
completed. 


The Church of Christ has no creed but 
Christ, no rule book but the Bible. If the 
church had a motto it would probably be, 
“where the Scriptures speak, we speak, 
where they are silent, we are silent.” The 
Church of Christ does not have an ordained 
minister. It does have a preacher, a mem- 


ber of the congregation, but he has no. 


special power or authority. Each Church 
of Christ is ruled by a group of Elders also 
chosen from the congregation. 


Lonzie B. Meece served as Preacher the 
first four years. He was followed by O. D. 
Johns, FE. Hall, Alvin Bullington and Gas- 
ton Cogdell. 


The present Elders are: John B. Broadus, 
Carmel Garrett, Ben Knott and Lonzie B. 
Meece. The Deacons are: Cecil Hoopen- 
garner, Byrl Roberts, John Yeager, Melvin 
Bobo and Herbert Beck. 


The present Sunday School attendance 
averages 200. Plans are under way to build 
an auditorium, to seat 300, over the present 
basement building. The present rooms will 
then be converted into classrooms. 
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First Methodist 
Episcopal Church 


REV. LEONARD A. DONNALLY 


The First Methodist Episcopal Church 
of Norwood had its beginning early in 1881 
when a zealous few adherents to the Faith 
inet for Prayer. These early Methodists took 
their turn in the Town Hall, where various 
other denominations also held services. 


The Board of Trustees held their first 
meeting January 20, 1885. Dr. D. J. Starr, 
presiding Elder of the East Cincinnati Dis- 
trict, called the meeting. S. B. Markland 
was clected President and Philip Straus, 
Secretary. Other Board Members were: 
John H. McGowan, J. H. Locke, Wm. A. 
Simpkinson, Thos. J. Ware, W. E. Zoller, 
FE. S. Emmerson and J. W. Locke. Mr. 
Emmerson resigned. Dr. Weyer was elected 
to fill the vacancy. 


Rev. G. L. Tufts of Pleasant Ridge was 
named Pastor. The first objective was to 


build a church. Mrs. E. Wooley, Mr. and: 


Mrs. John Wooley, John Arnold and Mrs. 
E. V. Arnold donated a lot at the corner 
of Harris and Wesley Avenues. Ground was 
broken August 11, 1885. The cornerstone 
was laid September 28, 1885, by Dr. D. J. 
Starr, assisted by Dr. W. N. Brodbeck and 
Rev. C. W. Rishell. 


Norwood first appears in the Conference 
minutes in the appointments of 1886 with 
Rev. C. W. Ketcham, D.D., as Presiding 
Elder and Rev. R. B. Oliver as Pastor. 
Membership included 20 adults with 50 
children in the Sunday School. The church 
was incorporated in August, 1885 as ‘lhe 
Methodist Episcopal Church of Norwood, 
Ohio. 


It was dedicated by Bishop J. M. Wal- 
den, D.D., on Sunday May 2, 1886, the first 
Protestant Church in Norwood. Dr. D. J. 
Starr, Bishop Joyce, D.D., and Dr. J. J. 
Reid, respectively, conducted morning, after- 
noon and evening services. 


‘The following people were received into 
the Church on dedication date: J. M. Ban- 
croft, Mary E. Bancroft, Fmma Bancroft, 
Mollie Beckett, Maude Beckett, Emma Gun- 
niss, S. B. Markland, Mrs. S. F. Markland, 
Philip Straus, Louisa Straus, Elizabeth 
Smith, Wm. FE. Zoller, Dennis Zoller, Edward 
Zoller and Lucy Zoller. 


Rev. John FE. Berry became Pastor in 
1900. He served until the Church was 
destroyed by fire, June 25, 1903. 


The old ‘Town Hall, occupying the sight 
of the present City Hall of Norwood, was 
the cradle of nearly all Protestant Churches 
in Norwood. First Church was no excep- 
tion. After the fire, First Church went back 
to the Hall. Later, with the courage charac- 
teristic of all pioneers the congregation 
purchased three lots on Elm Avenue at the 
corner of Station Avenue. 


The corner stone was laid on June 5, 
1903. The First Methodist in Norwood was 
the first concrete church erected in Ohio. 
It was built in Gothic style of rough-face 
finished concrete blocks. 


Dedication was held on Sunday, New 
Year's Day, 1904. Bishop Henry Spellmeyer 


and Bishop John M. Walden gave ritualistic 
sermons. 


Sunday, April 21, 1918 a new building of 
Religious and Physical Education was dedi- 
cated. Bishop Leete preached in the morn- 
ing. Hon. Frank B. Willis, ex-Governor of 
Ohio, gave the evening address, assisted by 
the church Pastor, Rev. N. T. Stockstill, 
and Dr. W. H. Wherly, Superintendent of 
the Cincinnati District. 

The following Pastors have served the 
chureh since its inception: Rev. E. T. Lane, 
three months; Rev. George J. Johnson, three 
months; Rey. R. B. Oliver, one year; Rev. 
T. J. Harris, two years, six months; Rev. 
W. H. Benham, four months; Rev. J. A. 
Easton, one year; Rev. George V. Morris, 
1891-1894; Rev. M. FE. Ketcham, 1894-1895; 
Rev. W. L. Y. Davis, 1895-1900; Rev. John 
F. Berry, 1900-1906; Rev. Jesse Lee Corley, 
1906-1911; Rev. H. E. Armacost, 1911-1914; 
Rev. W. T. Stockstill, 1914-1920; Rev. E. L. 
Motter, 1920-1923; Rev. R. J. Beard, 1923- 
1927; Rev. F: G: Markley, 1927-1933; Rev, 
C. F. Bowman, 1933-1938; Rev. Kenneth S. 
Leary, 1938-1943; Rev. Wilbur A. Vorhis,

Norwood Christian Church 


REV. CHARLES A. MALOTTE 


July, 1897, Elkana Meyers, a local resi- 
dent, was attracted by a FOR SALE OR 
RENT sign on the vacant Berea Baptist 
Church on Smith Road, opposite Feldman’s 
Feed Company, 

Mr. Meyer, a member of the Central 
Christian Church, Ninth Street, Cincinnati, 
was aware of Norwood’s rapid growth. This 
encouraged him to propose a local Disciple 
Church to his Pastor, Rev. A. M. Harvout. 


Their discussion brought action in the 
next few weeks. The vacant church was 
rented. Rev, Harvout then conducted a 
three-weeks meeting in it to determine 
whether enough members might. be ob- 
tained to support a local Disciple Church. 


‘The response was heartening. On De- 
cember 5, 1897, with 30 members present, 
Norwood Christian Church was formed. 
Flkana Meyers agreed to act as the cus- 
todian. Other members assisted with cut- 
ting the wood for the fires and pumping 
water for the baptistery.

September 21, 1899, the Smith Road 
Church was purchased for $1,500 plus $307 
in assessments and a lifetime $150-per-year 
annuity to Mrs. Crosley, the former owner. 


In May, 1908, during the pastorate of 
Rev. W. J. Shelburne, a lot was purchased 
on Washington Avenue near Montgomery 
Road. The first unit of the new building 
was dedicated Faster Sunday, April 12, 
1914. The new Pastor, Rev. C. R. Stauffer, 
led a Sunday School Faster Parade of 1085 
adherents from the old church to the new 
for dedicatory services. 


Rev. J. H. MacNeill became the Pastor 
in November, 1922. The congregation 
agreed to complete the church building, 
with a sanctuary seating capacity of 750 
(which may be expanded to 1000); a Moel- 
ler pipe organ; class rooms to accommodate 
a Sunday School of 1200. About $152,000 
was invested. Dedication services were held 
April 19, 1928. 


Rev. Wilford H. McLain became Pastor 
in September, 1931. During his tenure the 
Mortgage Burning Ceremony was observed. 
Mr. and Mrs. ‘T. J. McFarlan purchased 
the property at 2128 Washington Avenue, 
next to the church, and presented the deed 
to this property to the church in memory 
of their daughter, Ruth McFarlan Evans, 
December 25, 1938. 


December 5, 1947, the congregation cele- 
brated the Golden Jubilee. Two Charter 
Members were present: Mrs. George N. 
Devou and Mrs. Sally Reppert. ‘The guest 
speaker was Dr. Stephen J. Corey, President 
Emeritus, College of The Bible, Lexington, 
Kentucky. 


Rev. Charles A. Malotte, became Pastor 
June 1, 1955. Plans for the first parsonage 
at 5216 Parmalee Place were announced. 


Rey. Malotte inaugurated the Pastor's 
Preparatory Classes, a six-weeks session, 
conducted semi-annually. He also organized 
the congregation into eight Functional 
classifications: Worship, Property, Educa- 
tional, Stewardship, Membership, Evangel- 
ism, Christian Action and Community 
Service, and World Outreach. All women’s 
organizations are under the classification, 
Christian Women’s Fellowship.

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Norwood Wesleyan 
Methodist

As in apostolic times, and typical of the 
development of Methodism in England and 
the United States, Norwood Wesleyan 
Methodist began at a cottage prayer meet- 
ing, led by Rev. Donald C. Fisher, in 
November, 1946. 


This faithful group took option on a lot 
at 5407 Warren Avenue. Here, under a big 
tent, they established the Norwood Wes- 
leyan Methodist Church on May 15, 1947. 


In August, 1917, ground was broken to 
construct the first secton of the new build- 
ing. Half of the construction was volunteer 
work done by the members. They com- 
pleted the basement which now has a 
substantial cash value, unencumbered. 


The Sunday School, starting with .50 
members in May, 1947, had increased to 
225 at the Easter service in 1950. The new 
church, valued at $75,000 was completed 
and dedicated May, 1951. A parsonage at 
5420 Hunter Avenue was purchased in 1932. 


The Church is noted for its friendliness 
and holds evangelistic services each Sunday 
evening. A special series of three evan- 
gelistic services are conducted each year. 


The members are pledged to tithing and 
by this means have given liberal support 
to Foreign and Home Missionary Work, 
also to Marion College, Marion, Indiana, 
the church college for this area. Weekday 
Religious Education classes are conducted 
in the church. 


Rey. Fisher, founder and Pastor of the 
church, was elected President of the Ohio 
Conference of the Wesleyan Methodist 
Church, with headquarters in Westerville, 
Ohio, at the 1953 Annual Session of the 
denominational conference. Rev. Walter F. 
McKee succeeded him as Pastor of the 
Norwood church in August, 1953. 


The Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-Day Saints

The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day 
Saints has had members in the Cincinnati 
area since 1831, when Lyman White, an 
Elder, organized a group of 100 members. 
Periodically since 1831, missionaries have 
visited the Cincinnati area but the Church 
was not organized until 1913. ‘he First 
Presidency of the Church in Salt Lake City 
appointed Charles V. Anderson to the posi- 
tion of President of the Church in Cincin- 
nati. Mr. Anderson held this position froin 
1913 to 1936. At that time there were 
about 25 members. Many of the original 
100 members had moved away. 

In 1913, the members met in the 1300 
block, Walnut Street, Gincinnati. After 
several removals to other localities, the 
Church of Salt Lake City in 1913 purchased 
property at 216 Orchard Street, Cincinnati. 


Meetings were held there until 1912, when 
the congregation moved to the former 
Jewish Synagogue on Victory Parkway, 
across from the Alms Hotel. This property 
was sold to the Catholic Church in 1956, 


On September 9, 1956, the Church. re 
moved to Bosworth Place, Norwood, claim- 
ing membership of 625.

The Lutheran Church of 


Our Savior 
REV. EMIL C. F. HARTMANN 


Originally, the Lutheran Church of Own 
Savior, now located at Williams & Elsmere 
Avenue, was founded in September, 1900, 
and incorporated as The Evangelical Luth 
eran Church of Christ in Cincinnati. “This 
created an era of contention in the Missouri 
Synod, the ecclesiastical headquarters o! 
this faith. The Synod had previously recog 
nized the former Trinity Lutheran Church 
as the representative congregation in Cin 
cinnati, and members of old Trinity voiced 
strenuous objections to official recognition 
of the new church. 


The original Evangelical Lutheran Church 
of Christ was therefore dissolved in March, 
1902; but immediately resolved to form a 
new congregation under the name of The 
Evangelical Lutheran Church of Our Savior 
First services were held in Grand Army 
Hall. Race Street, Cincinnati. There were 
several removals to new places of worship, 
but the congregation steadily increased over 
the next ten years. Incorporation was offi 
cially effected on July 5, 1905. 

Rey. Frederick W. Kroencke was named 
Pastor in March, 1907. Under his energetic 
leadership the congregation prospered. On 
May 10, 1914, the congregation dedicated 
its new church in Norwood at the cornei 
of Williams and Elsmere Avenues. ‘The 
Charter Members were: F. C. Schlueter, 
A. C. Dotzauer, Harry G. Dotzauer, Harry 
Meyer, Harry G. Miller, William Miller, 
and Fred G. Miller. 

In November, 1926, Rev. Kroencke re- 
signed to join the faculty at Valparaiso 
University, Valparaiso, Indiana. During his 
pastorate, the membership had more than 
doubled, numbering 214 communicants. He 
was succeeded by Rev. Theodore Walz, 
November 26, 1926. The church soon out 
grew its physical plant. On March 14, 1927 
with a membership of approximately 250, 
the congregation negotiated a loan in the 
amount of $75,000 to build a new church 
and purchase a parsonage. The present 
church, of Tudor Gothic architecture, was 
dedicated on June 28, 1928. 

Rey. Walz, after completing fifty years 
in the ministry of the Lutheran Church, 
Missouri Synod, resigned. This was ob- 
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served by a “Golden Anniversary of the 
Ordination of our Pastor,” November 12, 
1945. 


He was succeeded by Rev. Emil C. F. 
Hartmann, Sunday, November 25, 1945. 
The debt-free congregation held a Mortgage 
Burning Service, January 29, 1949. 


Many improvements were made in the 
next few years. The Sunday School rooms 
and the kitchen were remodeled. The 
building at 3959 Elsmere was improved to 
house the Primary Department of the Sun- 
day School, with church offices on the 
second floor. A new parsonage was erected 
at 6055 E. Galbraith Road, Cincinnati, in 
1952. 


On June 5, 1955. Trinity Sunday, the 
50th Anniversary service was held, with 
Rev. John W. Behnken. D_D.. President of 
the Lutheran Church, Missouri Synod. as 
speaker. The congregation had increased 
to 730 members. including over 500 com- 
municants. A new chancel stained glass 
window, in the memory of Mr. and Mrs. 
Hartford F_ Philips, was installed for this 
Anniversary service. In 1957 a large Youth 
Building to the rear of the church was 
completed.

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CATHOLIC CHURCHES AND PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS 
AND MOUNT ST. MARY OF THE WEST 


A Gateway to the Priesthood 
Dating from 1829 — Famed 
Throughout the Nation 


The saga of Mount Saint Mary’s Semi- 
nary of the West began in 1829. 


The roistering town of Cincinnati boasted 
25,000 inhabitants. 


The Catholics in the far-flung Cincinnati 
Diocese were widely scattered. For many, 
their only hope of spiritual ministrations 
came from the occasional visits of itinerant 
Catholic Missionaries. The need was for 
more priests, more churches, more schools. 


A great leader arose to meet the chal- 
lenge; Bishop Edward Fenwick. For his 
legendary contributions to the pioneer Dio- 
cese of Cincinnati, he is today accounted 
an immortal. 


On May 11, 1829 Bishop Fenwick founded 
the first Catholic institution for the edu- 
cation of the clergy of the Diocese of 
Cincinnati at the college and theological 
levels. The first institution was called the 
“Seminary of Saint Francis Xavier.” Two 
years later he merged the Seminary with 
the Athenaeum. The Seminary changed 


location several times during the first de-. 


cades of Catholicism in the Northwest 
Territory. In 1839 the Seminary was moved 
to St. Martin, Brown County, Ohio; in 
18145, moved back to Sycamore Street, Cin- 
cinnati, and then to 325 West Eighth, 
Cincinnati, in 1848. In 1851 Mt. St. Mary's 
was moved to a more permanent residence 
on Price Hill by Archbishop Purcell. In 
1904 when the Price Hill property was 
deeded over to the Sisters of the Good 
Shepherd, the Seminary was moved to larger 
quarters in Mount Washington, the former 
home of St. Gregory’s Preparatory School. 
For the following nineteen years liberal arts 
and theology were taught at the Mount 
Washington institution. In the Autumn of 
1923 the Seminary was established in the 
new building in Norwood. 
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There were twenty-six students of Theol- 
ogy registered for the year 1865. From that 
time the student body increased rapidly. 
When the present Seminary was dedicated 
by the Apostolic Delegate, Archbishop 
Pietro Fumasoni-Biondi, in 1923, there were 
176 students for the four-year Theology 
course. The prelates of Cincinnati, the 
Faculty and the student body have ever 
tried to respond to the exhortation of Arch- 
bishop Purcell, addressed to the faithful of 
Cincinnati in 1854, to make Mount Saint 
Mary of the West, “an institution to which 
we can look with joyous hope for priests 
who will be a light to those in the dark- 
ness, a guide and a support to those who 
are faithful, and a consolation to those 
who are dying.” 


PURPOSE AND AIM: 


The Athenaeum of Ohio conducts St. 
Gregory's Seminary in Mt. Washington and 
Mt. St. Mary's Seminary of the West in 
Norwood, as institutions of higher learning 
to prepare young men for the Roman 
Catholic Priesthood. Both Seminaries are 
administered and staffed by Priests of the 
Archdiocese of Cincinnati. The students of 
the Athenaeum are drawn mainly from the 
Midwestern States and are trained for the 
work of diocesan Priests in that area. 


The. Athenaeum of Ohio, through it’s 
Seminaries, is primarily interested in de- 
veloping men of holiness and character. 
Another main objective is the imparting of 
the knowledge necessary for the priestly 
ministry. Since the priesthood is a divine 
vocation, it calls for an outlook on life that 
is based on faith and certain traits of 
character which must necessarily distinguish 
the priest from men of other professions. 
The Athenaeum’s program has been de- 
veloped with a view to these requirements 
for moral and intellectual attainment. ‘The 
Seminary rule-of-life with its spiritual exer- 
cises aims at developing men who will excel 
in virtue. 


The curriculum of the Athenacum is 
geared to the intellectual preparation of a 
diocesan priest. This curriculum, however, 
is broad enough in scope to include the 
spiritual and cultural formation of a com- 
prehensive liberal education. Accordingly 
the Athenaeum’s program embraces a four- 
year liberal arts college, a graduate program 
in ‘Thomistic Philosophy and four years of 
the theological sciences. 

The Athenaeum seeks to impart a gen- 
eral education in keeping with the direc- 
tives of Pope Pius XI for the training of 
future priests: “The dignity of the 
office the Priest holds demands more than 
purely ecclesiastical learning. The priest 
must be graced with the knowledge and 
culture that distinguish the well-bred and 
highly educated people of this modern day 

. Among the clergy, none may remain 
content with a standard of learning and 
culture which sufficed in other times. They 
are disciplined to attain the higher stand- 
ards of education and of learning. It must 
be broader and more complete; and it must 
correspond to the general higher level and 
wider scope of modern education.” (Pope 
Pius XI, The Catholic Priesthood.) 


Since the studies at Mt. St. Mary’s Semi- 
nary cover the broad fields of philosophy, 
education, theology, church history, and 
Sacred Scriptures, its library is accordingly 
very extensive. The main section is located 
on the first floor of the South wing and 
contains 24,000 volumes which deal pri- 
marily with philosophy and the ecclesiasti- 
cal subjects. In the Moeller Hall there are 
15,000 volumes which deal principally with 
literature, the social sciences, and the fine 
arts. 


The Athenaeum Library possesses a nota- 
ble collection of incunabula. Among these 
are two German Bibles which were printed 
before the appearance of Martin Luther's 
much-heralded “first” version of the Bible 
in German. One of the Bibles was printed 
in Low German in 1478; the other in High 
German in 1483, Iff the Library's collection 
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of manuscripts is a thirteenth century vel- 
lum copy of the Liber Sententiarum of 
Peter Lombard, which for a long time was 
the standard text in the schools of theology. 


The 125th Anniversary Celebration and 
the 25th Annual Commencement of the 
Athenaeum of Ohio, Mt. St. Mary’s Semi- 
nary of the West and St. Gregory’s Semi- 
nary, was celebrated with a Pontifical Mass 


at SS. Peter & Paul Church, Norwood, on 
December 22, 1956. The Celebrant was, 
Most Rev. John J. Carberry, Ph.D., J.C.D., 
S.T.D., Coadjutor Bishop of Lafayette. 
Mt. St. Mary's Seminary is a member of 
the Ohio College Association and is one 
of the oldest Catholic Seminaries in the 
U.S. The institution takes pride in its high 
scholastic standards and faculty of national 


reputation, “They house an extremely valu 
able collection of art treasures, Lhe 1957 
enrollment is 305.

St. Elizabeth Church 
Founded in 1884

The story of St. Elizabeth Church is 
inextricably woven into the fabric of Nor- 
wood's history; not alone because it has 
been a citadel of faith but equally for its 
unceasing humanitarian services to the com- 
munity. 


The story begins in 1884. In that year 
there were only five dwellings in the 
- neighborhood of the present church; and 
perhaps not more than a dozen Catholic 
families in the village. To attend Mass on 
Sundays and Holidays, these hardy pioneers 
had to plod for miles through dust, mud 
or slush to the nearest Catholic churches; 
to St. Francis de Sales or the Church of the 
Assumption in Walnut Hills or to St. 
Aloysius Orphan Home on Reading Road. 
In those days, Sherman avenue was a foot- 
path called Massman’s Lane. Mills, Carter 
and Cleveland avenues were mud_ roads. 
Hopkins avenue was a country highway. 
Occasionally, one of the better-to-do fami- 
lies had a horse and buggy. 


In today’s soft world it seems almost 
unbelievable that so few could aspire to so 
much. Yet the fact remains; these few 
Catholic families wanted a Tabernacle of 
their own, convenient to their homes, and 
they got it. 

First, they appealed to the Very Reverend 
Dean Herman Ferneding of St. Paul's for 
guidance on how to pursue their ambitions 
to organize a Norwood parish. He suggested 
they first look over available sites in West 
Norwood. The volunteer group met under 
an apple tree on a Summer afternoon early 
in 1884, near the present intersection of 
Lincoln and Ivanhoe avenues. The group 
included Joseph W. Fritsch, John H. 
Schulte, Edward Schlichte, Joseph Sievers, 
Frank Tensi, J. Stephen Bokenkotter, Henry 
Wissman, Henry Overberg, Bernard Bier- 
korte, Henry A. Roling and Louis Bruns. 


Next, a meeting was held at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. J. Stephen Bokenkotter on 
Allison street; August’ 31, 1884. Officers 
were elected and a proposition submitted 
to build a Catholic church on a lot at Mills 
and Carter avenues; this lot to be donated 
to the Archdiocese of Cincinnati by Joseph 
F. Mills and Bonneville Klein. The officers 
chosen -were: Pres., Henry Wissman; Vice- 
Pres., John Tensi; Treas., J. Stephen Boken- 
kotter; First Sec'y, Joseph W. Fritsch; Sec- 
ond Sec'y, Frank Tensi. It was further 
agreed that the organization should bear 
the name of The St. Joseph Men’s Society. 


A delegation then conferred with Rev. 
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St. ELIZABETH CHURCH AT MILES AND CARTER AVENUES 


Joseph W. Kilgenstein, O.F.M., Chaplain of 
St. Aloysius’ Orphan's Home, to seek the 
assistance of the Franciscan Fathers in the 
establishment of a parish. This was agreed 
on, subject to. the approval of Archbishop 
Elder. The Archbishop sent his Vicar Gen- 
eral, the Very Rev. John C. Albrinck, Ph.D., 
to consult with the group. The Archbishop 
accepted the gift of Messrs. Mills and Kline 
on the condition that the size of the lot 
be doubled, extending 100 feet on Mills 
avenue and 234 feet or Carter, and stipulat- 
ing that the foundation of the church must 
be laid before the first of the year. 


There was one interesting change. At 
the request of the Most Rey. Archbishop, 
the proposed name for the church, “The 
Most Holy Redeemer,” was changed to “St. 
Elizabeth.” This has always been construed 
as evidence of esteem for Mr. Fritsch, who 
had been a tireless leader in behalf of the 
new church,.and whose wife’s name was 
Elizabeth. 


Sunday, October 13, 1886, became the day 
of dedication. The ceremony of blessing 
and dedication was performed by the Very 
Rey. John C. Albrinck. 


Participants in the dedication service 
were: Very ‘Rev. John C. Albrinck, V.C., 
Pastor of Holy Trinity Church; Very Rev. 
Dean Herman Ferneding, Pastor of St. 
Paul’s Church, the Celebrant; Rev. August 


~Quatman, Pastor of St. Francis de Sales was 


Deacon; Rev. John French, C.SS.C., of St. 
Joseph’s College was sub-Deacon; Rev. J. 
Herman Burwinkel, Chaplain of St. Joseph's 


Maternity Hospital was Master of Cere- 
monies; ‘The Holy Trinity Choir sang the 
High Mass. The Altar Boys, from Holy 
Trinity, were; Joseph Santen, Otto Tobe, 
Frank Kelly, Louis Buse and Edward J. 
Williams. 


Rey. Francis M. Varelmann was the first 
résident priest. Ground was broken for the 
new church on July 13, 1901. The new 
building was dedicated May 17, 1903. The 
construction is of the Italian renaissance in 
the ancient Byzantine basilica form; built 
of stone; with interior in the design of the 
Cross. 


Father Varelmann’s Golden Sacerdotal 
Jubilee was held in June, 1926. He re- 
signed, November 17, 1930, to become Chap- 
lain of St. Joseph’s Infant Asylum. 


On November 31, 1930, the Most Rev. 
John T. McNicholas appointed Rev. Francis 
A. Gressle as administrator and acting 
Pastor. On October 7, 1933, Father Gressle 
was appointed irremovable Pastor of St. 
Flizabeth Church. June 16, 1934, marked 
the 25th Anniversary of Father Gressle’s 
ordination to the Priesthood. 


On June 4, 1944, Father Gressle became 
Very Rev. Monsignor Gressle. Five years 
later, January 28, with the Most Rev. 
Archbishop McNicholas officiating, Father 
Gressle received another high ecclesiastical 
honor, becoming Right Reverend Monsignor 
Francis A. Gressle.

In the years following 1900, the erection 
of several large industrial plants in the 
growing community of Norwood and the 
opening of a promising suburb by the Nor- 
wood Heights Company caused a consider- 
able influx of Catholics to that district. 
The original territory, which contained an 
area of five square miles, was bound on 
the North by Kennedy Heights, on the 
East by the Pennsylvania and Cincinnati- 
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Lebanon Railroad, on the South by the 
Baltimore & Ohio Bridge, and on the West 
by Reading Road in Bond Hill. 


October 28, 1906, the Parish was organ- 
ized with Rey. Bernard J. Beckmeyer as 
Pastor. The first Mass was read in the 
First National Bank Hall, where the altar 
and other necessities for divine service were 
very simple, but good will and words of 
encouragement were not lacking. Later, 
arrangements were made for services to be 
held in a large store room at 4936 Mont- 


gomery Road. 


By November 15, 1906, the visitation of 
the Parish was finished by Rev. Beckmeyer, 
and fifty families were found to be mem- 
bers. Plans were made by the growing 
congregation for a church and school, and 
in the Spring of 1907 work began on a 
frame building on the southeast corner of 
an 18-acre tract taken over by Archbishop 
Henry Moeller from the Norwood Heights 
Company. Work proceeded rapidly. The 
finished Church, costing about $7000 seated 
350 persons. Three classrooms were in the 
rear. The structure was intended to serve 
only until the erection of a permanent 
church. 


Dedication of the little frame church 
took place on July 21, 1907. In the morn- 
ing a parade formed at Montgomery Road 
and Harris Avenues marching North on 
Montgomery Road to the church. George 
Grote was Grand Marshall. Hover's Band 
furnished the music. Archbishop Moeller 
officiated at the dedication. The first 
Solemn Mass was sung by Rev. John Feld- 
man. In the afternoon one of the bells 
was Blessed, and SS. Peter & Paul had a 
church edifice. 


The early days of the pastorate of Rev. 
Beckmeyer were days of sacrifice. With the 


exception of two months, when he lived in 
a classroom, Father Beckmeyer commuted 
daily from his parish to his place of resi- 
dence at the Rectory of St. Francis DeSales, 
Woodburn Avenue, Walnut Hills. Finally 
an old farm house, on the church property, 
was moved over 700 feet and remodeled for 
the Pastor’s residence. This was in October, 
1907. ‘There was no electricity, gas nor 
water in the house. Father Beckmeyer's 
life was rugged. 


The school opened in September 1907. 
‘There were 26 children. Before the end of 
the school year there were 50. It was not 
until 1910 that the Sisters’ house was 
erected and the first cement walks were 
laid around the premises. During the first 
year the Sisters had made the trip daily 
from St. Francis DeSales Sisters’ Home. 


Father Beckmeyer left an enviable record 
at SS. Peter & Paul. Within the ten and 
a half years of his pastorate, the combina- 
tion church and school had been erected, 
the Sisters’ residence had been purchased, 
the Pastor's residence had been provided, 
and in anticipation of the erection of the 
new school, $10,000 in bonds had been 
handed over to his successor, Rev. William 
Egan. April 16, 1917, Father Beckmeyer 
left his thriving Parish of 240 families to 
take up his new duties at St. Mary Church, 
Dayton, Ohio. 


Several years later, a modern school was 
erected, containing cleven classrooms and 
an auditorium. Rev. Beckmeyer accepted 
the invitation to officiate at the corner- 
stone laying. This school, at Moeller and 
Drex Avenues. was dedicated by Arch- 
bishop Moeller, February, 1922. 


After the departure of Rev. Egan, the 
charge of the Varish was given to Rey. 
Henry H. Buse, who served SS. Peter and 
Paul from 1926-1988. He was then trans- 
ferred to St. Mathew Parish. Rev. Gregory 
A. Miller followed Rev. Buse. 

Plans for the new church were under way 
when Rev. Miller took charge of the Parish. 
The new SS. Peter & Paul is architecturally 
unique, featuring two towers, one dedicated 
tO St. Peter; the? other to St. Pauls The 
motif is modified Gothic with Indiana 
limestone exterior and Saint Meinrad sand- 
stone inside. The Tympanum over: the 
main portal is a symbolic representation of 
the Most Blessed Trinity and of the seven 
Sacraments. This original design is by the 
Cincinnati sculptor, Caroline Zimmerman. 
The figures of SS. Peter & Paul, which 
stand on either side of the entrance, were 
designed by another Cincinnati sculptor, 
Clothilda Zanetta. 


The new church was dedicated June 30, 
1940, with the Most Rev. John T. McNicho- 
las, O.P., S.T.M., as Celebrant. 


The Golden Jubilee of SS. Peter & Paul 
was observed in October, 1956. The Fifty 
Year Parishioners are: Mrs. Mary Christ- 
man, Mrs. Walter Efkeman, Mrs. Edna 
Murphy and Mrs. Herman Masters.

Later, 1912, Fern’s interest in the. business 
was purchased by “Ted’ Dorl. On Decem- 
ber I, 1945. The business was moved to its 
present location, 4400 Montgomery Road. 


“Ted” has made flowers both his hobby 
and vocation since boyhood, when he be- 
came a frequent visitor to Cincinnati's 
greenhouses, flower growers and _ florists 
shops. He graduated from Norwood High 
School and attended evening classes at the 
University of Cincinnati. He is a member 
of Norwood Lodge No. 576 F. & A. M.: 
past president of the Norwood Kiwanis; a 
member of the Board of Management, 
Northeastern Y.M.C.A.; a member of the 
Board of ‘Trustees, Norwood Presbyterian 
Church; and a member of The Norwood 
Civil Service Commission.

Established in Norwood 
Since 1892 


The Tredway Funeral Home in Norwood 
dates from 1892. It was originally estab- 
lished by Oscar Tredway and his brother, 
Decature, as a combination funeral business 
and livery stable at 4141 Montgomery Road. 
The original building faced Cameron Ave- 
nue at the L. & N. R.R. crossing. ‘This 
building was remodelled in 1897 with an 
imposing stone frontage. It became popu- 
larly known as he “barn”; a favorite mect- 
ing place for many of the town’s frontrank 
citizens. In one: nook there was a big, pot- 
bellied stove and chairs for the guests con- 
venience and comfort. 

The Tredway institution may -pridefully 
point to several Norwood “firsts”. For ex- 
ample, in those early days it was customary 
to hold funeral services in the home of the 
deceased. “The Tredways, however, installed 
a small but complete chapel on_ their 
premises, giving impetus to today’s custom 
of holding final services at the funeral 
home. The ‘Predways also featured one of 
Norwood’s_ first telephone stations. They 
transmitted calls to local doctors and_re- 
layed other messages, by horse and buggy, 
to any desired address. One of their 
favorite patrons was Dr. W. H. Hopkins 
of 4703 Montgomery Road. He boarded his 
horse at Tredways “barn”. Finishing his 
calls at the end of the day, the good doc- 
tor, getting out of his buggy, would slap 
the animal on its flank, saying, “go to 
the barn’. The horse would wend_ his 
way down the pike and turn in at Tred- 
Way's. 


W. Smith Tredway joined his brothers. 
Oscar and Decature, in 1896. They formed 
the firm of Tredway Brothers, Funeral Di- 
rectors. 

Oscar Tredway married Anne E. Hesion 
on November 4, 1915. They. had one son, 
John H.. who now conducts the business. 

The Tredways purchased their present 
location, 2131 Gameron Avenue, in 1925: 
with funeral home on the main floor and 
residence above. 

Oscar Tredway died November 17, 1982. 
W.. Smith Tredway died February 17, 193%. 
Decature Tredway died January 15, 1939; 
AIL were civic-minded. W. Smith was at 
one time president of the Norwood Busi 
ness Men's Club. 

John H. ‘Tredway graduated from Nor- 
wood High School, attended the University 
of Cincinnati, and also graduated from the 
Gincinnati College of Embalming in 1940. 
During World War II, he became a fighter- 
pilot in the U.S, Air Corps, achieving the 
rank of Captain. Returning from Air Ser- 
vice in 1945, he formed the present partner- 
ship with his mother. They are members 
of the Metropolitan Gincinnati Funeral 
Directors Association, the Ohio State Fu- 
neral Directors Association, and the Na- 
tional Funeral Directors Association. 

John H. married Virginia Dunker of 
Norwood in 1912. They have three daugh- 
ters: Patricia Aun, 13; Marv Kathleen, 10: 
and Christine, 7. Vhe family resides at 
7255 Algonquin Drive, Cincinnati. John H. 
is also a member of the Norwood Chamber 
of Commerce; Norwood Lodge F.A.A.M.

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St. Matthew Church Was 
Founded in 1906 
REY. DAVID POWERS 


The Catholic population of early Nor- 
wood, after the founding of St. Elizabeth 
Church in 1881, had so greatly increased 
by 1906 it was found necessary to establish 
two new parishes; one to the North, dedi- 
cated to SS. Peter and Paul, and the other 
to the South, dedicated to St. Matthew. 


On November 4, 1906 Archbishop Henry 
Moeller of Cincinnati, appointed Father 
Frederick Gallagher as the first Pastor of 
the newly established parish of St. Matthew, 
with the usual commission to build a 
church, wherein the people might worship 
publicly, and a school wherein the children 
might “learn of God and of their duty to 
love and to serve Him.” 


Humble indeed were St. Matthews be- 
ginnings, clouded with anxieties and finan- 
cial worries, but Father Gallagher, a human 
dynamo, had the high faith and courage 
to establish and build the parish on a 
sound physical-and financial basis. 


His first notable achievements, combined 
with the generous cooperation of his par- 
ishioners, was the erection and dedication 
in April, 1910, of a combination Church 
and School at the corner of Floral & Kenil- 
worth avenues. 


The Church seated 350 people. The 
School, with 8 grades, might accommo- 
date 200 children. The years sped by and 
the parish increased in numbers. The 
original debt was greatly reduced. The 
sights and ambitions of Father Gallagher 
and his people were set now on further 
improvements. ‘Their efforts were crowned 
by the erection of a Pastor's residence and 
by the building of the modern St. Matthews 
Church. Constructed of broken range Ash- 
lar Stone, the church now graces the five- 
point corners of Smith Road and Floral 
and Robertson avenues. All this was com- 
pleted within fourteen years from date of 
erection of the first church and_ school. 
The new St. Matthews was dedicated on 
April 27, 1924. 


Its marble and mosaic work make it out- 
Standing as an attractive place for the 
student of Art and Beauty. Yet Father 
Gallagher was not permitted to enjoy for 
long his splendid achievements. He was 
called to his reward August 5, 1924, at the 
age of 47, He was succeeded by Monsignor 
John F. Hickey, an orator of some renown. 


During Msgr. Hickey’s years as Pastor of 
St. Matthews, 1924-1938, the parish con- 
tinued to grow. Vhe debt was reduced. A 
house on Kenilworth Ave., adjacent to the 
school, was remodeled as a home for the 
Nuns teaching school. Following the death 
of Mons. Hickey, Monsignor Henry Buse, 
Pastor of SS. Peter and Paul Church, North 
Norwood, became the irremovable Pastor 
at St. Matthews.

During the last 
year of his life he undertook the building 
of a three-story addition, to the school,

of this period, was experiencing an un- 
precedented increase in enrollment. 


Before the new building was completed, 
Msgr. Buse answered the final call in: April, 
1955. He had served St. Matthews Parish 
for nearly eighteen years. While he did not 
live to see the completion of the new 
school, the Parish finances were such that 
there was no debt remaining when the 
building was completed. The exact num- 
ber of young men and women of the 
Parish, who have answered the call to the 
higher life and given themselves to the 
service of the Master is not known, yet it 
is common knowledge that the Parish has 
been greatly blest. Credit for this must be 
given in large measure to the many young 
Priests who have served as Assistants, and 
the many teaching Nuns of the Sisters of 
Charity Community. Their daily contacts 
with the Parish youth have enabled them 
to detect inherent abilities and to foster 
and encourage the youth to give heed to 
the Master's Call, “Come, Follow Me.” 

Financially, the Parish represents a_re- 
placement figure of close to two millon 


dollars, which eloquently speaks of the 
love. loyaltv and generosity of the men and 
women comprising ifs membership. The 
school has an enrollment of 452 as of June, 
1957, using eleven classrooms, with five 
more available when necessary. “To avoid 
over-crowding no school room at St. Mat- 
thew has over fifty pupils. 

The present Pastor, Father David Powers, 
took charge of St. Matthews in June, 1955. 
Daily he witnesses the manifestations of 
God's mercy and Grace, and being an old 
soldier, daily he is called upon to thank 
God for what he sees in this part of God's 
vinevard, and what he envisions for the 
future at St. Matthews: “Old Soldiers never 
die — they just pass away.”

Regina High School 
Where Over 700 Catholic 
Girls Register Each Year 


The history of Regina High begins in 
the mid-1920's. 


The late, beloved Archbishop John T. 
McNicholas had conceived a plan to inter- 
stice all parochial schools in Greater Cin- 
cinnati. Recognizing the need for a Catho- 
lic girls High School, he requested the 
Reverend Mother Mary Agreda to build a 
high school in the north eastern section of 
the metropolis. “he Reverend Mother was at 
that time Superior General of the Sisters 
of the Precious Blood of Dayton, Ohio. 


The Archbishop acknowledged that a 
project of such scope must of necessity re- 
quire fervent prayers, time and money. 
After much deliberation, the plans were 
drawn and approved. It was decided to 
build the school at the corner of Fenwick 
and Quatman avenues in Norwood. 


The cornerstone was laid in April, 1928. 
On October 11, 1928, the school welcomed 
its first students; 216 girls. Dedication took 
place on November 25, 1928. 
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One memorable incident merits repeti- 
tion. Nine girls had come from various 
High Schools; St. Mary, St. George, Notre 
Dame and Norwood High. They met in 
the still uncompleted Regina building to 
form the first senior and graduating 
class. Historically, they are now remem- 
bered as the “Regina Nine.” 


In the early years, graduation exercises 
for Regina High were held in downtown 
Music Hall and later in Xavier University 


Field House. Today's beautiful Regina 
auditorium was opened in 1951. 
Sister Mary Grace, the first Regina 


principal, also supervised the erection of 
the building. She served from 1928 until 
1938. Her successors were Sister Mary 
Adona, 1934-1946, and Sister Mary Octavia, 
1938-1951. Sr. Mary Adona has been on 
the Regina faculty from 1928. In 1951, 
Sr. Mary Edwardine received the adminis- 
trative assignment, 


Obviously, Regina High has been favored 
by a succession of capable religious educa- 
tors. Equally important, the curriculum 
has advanced with the times. In the early 
years, subjects were of necessity limited 
because of the small number of teachers. 
Today’s curriculum is comprehensively 
modern and varied. The original enroll- 
ment in 1928 numbered 216. For the 1956- 


57 school year, this was increased to 725 
girls. 

In its memorable first year, the Regina 
faculty numbered 16 instructors; two priests, 
10 Sisters and four lay teachers. Today's 
faculty includes: Sister Mary Edwardine, 
principal; Sister Mary Clement, vice-princi- 
pal; Rev. Bennett Rothan, O. F. M.; Rev. 
Timon Cook, O. F. M. Also Sisters Mary 


Benedicta, Mary Carlina, Mary Cecilia, 
Mary Cleomata, Mary Conrada, Mary 
Edward, Mary Flecta, Mary Florentine, 


Mary Henrietta, Mary Hilaria, Mary Louis, 
Mary Madeleine, Mary Martha, Mary Pere- 
grine, Mary Petronella, Mary Seraphia, 
Mary Sienna, Mary Teresa, Mary Therese, 
Mary Wilhelmina, Mary DeSales, Mariam 
Therese, Mary Denise, and Mary Francetta, 
cafeteria manager.

In its 70th year as a machine tool builder, 
The R. K. LeBlond Machine Tool Company 
is looking forward to its 40th year as a 
resident of Norwood.

Blond occupied its present Il-acre plant 
at Madison and Edwards Roads in 1918. 

The development of The R. K. LeBlond 
Machine Tool Company typifies the Ameri- 
can success story. In 1887, R. K. LeBlond, 
at 23, with eight years of training and ex- 
perience, a simall amount of capital (all 
personal savings), and two employees, started 
the business. His work consisted entirely of 
the manufacture of printing type moulds, 
gauges and small tools connected with the 
type-making industry. His brother, John A. 
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R. N. JENKINSON, Treasurer 


LeBlond, now a director, joined the Com- 
pany in 1889. In 1891, the Company made 
its first lathe and lathe attachments which 
represented the actual start of its machine 
tool career. In connection with an expan- 
sion move in 1892, Nicholas Chard of the 
Lodge and Davis Company joined R. k. 
and purchased an interest in the business. 
During the Panic of 1893, Chard left the 
company and R. K. boldly purchased his 
interest. LeBlond experienced complete re- 
covery and a renewed expansion of business. 
Other work was discontinued and LeBlond 
concentrated on building 14, 16 and 18-inch 
lathes and small single and multiple-spindle 
drills.

Since then, the story of LeBlond has 
been one of continuing growth. In 1898, 
the company moved to the suburban Lin- 
wood area. The new plant was considered 
large at the time, but twenty years later it 
was too small to accommodate the expand- 
ing business.

acquired its present Norwood plant where 
today LeBlond employs over 1,000 people.

R. K. LeBlond: 1864-1953 


Any summary of R. K. LeBlond’s life 
must emphasize these dominant assets: cour- 
age, intelligence, persistence, vision. 


Born April 23, 1864, in Linwood, Ohio, 


he completed only the lower public school 
grades, but his lifelong hunger for know- 
how pushed him into the higher halls of 
learning. Even as an apprentice machinist, 
he attended night school at the Ohio Me- 
chanics Institute, Cincinnati, specializing in 
mechanical drawing and general mechanics, 
topping this later with two years in night 
school at Washington University, St. Louis. 
It was characteristic of the ambitious lad 
that even in his teens he had set up a work- 
shop in his Cincinnati bedroom to manufac- 
ture and experiment with design in making 
small engraver’s tools. 

As an apprentice, he served five years 
with the Franklin Type Foundry, Cincin- 
nati, then moved to St. Louis for a two-year 
stretch with a similar concern. Following 
this, he served further apprenticeship for 
a brief time in Providence, R. I. 

His carly life seems to have been electric 
with dramatic: action. At _23 years of age, 
he founded his own business in a 20’ x 20’ 
room on Pearl Street between Elm and 
Plum, Cincinnati, using three employees, 
specializing in type molds, gauges and small 
tools, In 1891 he began to build lathes and 
their attachments for another Cincinnati 
firm. His great adventure started in 1898. 


He was among the first to see the advan- 


tages of suburban plant locations. Disre- 
garding the skeptics, he incorporated the 
LeBlond Machine Tool Company in 1898, 
locating his plant in Linwood. Outgrowing 
the Linwood facilities, in 1918 the plant was 
removed to its present location in Norwood. 
Here, over the succeeding years, it rapidly 
grew into one of the world’s finest and 
perhaps the most comprehensively modern

Known to his friends as “R. K.”, he was 
a devoted family man and outstandingly 
civic-conscious. His contributions to our 
community life were legendary. Through- 
out his career, he devoted much of his time 
to strengthening the machine tool industry. 
As a charter members of the National Ma- 
chine Tool Builders Association, often co- 
operating with top executives of rival con- 
cerns, he gained acceptance for advanced 
ideas and methods that have contributed 
to America’s unparallelled industrial growth 
over the last half century.

To prevent obstruction of streets and 
alleys by railroad agents or employees, con- 
ductors and engineers, the Council of the 
Village of Norwood passed the following 
ordinance on July 20, 1891: 


ORDINANCE No. 214 

SECTION 1: That any person who permits 
any car or locomotive, of which he has 
charge, to remain upon or within thirty 
(30) feet of the center or across any public 
road, street or alley : for a period 
longer than five (5) minutes, or place any 
timber or other obstruction upon or across 
any such road, street or alley .. . shall 
be fined not more than twenty (820.00) 
dollars nor less than five ($5.00) dollars. 


SECTION 2; That this ordinance shall go 
into effect and be in force on and after 
the earliest period allowed by law.

HISTORY OF THE CLEVELAND AUTOMATIC 
MACHINE COMPANY 


Now Entering Its 70th Year 
Its Products Are Used 


Internationally 


The thriving, internationally known 
Cleveland Automatic Machine Company 
had its origin in 1888. It began as the 
Screw Department of the White Sewing 
Machine Company. Later, R. C. Howard 
and Henry White traded their interests in 
the White Sewing Machine Company to 
Thomas L. White for his interest in the 
Cleveland Machine Screw Company. 


In those years, making machine tools was 
a part-time operation at the plant. Steel 
balls and screws were the main products. 
When the company absorbed the A. L. 
Moore Stamping Company, Mr. Moore be- 
came President of the Cleveland Machine 
Screw Company. Another company, The 
American Bicycle Company, was organized 
to take over the ball, stamping and pedal 
departments. Thereafter, “Cleveland” con- 
centrated on the production of screw 
machines. 


About 1900, the company was sold to a 
French syndicate. The namé was changed 
to the Cleveland Automatic Machine Com- 
pany of West Virginia. Later, when the 
French interests retired, ]. B. Clyne, Supt., 
who had invented the Cleveland Automatic, 
and J. B. Brophy, Asst. Supt., concentrated 
the operations to produce screw work ma- 
chines entirely, up to the one-and-a- 
quarter-inch capacity. Later, after Mr. 
Brophy became superintendent, machines 
capable of producing larger sizes were 
introduced. 


In 1916, the company was incorporated 
under the laws of the State of Ohio. 


In 1924, a major expansion was an- 
nounced, The range of capacities of the 
company’s single-spindle machines now in- 
cluded all sizes up to eight-inch. A new 
line of multiple-spindle machines was also 
introduced, including four-spindle and six- 
spindle machines with varying capacities 
up to three and a half inches. Both the 
single- and multiple-spindle machines were 
adapted to chucking and magazine work. 
Special designs also were manufactured to 
the customer's specifications. 
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At the beginning of World War II, the 
War Production Board limited the com- 
pany’s production to single-spindle auto- 
matics. In January, 1943, as the result of 
its excellent work in producing machine 
tools for war effort, the distinguished 
Army-Navy E Award was presented to the 
company. 

Later, that same year, the company pur- 
chased the G & N Manufacturing Company 
of Cleveland and began to produce high 
pressure, hydraulic die-casting machines in 
addition to its regular lines of single- 
spindle automatics. 


In 194-4, Harold “R: LeBlond became 
CAMCO'S president. James Hammond, 
former president, became Chairman of the 
Board. ‘Two years later, the R. K. LeBlond 
Machine ‘Tool Company purchased control. 
Later, in 1946, the company merged with 
The LeBlond Engineering Company of 
Norwood. In 1947, the entire plant and 
home office were moved to the present 
Norwood location, 4932 Beech street. 


An important sequence of engineering 
improvements followed. ‘The company’s 
line of Cleveland Automatics and its Die 
Casting Machines were redesigned: their 
efficiency stepped up. A great new line, 
the Dialmatic, was introduced. 


Other advances were achieved. In 1955, 
the J. H. Day Company, manufacturing a 
great variety of machinery for the baking, 
printing-ink, paint, chemical and processing 
industries, was purchased by the Cleveland 
Automatic Machine Company. 

Today, in the Winter of 1957, the com- 
bined CAMCO-DAY plants have main 
offices and production facilities on an

The No. 2 Plant, retained for machining 
and assembling large DAY products, occupies 
70,000 square feet of floor space on a two- 
acre site, fronting 3256 Spring Grove Ave., 
Cincinnati. Other DAY products and all 
CAMCO products are produced at the Nor- 
wood location. 

An average of 580 employces are engaged 
in both plants; 60 at the main Norwood 
plant; 120 at the Number 2 DAY plant. 
In Norwood, the roster includes 400 factory 
workers. ‘The remainder are executives, 
engineers, and sales and office personnel. 

Both CAMCO and DAY Operate inter- 
nationally, havipg representatives in nearly 
all principal U. S. cities and most foreign 
countries,

The story of Allis-Chalmers in Norwood 
is worthy of a master historian, an Arnold 
‘Toynbee; for in this study, searching closely, 
we perceive the tremendous impact of the 
industrial revolution on our national way 
of life. 

In the late 1890's, Norwood was a beauti-

Virgin skies with smoke and grime. 

This tumult of indignation had an elec- 
tric aftermath. 

In 1897, George Bullock began construc- 
tion of the Bullock Electric Manufacturing 
plant on acres adjoining the new Cincinnati, 
Lebanon & Northern Railway, near Forrest 
Avenue. The Community seethed with 
resentment. Yet as the work began to 
achieve architectural form, hordes of curious 
rubbernecks crowded the site and the com- 
munity gasped in welcome surprise. + 

They had expected a community eyesore 
to arise from the debris; a series of slab- 
sided sagging monstrosities. 

Instead, behold! The finished structures 
emerged in 1898; huge but attractive, 
matching buff-brick buildings! 

Yet this was merely the initial surprise. 
George Bullock and his official coordinators 
were civic-minded citizens. They contributed 
to worthy causes. They helped employees 
promote all sorts of entertainments. ‘They 
sponsored parks, playgrounds, schools, 
churches, village improvements. 

The village of Norwood rubbed its eyes 
in surprise. Here was the demonstration 
they had needed: to prove that successfully 
managed industry may be the source of F. J. Gricer, General Manager E. Wrutr, Works Manager 
unending community blessings.

George Bullock, who had founded the 
plant, had an interesting history. He had 
previously been an active principal in street 
railways in Cincinnati and Covington. The 
man had vision. He foresaw Norwood’s 
T. J. Nurtie, Jr. industrial potentials in 1885 when C. L. & 
Personnel and Public N. railway, completed, linked both Cin- 
Relations Manager cmnati and Norwood with cities to the 
north. 


In 1898 he made history by establishing 
Norwood’s first basic industry. 

It is inescapable that a man of Bullock’s 
caliber must have important contacts. 
When Allis-Chalmers began to look toward 
Ohio to facilitate its expansion in the 
electrical industry, one situation already 
was on record; they had on several occasions 
cooperated with the local Bullock plant in 
the production of large engine-generator 
sets. 


Result: Allis-Chalmers, even then one 
of the nation’s great industries, leased the 
Bullock plant in 1904 and later bought it 
outright.

The Norwood Works of Allis-Chalmers, 
from its early beginning in making electric 
motors and generators, has become one of 
the nation’s most. important sources of elec- 
tric. motors, centrifugal pumps and me- 
chanical power transmission drives. 

Starting with 300 employees in i208, the 
Norwood Works now has an average S1 
million per month payroll, covermg ap- 
proximately 2400 workers. bout one- 
fourth of all employees reside in Norwood. 
The others come from miles around. 

Tenure of employment is an inspiring 
chapter in Allis-Chalmers Norwood Works 
history. The record includes: 22 employees 
with over 50 years continuous service (15 
are now retired); 41 employees 40-50 years 
of service; 95 with 30-39 years: 96 with 
20-29 years; and 739 with 10 to 15 years. 

The Norwood Works is liberal with em- 
ployee-benefits, maintaining a modem cafe- 
teria; first aid hospital with registered 
nurses;- company-financed pension plan;

Many educational and advancement op- 
portunities are available, including a 
college-tuition refund plan and on-the-job 
training course for qualified college gradu- 
ates, preparing for positions as salesmen.

Employees’ children are likewise eligible 
for the company’s educational benefits.

The Norwood Works maintains its own 
intramural sports program and also spon- 
sors teams in the Norwood Recreation 
Commission League. 

The Allis-Chalmers Company holds many 
“firsts” in industry. The Norwood Works 
is especially proud of its position as “first” 
in the industrial development of The City 
of Norwood.

THE UNITED STATES PRINTING & LITHOGRAPH COMPANY 


Began 90 years ago as a one-room print shop — now has eight great manufac- 
turing plants and is one of the leading graphic arts institutions of the world.

The story of the United States Printing 
& Lithograph Company is vibrant with per- 
sonal drama and organized achievement. A 
man must have imagination to grasp its 
social significance and economic magnitude; 
then, having recognized both, must alloy 
his respect with a touch of awe. ; 


How may a tiny one-room print shop 
grow in less than three generations into a 
dominant, complex institution whose color- 
ful labels, posters, box wraps and folding 
cartons carry the brand names of America’s 
top manufacturers to the four corners of the 
earth? More: in what way does it help to 
lift the consumer demand for these brand 
names and make them household words 
wherever packaged food, tobacco, beverages, 
drugs, cosmetics, soaps, automotive prod- 
ucts, hardwares, toys, etc., are sold? 


In 1867, on College Street, Cincinnati, 
back of the old Enquirer plant, a printing 
outfit, known as Russell, Morgan and Com- 
pany, was established. Its owners were An- 
thony O. Russell, Robert J. Morgan, James 
M. Armstrong and John F. Robinson, son of 
the founder of the famous Robinson's circus. 


The record, henceforth, speaks for itself. 

In those days, following the Civil War, 
the so-called backwoods country of Ohio 
and Indiana was being overrun by blueclad 
Veterans released from the Union armies. 
For many thousands of them, Cincinnati had 
all of a sudden become the hub of their

universe. For even more thousands, enroute 
to other points over the nation, Cincinnati 
provided a temporary haven, where they 
might pause a while and “have a fling.” 


Amusement places did a rollicking busi- 
ness. After four years of austerity and em- 
battled fury, the whole nation sought diver- 
sion and escape from the bitter memories 
of travail and bloodshed. 


It was under those circumstances that the 
traveling circus became a favored entertain- 
ment. 


John Robinson, one of the master show- 
men of the Mid-West, envisioned a spectacle 
never before attempted in the entertain- 
ment world: a colossal, three-ring carnival 
in which human dare-devils, jungle beasts 
and painted clowns would vie with band- 
stand music, calliopes, nature's freaks, Wild 
West Rodeos, sham battles and Indian 
Scouts. 


Yet John Robinson was a practical man, 
recognizing that human desire must precede 
human action; that a man must tell the 
world before he can sell to it. His first 
need was for a variety of flamboyant posters 
and colorful printed spectaculars—to be 
posted on barns, bill boards, stores, weeks 


in advance of the arrival of Robinson's 


Circus in any town or city.

& Co. got Robinson’s contracts for printed 
posters, handbills, etc. Thus began the

largest manufacturer of playing cards. 

In 1912, the Printing Company was in 
corporated as the United States Printing ¢ 
Lithograph Company. 

Even before this had been accomplished 
other important changes had been consuim 
mated. As early as the 1890's, the busines 
had outgrown both its premises and facili 
ties. An extensive building site had bee: 
acquired, neighboring Robertson and Beec! 
Streets in Norwood. A large, four-story, but! 
brick plant was erected on this site. 

In subsequent years many changes an¢! 
improvements have been made, including 
$1,000,000 addition in 1951, but the origina! 
building still houses the company’s mai: 
offices and Norwood (Cincinnati) plant.

and packaging materials. 
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ROBINSON'S CIRCUS 
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The world of color printing changed al- 
most over night. “The new era demanded a 
scope of personnel hitherto undreampt of 
by old printing craftsman. The need was 
now to create designs, color combinations, 
folding devices that literally, upon impact 
with human vision, reached into the sub- 
conscious mind and motivated buying im- 
pulse. More, the printed box, can or pack- 
age had only one ultimate objective — to 
translate human desire, at the point of 
sale, into an instant purchase. Here was the 
new order of mass persuasion; subtle, dra- 
matic, convincing and action-inducing. ‘The 
apocalyptic chapter in the. act of buying 
on faith. 


It compelled management at the United 
States Printing & Lithograph Co. to reach 
out for industrial artists, skilled designers, 
chemists, color specialists, and a new type 
of technical printing expert. 

‘The revolution has had its compensations. 
Today, at one time or another, whether he 
is in America or abroad, every American 
consumer feels the impact of United States 
Printing & Lithograph Company products: 
24-sheect posters along the highways, window 
displays, booklets, brochures, billions of 
packages, folding cartons, and labels for 
every type of container human ingenuity 
has produced — wood, metal, glass, plastic 
and paper! 

Over the years of its expansion, United 
States Printing & Lithograph Company has 
acquired other properties in various parts 
of the nation. Today its graphic arts ser- 
vices utilize every major development in 
color printing: letterpress, lithograph and 
gravure. In the Norwood plant all these 
processes are in constant use. Two complete 
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Teddy Dorl memorial monument located 
on Dorl Field across from the building of 
the U. 8. Printing & Lithograph Company 
on Beech Street. This monument dedicated 
to the memory of Theodore C. Dorl, former 
superintendent of the company and promi- 
nent civic leader in the community, is ap- 
proximately seven feet high and weighs 
9500 pounds. It was erected by the Cincin- 
nati Club of Printing House Graftsmen and 
the Cincinnati Art Club. 
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departments are devoted exclusively to the 
manufacturing of folding cartons; in Nor- 
wood and Mineola, N. Y. 

Its packaging and advertising labels reach 
into a myriad industries. In national ex- 
hibits it has won many top competitive 
awards for outstanding exainples of creative 
design, quality printing, functional utility. 

Properties it has acquired in recent years 
include: Sackett & Wilhelms Lithographing 
Corp., New York (1952); Northwestern 
Lithographing Co., Milwaukee (1954); 
Simpson & Doeller Co., Baltimore, (1951); 
McCandish Lithograph Corp., Philadelphia 
(1955); Maryland Color Printing Co., Balti- 
more (1955); and Lehmann Printing and 
Lithographing Co., San Francisco (1957). 
Today, all operations are consolidated in 
eight manufacturing plants, strategically lo- 
cated in Norwood, O.; Baltimore, Md.: 
Erie, Pa.; Mineola, N. Y.; Philadelphia, Pa.; 
Redwood City, Calif.; San Francisco, Calif.; 
and St. Charles, Il. 

The company has benefited through the 
years from the progressive leadership of its 
management.

for and against annexation. Public figures 
orated, neighbors debated, the industrialists 
(who had moved to Norwood to escape 
high taxes) electioneered among. their 
workers. Some of the clergy declaimed the 
topic from their pulpits. The local poli- 
ticans added to the clamor, and there was 
a sort of noisy contention in the barber 
shops, barrooms and even at social gather- 
ings. This reached its climax during Mayor 
Prior’s term as Village Mayor, 1899-1900. 
Prior, practically with tears in his eyes, 
because he loved his Norwood, prophesied 
that annexation was inevitable. His suc- 
cessor, Geo. FE. Mills ardently proclaimed 
that Norwood would remain a separate and 
self-ruling entity. Mill’s confidence was 
justified.

At the next election, Norwood's voters 
flatly rejected annexation, The sum of 
public opinion at that time seems to have 
been this: Norwood had no desire to. be- 
come the tail of a very big dog. 

There are several reasons why this atti- 
tude has become an inherent tradition in 
Norwood, 


The first is as hard as brass tacks and 
touches Norwood’s individual and collective 
pocketbooks: ‘Taxes! Plus sound municipal 
management! In its entire history, Norwood 
has never defaulted a bond issue! There 
has never been a flagrantly dishonest ad- 
ministration in City Elall! “Vhere has never 
been a political “gang!” Looking backward 
to the days of John Weyer, Norwood ’s first 
village Mayor, and carrying the study for-

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‘ward to Mayor R. Edward Tepe and _ his 
interim successor, Mayor George P. Kleb, 
there is no record of malfeasance or civic 
corruption. Nor has either political party 
achieved anything that represents domi- 
nance. This is attested by the record. 
George E. Mills, a Republican, became Nor- 
wood’s first city Mayor in 1901. Since that 
date, six Republicans and seven Democrats 
have served Norwood as Mayors. The 
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Democrats, over 57 consecutive years, have 
at this writing a majority of one because 
of the tragic accident that removed Mayor 
R. Edw. Tepe from the scene in 1957, 
when George P. Kleb then Vice-Mayor, 
automatically succeeded him. 


It would be an historical insult merely 
to dismiss the subject of taxes by stating 
that, throughout its history, Norwood has 
been blessed with relatively low tax levies.

A tax revolution occurred in Norwood on 
April 1, 1954, when the late Mayor R. Edw.

no other way out. Norwood, in common 
with most cities, faced an emergency. The 
expense of running the city, administering 
its laws, making necessary capital improve- 
ments and doing what we could to make 
Norwood a decent place to live in had to 
come out of our available tax revenues. 
That meant our property owners must 
carry the whole load. In order to meet 
rising costs, we'd have to raise property 
taxes to a punishing, almost confiscatory, 
level or find another source of revenue. We 
had debated the situation in Council. I 
had talked it over with Gels, Steuer, Achten, 
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Kleb and Shea, our bankers and practically 
everybody who might have an idea of 
value, including several industrial leaders. 
This went on for months. In several cases, 
there was rugged opposition. Some of the 
industries, especially, didn't like the pros- 
pect of further complicating their book- 
keeping and deduction systems.” 

The Mayor shook his head, then con- 
tinued: 

“The Toledo law intrigued me. Finally, 
taking Ray Achten and Dale Leininger 


along, we spent almost a week in Toledo,’ 


studying their version of the new payroll- 
tax law. Coming home, I sent out a batch 
of investigatory letters. With a few excep- 
tions, the reaction was favorable. But there 
was no question in my mind. I determined 
to write the law myself, and to recommend 
it as an emergency measure; to tide Nor- 
wood over an obviously impending crisis. 
The way I saw it, every man, woman and 
child in the city benefits equally when a 
city is kept financially sound and the tax 
levy is distributed to promote the welfare 
of the whole community. Further, there 
could be no question about one thing: un-

less more city revenue became immediately 
available, our public schools and_ every 
other department of public service would 
be hard hit.” 


The Mayor smiled ,adding: 


“The consequences have been pleasant. 
We've never had a single complaint from 


any thinking citizen about the Payroll Tax . 


Law. I am not prepared to say that in 
my opinion the law should become a 
permanent statute. But I do think it is 
perhaps one of the fairest laws on record. 
Any person who enjoys a self-sustaining in- 
come and who derives personal, family or 
corporate benefits from living in a well- 
managed city has a moral responsibility to 
contribute his share to the fund that is 
needed to perpetuate good government and 
the community's welfare.” 


Today, as a result of the Payroll Tax,

The Norwood resident, dwelling in a 
city of only 35,000 population, still has 
neighborly access to every attraction and 
convenience that a metropolitan community 
of more than a million inhabitants may 
provide. He is only a few minutes from 
downtown Cincinnati; its major league ball 
park; its two great universities; theatres; 
hotels; the Hamilton County Courts; its 
vast retail establishments; its Ohio River 
front resorts; its horse-race tracks and hot- 
rod speedways; its fabulous Conservatory of 
Music; its celebrated Zoo and its famous 
Symphony Concerts and so on _ without 
ending. Further, the resident of Norwood 
prides himself on knowing that within the 
radius of 125 miles he is within convenient 
driving distance of the tri-state wonderland; 
Ohio-Indiana-Kentucky; Lexington, Louis- 
ville, Indianapolis, Dayton, Columbus; and 


many of the most interesting rural sections 
of the nation. 

Yet these things are away from home. It 
is the friendly, cooperative aspect of his 
inter-city relations that lend | charm = and 
countless benefactions to the routine of 
making a living in this complex modern 
world.

NORWOOD 


When Norwood donned her first robes as 
a Municipal baby, in 1888, Gerald Kehoe 
was appointed Town Marshal. His career 
was sparked with adventure and droll 
anecdotes. 


On a Fourth of July morning, Marshal 
Kehoe, appearing at Mayor McNeill’s home, 
reported that a group of angry shell workers 
threatened Norwood. “I'll need four extra 
policemen,” he said. The Mayor told 
Kehoe to swear them in. The Marshal 


collected four staunch followers and _ 


marched them to Town Hall. Clerk 
Wichgar happened to be present. He heard 
Kehoe say: “Hold up yer right hands. 
Does yez solemnly swear ter support the 
Constitution of the United States and the 
Constitution of the State of Ohio, and 
does yez promise ter serve the village of 
Norwood as policemen, as yez would afore 
God?" They declared they would, but the 
shell workers changed their route and 
by-passed Norwood. 


When Norwood became a city in 1903, 
the population was 6,480. Two bicycles 
were purchased to supplement the one- 
horse patrol wagon and two _ horse-riding 
police. 

By 1910, the population was 16,185 with 
22 policemen. In that year an electric 
wagon, two bicycles and another horse- 
drawn patrol were added to the depart- 
ment. In 1920, with 24,966 citizens, two

plain-clothes detectives were named. A 
motor-driven patrol and one motor-driven 
police cruiser were added. 

In 1921, a Bureau of Criminal Investiga- 
tion was established with Edward J. Lee 
as Superintendent. Later, Mr. Lee installed 


the Bertillon System (finger printing 
Later, this department became the Burea 
of Identification. 

In 1930, during Mayor Harry Baker 
administration, a two-way radio syste: 
was installed and coordinated with Statio 
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X of Cincinnati. All cars and motorcycles 
were equipped with receivers. 

the first traffie lights were installed in 
Norwood about 1920. From, 1920 to 1941 
the traffic problems became increasingly 
difficult. In 1941, Chief Fritz organized a 
Traffic-Safety Division with Officer Clar- 
ence Meyers as supervisor. Officer Meyers 
died in 1949. He was succeeded February, 
1950, by radio operator Leo Davidson. 
loday, under Lieut. Davidson, the De- 
partment has two motoreycle men, two 
foot men, a second-in-command Sergeant, 
a traffic bureau Officer, plus 10 women 
and 12 men as school-crossing guards. 

The ‘Traffic Division is modernly 
equipped and Norwood’s school children 
are well protected. The first school patrol- 
men were Kriss Kuntz and William Dall- 
man in 1927. The first women crossing 
guards were requisitioned for duty in 
August, 1956: Jane Brewer, Charlotte 
Taylor, Eva Russell, Lucille Sieve, Ruth 
Baldridge, Cleza Fairfield, Kathryn Shelby, 
Iva Byrd and Owen Cutlip. They still 
serve. In 1957, other crossing guards 
were: Rufus Miller, Harry Heeb, ‘Thomas 
Metcalf, Raymond Wendel, Dorman Dou- 
bel, James Dooley, James Hoy, Edward 
Crawford, Kolman Wettstein, Lawrence 
Vermilion and Howard Dearwester.

The Norwood Police Pension and Relief 
Fund was established in 1916. As of early 
Fall, 1957, there are 10 widows, three chil- 
dren and 11 retired men receiving grants. 


During the term of Chief Fritz, there 
has never been an unsolved murder on 
record. One thing is for sure: Norwood 
Police are on the job. There were: 420 
arrests the first six months of 1957: assault 
and battery, 27; burglary, breaking and 
entering, 44; carrying concealed weapons, 9; 
drunk and disorderly, 35; common drunks, 
88; disorderly, 33; driving when intoxicated, 
62; failure to provide, 11; careless opera- 
tion of automobile, 48; reckless driving, 52; 
speeding, 41. Also, there have been 597 
auto accidents booked. Citations paid, 
1330.

Revolutionary Changes in 
67 Years of Fire Protection 


In the beginning about the middle and 
late 80's Norwood was a cluster of log- 
cabins with a scattered few public frame 
buildings and no fire protection. Each 
back yard had its cistern and usually a 
sheltered drinking-water well. A few pros- 
perous families had crude hand pumps. 


The first disastrous fire struck on Sunday, 
March 9, 1890, just as the Catholic Church 
congregation was arriving for morning 
services. Some of the congregation and 
neighbors rushed frantically to fill pails 
from nearby cisterns and handpumps. In

Sherman Avenue near Carter, was a heap 
of charred wood and ashes. 


Monday evening, the aroused community 
met at the church to plead for group 
action. They organized and later incorpor- 
ated the West Norwood Volunteer Fire 
Brigade. Capital stock, 500 shares at $l 
each. A lot was purchased on Mills Avenue 
west of Franklin; part cash; the balance, 
§125.00, on mortgage. Even before the 
negotiations for a location were completed, 
a force pump and a length of hose were 
purchased. 

July 4, 1890, the Dexter Lumber Co. 
donated lumber for Norwood’s first fire 
house.

The next act reads like a scene from an 
old Keystone comedy, but it wasn’t funny 
to Norwood, On the eve of election day, 
un eager candidate passed a box of free 
cigars among the firemen, Several partly 
smoked cigars were tossed thoughtlessly 
into a wooden box filled with sawdust.

The No. 1 Volunteer Fire Brigade 


Joseph G. Langdon, a prominent citizen, 
rose to the occasion. He offered Council 
free use of a lot on Montgomery Road at 
the B. & O. R.R. crossing on which to 
build a fire department home. 

This spurred Norwood’s No. 1 Volunteer 
Fire Brigade to organize. The redoubtable 
eth Voelker was named Fire Chief, 


Later, January 23, 1892, following an 
urgent call by Norwood’s second Mayor, 
Aaron McNeill, with James W. Harper 
acting as Secretary, the following names 
appeared on the roster as Charter Members 
of the Fire Department: Charles Brink- 
meicr, Henry G. Burdorf, C. W. Beggs, W.

Three evenings later the following Offi- 
cers were elected by acclamation: Captain, 
Phil Voelker;.. Assistant, _W. -O.. Locke; 
Engineers, J. W. Tidball, Thos. Morgan, C. 
Conrad Tieferman; Executive 
Comunittee, J. P. Zimmerman, J. W. Harper, 
John J. Hess, Aaron McNeill, Frank J. 
McHugh. Subsequently, Chiefs Voelker 
and Espell were named to the Executive 
Commnittee. 


A new fire engine was purchased. A 
large bell, that had been removed from the 


Ohio River packet, “Mary Houston,” was 
hung in the new fire tower. A nearby 
livery stable generously furnished a horse 
to pull the engine to any fires. 

Yet not always. It was considered a com- 
munity honor to supply a horse to pull 
the engine wagon. ‘Sometimes, within 
minutes after a fire alarm, several horses 
might be rushed (o the fire house. In a 
friendly rivalry like this, first come, first 
served was the rule. No horseman ever 
sent a bill, but Council usually paid the 
owner $2 a trip. 

From 1890 to 1894, Joseph Espel was 
Chief of the West Norwood Volunteer Fire 
Brigade. The fire house was at 1818 Mills 
Avenue. He was succeeded by Wm. Damen, 
1894 to 1899, when .E. Bielefeld was ap- 
pointed. 

The West Norwood Volunteer Fire Bri- 
gade fought its first fire, at 9:30 P. M. 
January 2, 1891. This was called the John 
Hock fire. Damage, to $75. Five months 
later, May 21, an 18-room tenement house 
belonging to the same John Hock was 
destroyed. 


Paid Fire Personnel Introduced 


The Norwood Fire Department became 
a paid-personnel civic institution in August, 
1905, following extensive investments in 
improved apparatus and fire-control equip- 
ment. 

The Department was manned by: Joseph 
A. Geller, James J. Moriarity, Charles 
Woertz and Frank Huelsman. 

The new Department's first fire occurred 
August 23, 1905, 7:30 P.M. at the residence 
of Mrs. Epple, 4545 Montgomery Road. 

Joseph A. Geller, was named Fire Chief 
in October, 1905, serving until his death 
in June, 1931. 

Over the next 24 years, his successors 
were: pamess oh eo Doherty 193)-1 380:

During Chief Geller’s administration, 
one of Norwood’s best-remembered citizens 
joined the Fire Department; Randolph E 
Byrne. Later, under Chief Thomas G. 
Fisher, Byrne was named Fire Inspector; 
the first man ever to hold that responsi- 
bility here. Civic-minded, Byrne made a 
continuous campaign to promote fire-pre- 
vention, distributing large quantities of 
literature, putting on picture programs in 
Norwood's grade schools and in industries. 
The Kiwanis Club, getting back of his pro- 
gram, purchased a loud-speaker for his 
truck, permitting him to address large 
crowds in the parks. He served the de- 
partment 29 years, 18 of them as Fire In- 
spector. In 1948, he was named “man of 
the year” by the Norwood Junior G. of C. 
He died, April 2, 1955. 


‘Today, Norwood has another fire- preven- 
tion zealot: “AI” Bienz. “AV’ is more 
than Fire Inspector; he is also an alert 
good-will civic ambassador. Early in 1957, 
in recognition of his unselfish services in 
supervising the installation of Norwood’s 
downtown electric Christmas displays, “AI” 
was made an Honorary Member of the 
Norwood Chamber of Commerce. 


It is especially noteworthy that Chief 
“Tom” Fisher inaugurated Norwood's first 
organized fire-prevention and personnel 
training program. Without question the 
two advances are among Norwood's most 
valuable civic achievements over the last 
half-century. They undoubtedly have saved 
many lives and prevented costly fire losses. 


There have been other notable improve- 
ments in recent years. The Department has 
three modernly equipped engine companies; 
also an acrial truck company and _ Life 
Squad Company housed in three Fire Sta- 
lions, with two 1000-gallon pumpers in 
reserve. Each Department Officer has suc- 
cessfully completed the Officer training 
course presented by the Ohio State Board 
of Education, which qualifies them to 
teach in any part of the State. A strenuous 
training program is carried on daily. The 
Department has every recent type of water 
and fog distributing tool and facility.

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“NORWOOD BOARD OF HEALTH 


On December 15, 1890, Mayor Weyer 
and Councilmen Stewart, Page, Kingery, 
Knapp and Langdon met in old Town 
Hall to organize Norwood’s first Health 
Department. 


The first health law banned pig  sties 

within town limits. There was nothing 
they could do for the moment about an 
equal grievance; the multitude of stagnant 
pools and latrines that were a community 
shame and inconvenience. 
Health Officers were: Dr. 
Charles W. ‘Vidball, 1891-1896; Dr. 1 ge O 
Cadwallader 1896-1910; Dr. Frank Perry, 
1910-1920; Dr. Harry J. Wittenberg 1920- 
1925. The title was changed in 1925 to 
Health Commissioners. ‘These were: Dr. 
L. O. Saur, 1926-1934; Dr. Ralph Hatfield 
1935, until October 1, when he resigned to 
enter the U. S. Navy, in 1942. Sam Mait- 
land, Clerk-Registrar since January 1933, 
was appointed Acting Health Commissioner, 
with Mrs. Violette Trauth, R.N. in charge 
of medical cases. Dr. Ward Ventress served 
1944-1947 and Dr. Herman J. Hepp 1948 
to the present.

Norwood’'s — first food inspectors were 
known as Sanitary Police. G. W. Eberhard 
served from July 1903 to December 1903. 
The title was changed to Sanitary Officer. 
Others serving in this capacity were: Jesse 
Cutter, Leon Campbell, Mrs. Floris Gondon, 
Ed. Kehleher and Robert Cleary. 

Norwood’s first’ Public Health Nurse, 
Miss Helen Graf, R.N., was appointed in 
1931. The work of nurse soon became a 
heavy responsibility, including school and 
home Another nurse Miss 
Carolyne Ahlers, R.N.. was appointed in 
1936. Miss Cecelia Higgins, R.N., was ap- 
pointed in 1939 and Mrs. Violette Trauth, 
R.N., was appointed in 1942, In 1954, fol- 
lowing Sam Maitland’s death, Mrs. Trauth 
Was appointed Clerk-Registrar. 

In 1945, the Children’s Chest X-ray 
Clinic was established. Dr. Virginia Hicker- 
son, of Dunham ‘Tuberculosis Sanitarium, 
was Supervisor. At that time all patients 
requiring chest x-rays were sent to Gin- 
cinnati Hospitals. Today, the Department 
has all modern x-ray facilities. Dr. Herman 
J. Hepp, Health Commissioner, has greatly 
expanded the department's health pro- 
gram.

Mass inoculations against polio began 
in 1956. A total of 2700 inoculations were 
recorded. In 1957 inoculations became a 
daily routine for children age one to 19 
years and for pregnant women of any age.

Over 1600 patients were given dental 
services.

The City of Norwood cooperates with 
the Board of Education in promoting com- 
fortable and safe recreational accommo- 
dations for public use. ‘The combined 
attendance at Norwood’s pools, _ picnic 
grounds and parks was close to one-half 
million children and adults in 1956. 

In the years, before “supervised play” 
became known, many groups, mostly boys, 
were encouraged to get together for ball 
games and other sports by volunteer mem- 
hers of the Norwood Kiwanis Club. This 
in time led to the appointment of Roland 
C. Noe as first playground Supervisor. 
‘There was, however, no definite plan to 
arouse community interest. 

Organized public recreation really began 
through the generosity of Sidney I. Crew 
of the Crew Builders Supply Co. He gave 
Norwood’s children their first’ swimming 
pool, located in. Victory Park. This 40,000 
gallon pool includes a separate paddle 
pool for tots. It was dedicated July 16, 1927. 


On May I+, 1943 Mayor, Allen C. Roude- 
bush appointed the first Norwood Recrea- 
tion Commission with Earl Knight as 
Chairman, Mons. Francis A. Gressle as 
Vice-Chairman; also Ralph Thayer, Edgar 
linger and John Fink. 

Later the 100,000 gallon Water Works 
Park swimming pool was built and equip- 
ped with a filtration system. There is a 
main pool for adults and two small paddle 
pools. 


Karly in 1957 a new filtration plant was 
installed at Victory Park Pool. At Water 
Works Park, the shower walls were re- 
modeled with tile and new steel lockers 
added. A modern shelter house was also 
built at Water Works Park, featuring ping- 
pong tables and other indoor games. 


During the summer months the Recrea- 
tion Commission provides two play leaders 
in charge of each Park.

Sanitation inspection and_= service are 
both rigorous and comprehensive, embrac- 
ing water supply, milk supply, restaurants, 
swimming pools, plumbing, food service 
operations, rodent control, dogs, weed con- 
trol, industrial lunch rooms and_ every 
other situation that may affect Public 
Health, 


A new Health Service, the Cancer Detec- 
tion Clinic, was organized in May 1957 with 
Mr. Karl Ziesman and Dr. Harry Hines 
of the Bethesda Hospital Staff conducting 
examinations and consultations. 
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Above is shown only one corner of large athletic fields at Waterworks Park. Two fully 
equipped baseball fields are located in this park. Intramural and knot hole league teams 
play here. The total attendance in 1956 in this park alone was 127,993 ~and the crowds 
get bigger every year.

An Outstanding Civic 
Leader Says the Need Is 
For an Enlightened Era of 
Cooperation 


Norwood looks ahead. Our city and 
school officials, as well as business and 
civic organizations, are spending much time 
and effort analyzing and working for solu- 
tion to the problems of Norwood. Most of 
these problems are common to all American 
cities. 

In Norwood’s case, the prospect is stimu- 
lating, not discouraging, because Norwood 
is a sound and compact community with 
good industrial, commercial and residential 
balance. Its schools and churches are out- 
standing. Norwood has always been a good 
place in which to live and to work. 


Norwood is relatively old. Transporta- 
tion and living conditions have changed 
greatly. Depreciation and obsolescence were 
bound to take place. Its location in the 
heart of the Cincinnati Metropolitan Area 
is most fortunate, but at the same time it 
makes Norwood subject to many of the 
problems of Greater Cincinnati. Also, being 
completely surrounded by Cincinnati, Nor- 
wood has no chance to expand laterally. 


All across the country, more and more 
people are waking up to the fact that their 
cities have troubles and that it is up to 
them to do something about it. Although

the growth, development or redevelopment 
of a city has often, in the past, been a 
haphazard process, in recent years it has 
more likely been the result of conscious 
planning. Today, planning is almost uni- 
versal in the cities and towns of our coun- 
try. President Eisenhower has said, “Federal 
assistance is justified for communities which 
face up to the problem of neighborhood 
decay and undertake long-range programs 
directed to its prevention.” 


This planning and undertaking of long- 
range programs by cities are the essence of 
Urban Renewal. As set forth in the Hous- 
ing Act of 1954, Urban Renewal has been 
defined by the Congress to include: 


1) the protection of good neighborhoods 


2) the rehabilitation of neighborhoods, 
once good but obviously slipping, and 


3) the clearance and redevlopment of 
areas, so deteriorated that the best 
solution is to tear down and _ start 
again. 


There is a lesson to be learned from the 
hundreds of examples of Urban Renewal 
programs now in progress across the nation. 
Broad scale renewal can never get off the 
ground unless 


1) the city gets strong, working support 
from its business leaders, and 


2) it gains wide understanding and help 
from organizations, churches, clubs, as- 
sociations, neighborhood groups right

down to the individual merchant, land- 
lord, home-owner, and, finally, the 
voter. 


Progress is a challenge to every citizen. 
A challenge which the people of Norwood, 
working together, should enthusiastically 
accept in order to keep our city a good 
place to live and to work. 


The boon’ of a new Post Office, long 
needed in Norwood, is one of the many 
forward-looking projects now being pressed 
to conclusion by the progressive civic agen 
cies of the Norwood community in cooper- 
ation with the City Administration and the 
Norwood Chamber of Commerce. Group 
action is the keynote of Norwood’s Urban 
Renewal Program, 


BETWEEN SHERMAN AND MILLS. 
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NORWOOD PUBLIC 
LIBRARY 


In 1802, a year before Ohio became a’ 


State, a group of Cincinnati citizens met 
at Yeatman’s Tavern to organize a public 
library, At first it was a subscription 
library, open only to those who paid for 
its support. By 1853 it was tax supported, 
and after moving from place to place 
located at 622 Vine Street, Cincinnati in 
1870. In 1898, the library, under the State 
law, became The Public Library of Cin- 
cinnati and Hamilton County. 


As part of the Library's County service, 
a delivery station was established at Vine’s 
Drug Store, Montgomery Road and Maple 
Avenue, 


Early in the 1900's. the Norwood Educa- 
tion Society of the Federation of Women's 
Clubs proposed a Public Library for Nor- 
wood. Mrs. Charles T. Wulff, President of 
the Education Socicty, consulted with H. 
ID. C. Hodges, Librarian of the Cincinnati 
and Hamilton County Library. He advised 
Mrs. Wulff that Norwood, being outside 
the Cincinnati school district, was ineligible 
for assistance toward a building. He sug- 
gested that Norwood civic leaders should 
cooperate to promote and build a library. 

This negative response did not flinch 
the determination of Mrs. Wulff and the 
Norwood Federation of Women’s Clubs. 
Their enthusiasm and energy had a happy 
resolution. 


In 1905, Mayor Charles Herbert Jones 
appointed a Norwood Library Board with 
Judge Aaron. McNeill as President. Edward 
Mills donated a lot at the southwest corner 
of Montgomery Road and Weyer Avenue. 


‘These were the years in which Andrew 
Carnegie contributed liberally to establish 
public libraries throughout the Nation. 
Fach community requesting a Carnegie 
grant, however, had to agree to expend 
annually not less than ten percent of the 
cost of the original library building on 
equipment and maintenance, The Norwood 
Library Board requested $40,000; a settle- 
ment was made for $23,000. ‘The Federation 
of Women’s Clubs agreed to donate furnish- 
ings. 


Dedication services were held July 22, 


1907. Norwood Council passed an ordinance 


transferring the property to the Cincinnati 
and Hamilton County Public Library in 
accordance with the proviso incorporated 
in the original Carnegie grant. 


Dedication services were held in the 
Library Auditorium. Judge Aaron McNeill 
delivered the address of welcome. Mrs. 
kK. W. Jewell, secretary of the Norwood 
Board, submitted her report. Other ad- 
dresses were by Mrs. Charles I. Wulff and 
Mayor Jones, who formally presented the 
Library to Washington ‘T. Porter, who 
represented the Cincinnati and Hamilton 
County Library Board. H. D. C. Hodges, 
Director of the Cincinnati Library, intro- 
duced Norwood’s first Librarian, Miss 
Lillian Davis, daughter of Norwood’s former 
Mayor, Judge David Davis.

Architectually the Norwood Library 1s 
both beautiful and distinguished. The 
Rookwood Pottery urns, at the entrance, 
were presented by the late Frederick W. 
Schwenck, a former Trustee of. the Cincin- 
nati Library. 


Yhe day the Library opened the book 
stock numbered 8,541 volumes. Norwood’s 
population was 8,000. ‘The Library, today, 
is a vital part of the Community. Story 
hour programs are held in the children’s 
room. Reading lists are prepared for 
teachers and parents upon request. Dur- 
ing the economic recession, the public 
library proved a_ thrilling discovery to 
thousands of adults. Today, there is an 
exceptional demand for books on science 
and industry and technical subjects; also 
travel, biography and history. The Library 
now has 18,798 volumes. The yearly circu- 
lation, or home use, is well over 105,000 
books. 


Today, as the pattern of Norwood’s past 
expands, the relics of early days, an His- 
torical Collection, command wide interest. 
Miss Frances McClelland, Branch Librarian, 
created this collection. She invites all resi- 
dents of the City first to consult or phone 
her before otherwise disposing of old books, 
etc., that may have value to this collection. 


On October 22, 1957, a brief program, 
celebrating the Library’s 50th Anniversary 
was conducted. E. I. Miller, Director of 
the Cincinnati and Hamilton County 
Library, spoke briefly. Miss Cora Morton 
outlined the Library’s’ historical back- 
ground. Paul McKinney and Al Rau, 
representing Norwood Kiwanis, explained 
the Kiwanis gift of a television for edu- 
cational purposes. Miss McClelland, Branch 
Librarian, was hostess. 


The roster of Librarians includes: Miss 
Lillian Davis, 1907-1910; Miss Margaret 
Hawley, 1910-1921; Mrs. Mabel Wads- 
worth, 1921-1925; Miss Alice Isphording, 
1925-1934; Miss Alfaretta Mummert, 1935-

John B. Deiters has been a prominent 
figure in Norwood’s public life for more 
than a quarter-century. His contributions 
to youth guidance and to the promotion of 
public parks, playgrounds and a wide range 
of health and athletic improvements have 
had value without price. Formerly vice- 
Mayor, he is also prominent in church and 
fraternal affairs. In 1933, John was chosen 
as President of the firs’ KNOTHOLE 
BASEBALL LEAGUE in Hamilton County. 
Long prominent as a baseball umpire, he 
had lived to see the Knothole organization 
grow to include more than 500 teams with 
over 10,000 youngsters, of 9 to 15 years of 
age, participating in regularly scheduled 
games. He and Mrs. Deiters reside at 
1919 Lloyd Street, Norwood. They have 
four children; John, Jr., lives at 4990 Kug- 
ler Mills Rd., Rossmoyne; Robert on Hewitt 
Ave. in Walnut Hills; Richard at 8470

The first Norwood Retail Merchants 
Association, predecessor of the Norwood 
Business Men's Club, was organized in 
1920 by 25 merchants. The first President 
was George Guckenberger. He owned and 
operated a Department Store on Mont- 
gomery Road. Guckenberger later became 
Hamilton County Auditor. He has held 
that post for many years. No other names 
of office holders of the first group are 
available, 


The Association was formed in an effort 
to better local business and to prevent any 
movements that might be detrimental to 
Norwood’s retail progress. 

June 4—9, 1928, The Retail Merchants 
held their sixth Spring Festival. Lee Lauer- 
man was General Chairman. A. beautifully 
prepared brochure records the Club’s ac- 
complishments from 1920 to 1928. ‘These 
included boulevard lights on Montgomery 
Road; procurement of a local Western 
Union Office; annual community Christmas 
Celebrations; Hallowe'en Celebrations: 
Spring Festivals; Norwood Day at various 
summer resorts; the ‘erection of signs at 
Corporation lines of every street leading to 
Norwood. 


BECOMES THE N. B. M. C, 

October 11, 1937, a new Constitution and 

By-Laws of the Club were adopted, chang- 
ing the name to the Norwood Business 
Men’s Club, Ine. The committee on the 
new Constitution and By-Laws included: 
Kk. V. Newman, C. L. Nichols and A. X. 
Schwebel. Frank J. Ward was elected Presi- 
dent; Chas. J. Burtschy, Vice-Pres.; E. V. 
Newman, Secy.; C. L. Nichols, Treas. Direc- 
tors were: Chris Foehr, Jr., John E. Man- 
they, Carrol Sauer, Jos. H. Leonard, Ralph 
W. Hukill, W. G. Richardson, Lee Lauer- 
man and Louis Kaesemeyer. It was at this 
time that Professional men were first made 
eligible for Club membership.

REMEMBER? THE DAYS OF 


October 11, 1910 the Club's 20th Anni- 
versary was celebrated at Zahn’s Cafe. 
Newly elected officers were: Lou Erdman. 
Pres... Chris Foehr, ‘| Liwavice- Presi bo Ve 
Newman, Secy.; A. §. Bowling, Treas. Direc- 
tors: William B. Sellers, Wim. Wiggeringloh 
and Julius Thorn. One of the highlights 
of the meeting was the presence of all 
living past Presidents. The first President. 
George Guckenberger, cut the birthday 
cake. 

The Silver Anniversary mecting was held 
at the Alms Hotel, November 20, 1945. 
Dale Wolf, of the Norwood Enterprise, was 
speaker of the evening. He summarized 
many public improvements which the Club 
had fought for, including the Montgomery 
Road paving from Weyer Avenue to the 
N & W crossing; the annual Christmas 
decorations; a sub-station post office cen- 
trally located in the Fidelity Federal build- 
ing by courtesy of John Porter; and the 
Club’s active interest in maintaining good 
government. He recalled the days when 
200 members of the organizaiion went en 
masse to Columbus to fight to maintain 
the independence of Norwood. Also, in 
1925, when members of the N. B. M. C. 
found revenues of the City of Norwood 
reduced from $177,000 to $27,000, they had 
successfully launched a campaign to get a 
special tax levy voted to provide adequate 
operating revenues. 


November 10, 1947, Harold Funk. Chair- 
man of the New Post Office committee, 
reported that Norwood, gauged by its 
population, was entitled to a post. office 
costing $300,000, allowing ten per cent 
of this amount for land, 


September, 1949, a Resolution was passed, 
asking the Federal Government to erect a 
new Post Office. 


January 18, 1950, the Business Men's 
Club petitioned the City for a re-routing 
of safety lane traffic, which at that time 
blocked customers from Montgomery Road 
stores between Lawrence and Mills Avenues. 


October 9, 1950, the Norwood Junior 
Chamber of Commerce approached the

On September 23, 1946, E. V. Newman 
received a plaque to welcome him as an 
Honorary Life Member. February 10, 1947, 
was designated Felix Levy night. He also 
received a Life Membership. On January 
1, 1951, Willard FE. Thayer was presented 
with a Life Membership. ‘This high honor 
also was bestowed on John Gerdsen in 1956. 

In 1954, the Norwood Business Men's 
Club projected a five-point civic improve- 
ment program: Ist,. to secure off-street 
parking lots, in cooperation with the City: 
2nd, to improve lighting along Montgomery 
Road; 3rd, to relocate the No. 1 Fire 
House from Montgomery Road to Sherman 
Avenue in order to reduce dangerous 
traffic congestion at time of fire alarms; 
Ith, to effect a new truck route for large 
trucks moving through Norwood: 5th, to 
expedite a new Post Office. 


NOW A CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


On June 17, 1957, the Norwood Business 
Men's Club received its official Ohio Char- 
ter, becoming the Norwood Chamber. of 
Commerce.

THE WASHINGTON AVENUE PARKING LOT 

N. B. M. C., once more through the personal services 
of Ben Youkilis, cooperated with and aided City Officials 
to obtain this valuable corner and transform it into a 
Municipal Parking Lot, which provides a two-way con- 
venience: all-day parking for Pike merchants and in-and- 
out parking for their customers. 


NORWOOD'S PROPOSED HEALTH CENTER AND 
WAR MEMORIAL 

As a member-organization of the Norwood United 
Civic Association, N. B. M. C. cooperated with United to 
reactivate both community-wide and City Hall interest in 
this historic project, bonds for which, amounting to 
225,000 had been approved by Norwood'’s voters in the 
election of 1945.

Originally, 
the cost, around $3000, was met by assessing the mer- 
chants and property owners a nominal charge per run- 
ning foot. The costs henceforth will be met by increased 
membership dues from those who derive the chief bene- 
fits in the Christmas shopping area. 


CHRISTMAS OBSERVANCE PROGRAMS 


These, also, originated in 1948. N. B. M. GC. was 
determined that Norwood children must have their own 
great annual civic Christmas Jubilee. This includes 
placing a community Christmas tree in front of City 
Hall; a “Pike” Santa, Claus to visit Norwood’s stores.

INFORMATION HEADQUARTERS FOR 
OUT-OF-TOWNERS 


Over the last 10 years, N. B. M. C., operated as a 
Bureau of Information, answering an ever-increasing 
number of requests for information about local indus- 
tries, business and other related important civic matters.

and convictions through years of trial and 
error that would have defeated men of less 
purpose and courage. It may even be said 
their zeal was contagious. ‘They kept the 
spirit of Norwood community service alive. 

‘Their greatest handicap was money lack. 
Membership dues in both the old Norwood 
Merchants Association and its successor, the 
Norwood Business Men's Club, were insig- 
nificant. Yet these men refused to be dis- 
couraged. As the years went by they built, 
for a city of Norwood’s size, a relatively 
loyal and cooperative “club” of civic-con- 
scious followers; merchants, dentists, drug- 
gists, bankers, judges, lawyers, teachers and 
others. 


Yet, for some reason, about the close of 
1956, the whole movement seemed on the 
verge of collapsing. A large percentage of 
dues-paying members were delinquent; and 
too many dropped out altogether. The 
question was: could the Norwood Business 
Men's Club survive this siege of public 
indifference? 

Many a blessing is hidden in what for 
the moment may seem eminent disaster.

In 1956, Park Dunigan, Norwood realtor, 
was elected President of the Club. Park 
had accepted the honor under protest. ‘The 
demands of his own business compelled 
him to chase the hour hand around the 
clock. He recommended that Hayden Size- 
more, then and now president of the Nor- 
wood Property Owners Association, be ap- 
pointed de facto president. Norwood Busi- 
ness Men’s Club Officers and members 
assented to this proposal by acclamation. 


Sizemore has long been an acknowledged 
Norwood leader. He proved his civic-worth 
in his activities for the Norwood Property 
Owners Association and Norwood United 
Civic Association. He is the only man in 
Norwood’s history to have held the office 
of President of three important Norwood 
associations simultaneously: The Norwood 
Chamber of Commerce, the Norwood Prop- 
erty Owners Association and the Norwood 
United Civic Association. 


Beginning with the month Sizemore be- 
came de facto president, the story of the 
Norwood Business Men's Club became an 
inspiring civic-legend. In three months, 
Norwood Business Men’s Club membership 
zoomed to an all-time high. Then, in the 
spring of 1957, a Merchant's’ Committee, 
headed by Harry Pastor and Robert Green- 
field, was organized. In a matter of weeks, 
the community of Norwood stores began a 
collective advertising campaign, both locally 
and in the Cincinnati newspapers. This 
was the first concerted attempt by the mer-

Yet, Sizemore, in January, 1957, becom- 
ing Norwood Business Men's Club’s elective 
president, had other aces to play. For years 
he had been recommending that the Club 
change its name. The word “business” was 
too restrictive. He wanted the Club to 
become a “Board of Trade” or a “Chamber 
of Commerce.” Even as long ago as 1953 
there had been panels of discussion con- 
cerning such a change, but no definite steps 
had been taken. 


Now, as President, Sizemore was in a 
position to get things done. Early in 1957, 
in behalf of the Norwood Business Men's 
Club, he asked for the Board's consent to 
form a Norwood Chamber of Commerce. 
This was granted, unanimously. Then, at 
the next Norwood Business Men’s Club 
general meeting, the members, voted by an 
overwhelming majority to empower the

Board to apply for a new Charter. The 
Charter was granted on June 17, 1957. 
Shortly, thereafter, the new organization 
applied for membership in the Ohio and 
United States Chamber of Commerce. Fol- 
lowing this, the Trustees of the new C. of 
C. vigorously followed through on another 
important project the old N.B.M.C. had 
started: completion of the combination his- 
tory and illustrated civic promotion — the 
book you now have in your hands — THE 
CITY OF NORWOOD: — 1809-1957." by 
Arthur G. Ruppert. 


The next step forward was both dramatic 
and far-seeing. Sizemore and the other 
Norwood Chamber of Commerce leaders, 
not only wanted a Chamber of Commerce; 
they were unanimous in their ambition to 
have the new Chamber headed by a top 
Norwood industrialist. Of all names under 
discussion, one stood out; James F. Droesch, 
Industrial Relations Director of the Fisher 
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Body Corporation,, Division of the General 
Motors Corporation, Norwood plant. 
Droesch had previously manifested keen in- 
terest in such an organization. 


This was the prelude. On November 17, 
1957, “Jim” Droesch became president of 
the Norwood Chamber of Commerce re- 
placing Hayden H. Sizemore, the Chamber's 
first president. 


What of the future? 

The beginning is auspicious. The new 
Norwood Chamber of Commerce is a demo- 
cratic body. 


Its ideas, ideals and goals may be summed 
up in a phrase: “we are for Norwood!” 

Starting off with about 200 members, its 
Officers and Trustees have been thought- 
fully chosen to represent the community as 
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a whole; industry, commerce, the financial 
institutions, the schools, churches, clubs, or- 
ganizations, and civic government. 


In his acceptance speech, the new Cham- 
ber of Commerce President, James F. 
Droesch, eloquently heralded the prospects 
for the future, saying: ‘ 


We are working together to help 
make Norwood the most prosperous city of 
its size in the Nation. 

... We will counsel with the Norwood 
Merchants Committee in every practical 
manner to help improve the retail business 
in Norwood. 

. . . We will in every practical way con- 
tinue to support every movement that has 
one ideal objective; to keep Norwood’s 
schools among the best in the State and 
Nation,

75 years, The Globe-Wernicke 
Co. of Cincinnati, Ohio, has been an in- 
dustrial leader, producing the most up-to- 
date and __ scientifically office 
equipment, office accessories, and office 
supplies, functionally designed to speed up 
business routine and cut unnecessary over- 
head costs. In 1882, when the present 
Globe-Wernicke Co. was incorporated, 
under the laws of the State of Ohio, as The 
Globe Files Company, office equipment was 
not only meager but primitive. The spindle 
and pigeonhole were the accepted methods 
of filing, although the box file, much as 
we know it today, had been invented in 
1875. By 1880,'a variation of the box file 
in cabinet form, called a letter file cabinet, 
was coming into use by the larger, more 
progressive companies.

With the nation, at this time, stirring 
with the first young growth of industry, 
the need for office equipment and_ pro- 
cedures was sensed rather than understood 
by industrial leaders. In Cincinnati, how- 
ever, a group of forward-looking men, view- 
ing the situation, decided to do something 
about it. These men, H. C. Yeiser, George 
V. Nauerth, R. F. Leaman, J. J. Hooker, 
W. N. King, and C. S. Cragg, incorporated 
on February 9, 1882. The Globe Files Com- 
pany, with capital stock of $60,000, for 
the purpose of manufacturing and _ selling 
files, including pigeonhole cases, box files, 
and letter file cabinets. George V. Nauerth 
was clected president of this new corpora- 
tion, 


Within a year of its founding, and even 
before the company was operating at a 


profit, it was necessary to move into larger 
quarters to house the growing manufactur- 
ing operations. In 1884, the company issued 
its first catalog. Just prior to this, W. B. 
Carpenter assumed the duties of president 
of the corporation. 


Sometime during 1881, the management 
of the company began to glimpse the rich 
fields of the office equipment business that 
stretched ahead. Accordingly, the limiting 
word “Files” was dropped from its name 
and the company became “The Globe Com- 
pany.” This change was not, however, made 
official until March, 1887. In addition to 
its Globe line of file cabinets and desks, a 
Stationers’ Catalog listing 43 other items 
was published. Also, during this three year 
period, branch offices were established first 
in New York, then Boston, and agencies 
were set up in Toronto and San Francisco. 

In 1898 Henry C. Yeiser, Sr., was elected 
to the presidency of the company. In this 
position, he was destined to guide the 
company's progress for the next quarter 
century. In this same year, too, the plant 
was further enlarged and improved. 


The closing of the century brought amaz- 
ing changes to The Globe Company. For 
$100,000 in stock, it purchased the assets, 
goodwill, and patents of The Wernicke 
Company of Grand Rapids and the name 
of the corporation was changed to The 
Globe-Wernicke Company. The patents 
acquired were, chiefly, those for the 
“Wernicke System of Elastic Bookcases,” 
the principles of which. were promptly 
applied to all types of office cabinets. 

To provide adequate facilities for the

manufacture of the new bookcase line, a 
l4-acre tract in Norwood, a suburb of Cin- 
cimnati, was purchased on which was con- 
structed a building containing more than 
200,000 square feet of floor space. ‘The 
enlarged Eighth Street plant was retained 
for the manufacture of all other merchan- 
dise made by the company. 

One of the greatest innovations ever 
introduced in the office equipment industry 
was developed at this time (I898) by The 
Globe-Wernicke Company. Mr. Edwin G. 
Seibels, an insurance adjuster in North 
Carolina, consulted the company about 
making a box for filing papers in a vertical 
position. The cabinet made for Mr. Seibels 
is, today, enshrined at the Smithsonian

Institution in Washington, D. C. as the 
prototype of the modern vertical file. As 
the U. S. Patent Office did not consider 
the idea patentable, this Globe-Wernicke 
file was immediately copied by countless 
other manufacturers. In 1937, The Globe- 
Wernicke Co. presented Mr. Seibels with 
a bronze plaque in recognition of his 
pioneer work in developing the vertical 
method of filing letters and papers. 


To meet the demands of both the domes- 
tic and foreign markets, Globe-Wernicke 
again began an expansion program in 1904 
which called for enlargement of the exist- 
ing Norwood factory. A $165,000 desk 
factory was added as well as cabinet and 
metal works, costing $250,000. The follow- 
ing ‘year, 1905, the Alabama Timber Lands 
were purchased, while further additions 
were being made to the Norwood plant, 
including a new building for the manu- 
facture of steel cabinets. 


A major expansion program took place 
in 1914. when the Norwood plant was 
again enlarged at a cost of $400,000 to in- 
clude the general offices and facilities of 
the old Eighth Street factory which was 
sold, 


Within a year after the Armistice the 
company was again making further expan- 
sions in the steel and wood working divi- 
sions. Enlargement of the wood working 
division alone cost $1,200,000. 


The company was reorganized in 1934 
and J. S. Sprott was elected president, the 
post he held until his death in 1949, 
Although a slight loss was sustained during 
1934, the next year showed a profit and 
Globe-Wernicke was back again on_ the 
highway to success. 


Immediately after Pearl Harbor, The 
Globe-Wernicke Co. plunged into an all-out 
program of war work that absorbed more 
than 90% of the huge plant's capacity.. 
Wing flaps, troop seats, and nacelle doors 
for Curtiss-Wright “Commando” planes, tail 
cones for Republic's “Thunderbolt” fight- 
ers, and vast quantities of ship’s furniture

(more than 100 different items, from 
officers’ double bunks to sea rails) poured 
from the shops. At the same time, the 
company’s peacetime products were requi- 
sitioned in staggering quantities for military 
use. For instance, one factory engaged in 
assembling B-29 Superfortresses equipped 
each plane with three or four Globe- 
Wernicke clipboards before turning the 
plane over to the Army. 

In February of 1949, J. S. Sprott who had 
guided the destiny of The Globe-Wernicke 
Co. since 1931 passed away. In the same 
month, the Board of Directors elected 
Alfred C. Howard, the executive vice 
president, to the dual position of President 
and General Manager. 

On May 4, 1954, the Board of Directors 
election, Mr. Hammer, who had_ been 
General Manager. At the time of his 
election, Mr. Hammer who had_ been 
associated with Globe-Wernicke for thirty 
years, was serving as Vice President — Fi- 
nance, Secretary, and Treasurer. 

In August 1955, The Globe-Wernicke Co.

From its modest beginning back in 1882. 
when production was restricted to files, 
The Globe-Wernicke Co. has grown and 
progressed until today, 75 years later, its 
modernly equipped plant, is staffed by 
experienced craftsmen. ‘his large plant, 
covering 26 acres of floor space, consisted, 
of three major manufacturing divisions: 
Paper, Wood and Steel with production 
facilities unsurpassed in the industry. These 
three divisions produce Globe-Wernicke’s 
more than 1,000 items that are sold by 
independent dealers not only in every city 
and town of the United States, but through- 
out the international market as well. 

Although wood played an important part 
in the fabrication of office furniture at the 
turn of the century, the demand for wood 
declined steadily after World War Il. At 
the same time, the demand for steel office 
furniture increased appreciably. In 1958, 
after a careful study of the market, Globe- 
Wernicke discontinued its Wood Division. 
This has enabled the company to concen- 
trate all of its engineering, résearch, and 
merchandising facilities on the stecl equip- 
ment line, filing systems, and office acces- 
sories.

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NORTHEASTERN YMCA -YWCA 


After years of attempts to foster a Nor- 
wood Branch YMCA, a meeting of laymen 
was held at the home of John S. Duley, 
January, 1926. State Secretary Rhoades and 
Judson McKim, General Secretary of the 
YMCA, were present. The group had been 
assured of assistance from the Community 
Chest. Thus, April, 1926, the Norwood “Y” 
association established a “non-equipment” 
headquarters at Elm & Montgomery Road. 


Members of the first Committee of 
Management were: J. B. Miller, Harry 
Engelhardt, Willard E. Thayer, Theodore 
C. Dorl, C. W. Johnson, Rev. William T. 
Paterson, Arthur L. Wolf and Harry H. 
Baker. Members of the major committees 
the first year were: Earle R. Knight, Will 
C.. James, C. C. Gross, John J. Braun, John 
Omwake, G. M. Ott, Harold Morton, J. F.

J. B. Miller devoted years of leadership, 
to promoting the Norwood Branch and 
served as Chairman of the Committee of 
Management from 1926 to 1941. 


In 1927. through the initiative of Willard 
E. Thayer, a building site at Sherman and 
Walter Avenues was obtained for about 
$42,000. The location included the former 
Zion Reformed Church building and _par- 
sonage, also two houses in the rear on 
Lawrence Avenue. Income from these resi- 
dences helped reduce the “Y" debt. In 
1940, Ferdinand Chudoba, a well-known 
Norwood benefactor, cancelled the remain- 
der of the debt with a check for $4,695. 


The old church served as the “Y” center 
from 1927 to 1945, but with the member- 
ship steadily increasing the need for a larger 
building became imperative. 


As early as 1942, the building fund was 
given a practical lift by gifts totaling 
$18,050 from E. B. Stanley, of the Ameri- 
can Laundry Machinery Co., together with 
Oskar Frey of the Cincinnati Chemical 
Works, Inc., Willard E. Thayer of the First 
National Bank, and their friends. In 1943, 
Cecil H. Gamble, President of the Directors 
of the Cincinnati YMCA, and Matthew A. 
Follman, of the U.S. Playing Card Co., 
raised $5,750 and $3,450 in 1944, 

By Spring, 1945, plans were adopted to 
conduct a Building Fund Campaign. After 
many conferences, the governing Boards 
of both the YMCA and the YWCA gave 
their approval to the proposed joint ven- 
lure, agreeing that the new branch build- 
ing should house both “Y's”. A fund- 
raising campaign to obtain $250,000 was 
announced. The new Branch was to be 
called The Northeastern Y. 

The Citizens goal was set at $50,000; to 
be raised between April 28 and May 15, 
1947. Leaders selected were: E. B. Stanley,

The Campaign was a great success. The 
Northeeastern Branch YMCA-YWCA_ was 
dedicated Sunday, April 23, 1950. Mrs. 
Herbert Langhout, Chairman of the Board 
of Management of the YWCA and Van B. 
Retallick, Chairman of the Board of 
Management of the YMCA, participated. 


It was revealed at the dedication service 
that only Santa Monica, Cal., had enlisted 
a similar cooperation of YMCA and YWCA 
agencies. The unification of the two in 
Norwood, referred to as an experiment, is 
being watched with interest by ‘“Y” leaders 
throughout America. 

Situated in an industrial area, the North- 
eastern Branch has always maintained close 
working relationship with Norwood’s in- 
dustries. 

Each agency has its own Committee of 
Management, its own staff and separate 


offices. To decide over-all questions of 
policy there is a YMCA-YWCA Cooperat- 
ing Committee composed of seven men and 
seven women from the respective Commit- 
tees of Management, plus the Northeastern 
Executive of each Association.

The Norwood YWCA was founded Octo- 
ber 20, 1920, by Mrs. A. C. Shattuck, Mrs. 
J. G. Cadwallader, Mrs. C. S. Riley, Mrs. 
S. A. Headley and Miss Edith Edwards. 

The first Officers were: Pres., Mrs. C. R. 
Stauffer; Vice-Pres., Mrs. Van Morgan; 
Sec'y., Miss Elsie Collins; Treas. Miss 
Edith Edwards. 


The Norwood Branch of the YWCA of 
Greater Cincinnati developed from an In- 
dustrial Service Center, established in 1919 
by the War Work Council of the National 
Board of YWCA. 


The Council after making a survey, chose 
Norwood, because of its industrial back- 
ground, and the employment percentage 
of women. The large attractive residence 
at the corner of Floral and Park Avenues, 
formerly owned by William Windhorst, was 
selected as the home for the YWCA. Soon 
400 members were enrolled. Mrs. J. C. 
Cadwallader was Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee. 


The Center was conducted as a club for 
Industrial Women and featured many ac- 
tivities, including lunches, dances and recre- 
ation. A residence for girls was established. 
Later, Girl Reserve work, Business Girl's 
work, a Bible Council and Co-Ed activities 
became a part of the YWCA program. 


Since uniting with the YMCA in the 
new modern building, the program has 
been expanded to include a full physical 
education program for women and girls, 
also classes in millinery, bridge, dancing, 
rug making and other kinds of crafts. 
There is an enrollment of 306 in Junior 
Y-Teen Clubs; 297 in Senior Y Clubs.

Fraternal Order of Eagles 


During July, 1903 several meetings were 
held in the office of the Norwood Enter- 
prise, by business leaders and others to 
discuss the formation of a Norwood Aerie 
Fraternal Order of Eagles. 


July 21, 1903, there were 42 enrolled 
members, with Officers: Samuel J. Murray, 
Past Worthy Pres.; James D. McCracken, 
W. Pres.; Sanford Klein, W. Vice-Pres.; 
Albert J. Osterman, W. Sec’y.; R. E. Flood, 
W. Treas.; Edward Morris, W. Conductor; 
Edward Moulinier, W. Chaplain; E. J. 
Riley, Dr. A. R. Cassady and F. G. Bagge 
as Trustees. Dr. Frank Perry, Physician. 


For several years the meetings were held 
at the K. of P. Hall, Montgomery Road 
and Waverly Ave. In October, 1905, the 
Aerie purhased: a 100’x70’ lot on Washing- 
ton Avenue from Mrs. Benjamin Smith, 
for $2,000. This purchase left 60¢ in 
the treasury. 5 
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How to raise money for a building? They 
discussed selling bonds to members at $100 
each, but even this would not pay for a 
new building. Mrs. Smith solved their 
problem, graciously lending them $10,000 
to be repaid in ten years. Then they sold 
some bonds and raised more money at 
bazaars and raffles; about $20,000 from all 
sources. 


The new Home was opened in 1907 with 
a week long bazaar. Another $5,000 was 
raised. 

Over the next 30 years, membership in 
Highland Aerie grew rapidly. By 1937 
plans were made to enlarge the Home. 
Harry T. White, Worthy President, ap- 
pointed a building committee. In 1938, 
the new addition was completed. The same 
year a Board of Control was established: 
Edw. B. Scheve, Chairman; Ben Vordem 
Esche, Sec’y; §. Biedenharn, Joe Kolling, 
Wm. Murray, Al Blum, A. H. Rau, J. 
Bauer, H. Bolsinger, W. Bierman, R. O'Day, 
A. Schulte and E. Tepe. 


August, 1938, during the Grand Aerie 


Convention in Cincinnai, a Grand Opening 
welcomed hundreds of visiting delegates to 
the remodeled Norwood Home. 

The Highland Aerie has proven a strong 
factor in Norwood Civic and Fund-raising 
campaigns. During the 1937 flood, the 
Aerie Home was placed at the disposal of 
the Red Cross as a relief station for flood 
victims. Its charities are too numerous to 
mention.

BEN’S JEWELERS HAVE HELPED 
TO MODERNIZE NORWOOD 


Ben's Jewelry Store was founded in 
1933 as successor to Sachs Jewelers and 
is the oldest of the current group of 
jewelry stores in Norwood. 

Now located in the heart of Norwood’s 
shopping center, 4572 Montgomery Rd., 
at the corner of Washington Avenue, 
popularly known as “Ben's Corner,” this 
modern store is a source of high civic 
pride. 

Yet behind those few simple words 
is one of the most dramatic business 
stories in Norwood’s annals. 

Ben Youkilis, migrating from Canada 
came to Norwood in 1931. As a skilled 
watchmaker, he obtained employment at 
Sachs Jewelers, then located at 4614 
Montgomery Road. At that time the 
whole nation was in an economic rut. 
To curtail expenses, in an effort to 
survive, Sachs moved to 4568 Mont- 
gomery Road. The removal proved to 
be a temporary breather. Sachs was 
forced to close its doors in April, 1933. 

From here on the story has the glow 
of an inspiration. 

Ben Youkilis had two choices. He 
could join the ranks of unemployed or 
he could attempt to resurrect the busi- 
ness in his own way. Exactly ninety 
days after Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
was first sworn. in as President of the 
United States of America, Ben opened 
his own business. He timed it well. 
Under Roosevelt's sweeping recovery acts, 
a revived national confidence was re- 
flected in steadily improving business. 
Ben didn't know it at the time, but he 
had started the long and arduous climb 
to a Norwood success. 

By 1935-36, feeling more confident of 
the future, Ben married the former 
Rose Essig of Newport, Ky. Together 
they decided to re-establish the con- 
sumer-credit privileges originally ex- 
tended to Sachs. This was followed in 
1939 by a complete remodeling of the 
store front and the installation of im- 
proved service facilities in the store 
itself. 


One fact must be recorded. Ben had 
the knack of winning and holding 
friends. Equally important, Ben was 
civic-minded. Prominent citizens became 
aware that they could rely on Ben to 
support any movement that was in- 
tended to help Norwood. 


His activities in behalf of ‘The Nor- 
wood Business Men's club and his tire- 
less efforts to boost youth programs and 
foster general public interest in the 
welfare of the Norwood community re- 
sulted in his being named Norwood's 
“Man of the Year” by the Norwood 
Junior Chamber of Commerce in 1952, 


The next event, in a series of success- 
ful moves by Ben Youkilis, arrived in 
1956 when Ben's Jewelers moved to 
their present location. The corner site 
was completely remodeled, outside and 
in; modern lighting facilities and the 
latest in store-service equipment were 
installed. “Ben's Corner’ has become a 
retail showplace. 


The present staff includes the follow- 
ing executive group: Frank Flynn, watch- 
maker; Marvyn Youkilis, assistant watch- 
maker (and student at the University 
of Cincinnati); Charles Wolf, advertising, 
sales and display manager; Dave Shore, 
radio, appliance and photo-equipment 
buyer; Miss Judy Thompson, bookkeeper 
and clerk. 

Ben's Jewelers also conducts a store 
at 6012 Vine Street, Elmwood Place. 

Ben, in addition to managing both 

stores, is Vice-President of the Norwood 
Chamber of Commerce; a member of 
The Board of Management of the North- 
eastern YMCA; a member of the Ma- 
sonic Miami Lodge No. 46; and _ for 
many years Secretary to the Board of 
Trustees of The Jewish Community He- 
brew Schools; also several other civic 
and fraternal organizations. 
- Mr. & Mrs. Youkilis reside at 3978 
Ardmore Avenue, Cincinnati. ‘Their 
daughter, Sandra, is an Hlonor Student 
at Walnut Hills High School.

House Company 


This Club meets the first Wednesday of 
each month, September through May. Its 
1957 Officers are: Pres., Mrs. Frank Hanna- 
ford; First Vice-Pres., Mrs. Richard Fen- 
stermacher; Second Vice-Pres., Mrs. Ida 
Lippard; Sec’y., Mrs. Charles Pfister; Treas., 
Mrs. Roy Carter. 

The Club is a demonstration of what 
women working together may achieve. Start- 
ing in the early 1900's, a group of Norwood 
women, Visualizing the need of a club 
house, began a money-raising drive to con- 
solidate their ambition, holding bazaars, 
the Carnival of Nations and Summer 
Chatauqua. Over ten tireless years they 
accumulated funds to purchase the property 
at 4336 Ashland Avenue. On June 21, 1920 
the first meeting of the Club House Finance 
Committee was held. The first elective 
officers were: Pres., Mrs. Wm. Fridman; 
First Vice-Pres., Mrs. E. Nelson High; Sec- 
ond Vice-Pres., Miss Julia L. Sutor; Secy., 


Mrs. Maude M. Sacket; Treas., Mrs. W. B. 
Townsend. Mr. William Fridman served as 
legal counsel. He was also a member of 
the Norwood Presybyterian Church, from 
which the Ashland Avenue property was 
obtained. 


‘The group was incorporated as The Nor- 
wood Federation Club House Company 
October 21, 1920. It has been a constructive 
influence in supporting all educational and 
civic improvements. 


Norwood Education Society 
1899 — 1957 


The Norwood Education Society was first 
organized in 1899, meeting at the Central 
School on Montgomery Road. It has made 
many notable contributions to Norwood’s 
Schools and the Community. 


It created Norwood's first scholarships for 
Norwood High School honor graduates. 
The first eleven scholarships were outright 
gifts. Later, it granted scholarships on a 
refund basis, thus creating a practical re- 
volving fund which assisted a host of worthy 
Norwood youngsters to obtain College edu- 
cations. 


In June, 1930, the Society presented a 
gold cup to Norwood High School for the 
inscription of Honor Student’s names. The 
cup was completely inscribed in ten years. 

At one time there were 200 members in 
the Education Society. The club disbanded 
February 7, 1957 after 58 years of being 
actively engaged in civic and educational 
improvements, the establishment of a Day 
Nursery, and many other projects. 

The $1,000 in their Treasury at the time 
of disbanding, was given to the Harold S. 
Bates Memorial Scholarship Fund.

For many years mectings were held in 
the K. P. Hall at Montgomery Road and 
Waverly Avenue.

In March, 1922, the Norwood Council 
offered a resolution, which was accepted 
by the Norwood Board of Education, to 
present substantial prizes as. an incentive 
for a more thorough study of American 
History in the Public Schools. The first 
prize a solid gold medal, the second a solid 
silver medal, and the third a bronze medal. 
Ihe first medals were presented in June, 
1922, to students receiving the highest 
grades in American History. 

The Lincoln Historical Society was Char- 
tered by the State of Ohio August 11, 1939. 
Besides operating and managing the Tem- 
ple, the Lincoln Historical Society has 
taken its place among the leading civic 
organizations not only in Norwood but in 
Hamilton County performing many acts of 
charity and giving special attention to the 
Junior Orphans’ Home in Lexington, N. C., 
with substantial monthly donations. The 
Society also. conducts patriotic entertain- 
ments and lectures on the History of the 
United States. 
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The Norwood Council Temple Club 
Company was formed and duly Chartered 
on March 26, 1941, by the State of Ohio 
as a corporation not for profit, but for 
the purpose of holding and operating the 
Temple.

December 18, 1942, the Council held an 
impressive Mortgage-burning ceremony.

Mayor Allen G. Roudebush de- 
livered the principal address. 

In 1946 the Council celebrated their 50th 
Anniversary. It is the only Jr. O.U.A.M.

Orphan’s Home at Tiffin, Ohio and Lex- 
ington, N. C., for the education, health 
and welfare of former members’ orphans.

The West Norwood Civic Association, the 
first Civic Club to be established in Nor- 
wood, was organized by R. Edward ‘Tepe, 
Anthony J. Miller, Ray Cleary, William 
Albauch, Frank X. Bruewer, with Fred 
Pabset as Temporary Chairman, in Feb- 
ruary, 1947. Meetings alternated between 
Allison Street School and St. Elizabeth 
Church. All meetings are now held at 
Moose Hall on Mills Avenue. 

The first Officers were: Anthony J. Mil- 
ler; Pres.; Ellsworth Regan, First Vice-Pres.; 
Randolph Byrne, Second Vice-Pres.; Mrs. 
Clyde Morris, Sec’y; Stanley Lasonczky, 
Treas. The association, non-political, non- 
sectarian and non-profit, was organized. to 
promote the social and civic welfare of 
West Norwood and to participate in com- 
munity activities approved by the members. 

The Association was responsible for the 
installation of traffic lights and stop signs 
in the West Norwood area and helped to 
solve critical traffic problems. Originally 
the Cincinnati bus service was limited to 
twice daily; one trip each in morning and 
afternoon and none on Saturday or Sunday. 
Through the persistent efforts of the Asso- 
ciation. full time Express bus service was 
introduced in 1948. Also, this was the first 
Givic Association in Hamilton County to 
organize a community band. ‘This was 
directed by James McBeth. Several adult 
members were musicians with the Cincin- 
nati Symphony Orchestra. “They gave gen- 
erously of their time to instruct the younger 
members. Concerts were given at Millcrest 
Park and the Veterans Hospital. The An- 
nual Christmas party for children, held at 
Moose Hall, has become a community 
tradition. : 

The Association has also sponsored im- 
portant City-wide projects. They were the 


first to write the Postmaster General, 
Washington, D.C., September, 1949, request- 
ing a new post office for Norwood. They 
instituted the move to obtain a Norwood 
Hospital and actively engage in all Fund 
Drives and Campaigns.

Starting, seventy years ago, when Nor- 
wood was little more than a rustic patch- 
work of farms, dirt roads and primitive 
woods, it is a tribute to its founders, and 
their successors, that the Norwood Im- 
proved has substantially contributed to 
and kept pace with Norwood’s growth as 
a city. 

Today, with assets of more than six 
million dollars, its scope of operations and 


‘financial services to the community are 


completely modern and comprehensive, 
extending every possible aid to those who 
wish to purchase or construct a home. 

Originally, the company’s offices were 
located in The McFarlan Lumber Co. with 
C. E. Page as President and F..A. Zimmer- 
man, Secretary.

The history of the Fidelity Federal Sav- 
ings & Loan Association dramatizes the 
commercial opportunities prevalent in mod- 
ern Norwood since the turn of the century. 
The figures alone are eloquent:

Assets, 1953, approximately ..... 10,000,000.00 


Assets, 1957, approximately ...... 19,000,000.00 


The expansion has been based on sound, 
aggressive strategy and competent manage- 
ment. 


The story begins in 1913. The original 
officers and directors were: Pres., Charles 
F. Mathes; Vice-Pres., H. J. Pierson; Treas., 
Ed Miller; Sec’y, A. T. Leininger; Attorney, 
J. M. Stone; Directors: John Snyder, Sr., 
William A. Stone, Edward Mardorf and 
T. J. McFarlan. 
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The association’s first offices were lo- 
cated in the rooms formerly occupied by 
Army Surplus Store; at the same Mont- 
gomery Road address on which the New 
Fidelity building is located. 


_. The Norwood Home Savings Association 
(as it was then called) had been organized 
to promote thrift in the Community by 
providing a consistent and safe method for 
people to save and invest money and to 
provide for the sound and economical 
financing of homes. 


It had one stout advantage to start with; 
its officers and directors were business and 
professional men of astute judgment with 
large personal followings. 


The association was an immediate suc- 
cess. By 1929, the Directors authorized 
construction of an attractive building at 
2089 Sherman Avenue. The association's 
offices were removed to the ground floor 
of this new building in 1931. Assets were 
already approaching the $1 million level. 


A new high was reached in 1937. Through 
an instrumentality of the United States 
Government, the Norwood Home Savings 
Association acquired Federal Insurance on 
accounts up to $5,000. This automatically 
made the Norwood association a component 
of the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance 
Corporation. 


Three additional steps were taken in 
1939. The association applied for a Federal 
Charter. It opened’ a Cincinnati office at 
631 Walnut Street. It also effected a merger 
with the Elsmere Federal Savings and Loan 
Association, a smaller institution. 

From 1931 to 1950, Albert S. Bowling, Jr.¢ 
had served as Managing Officer. When he 
died, in 1950, John C. Porter, who had 
joined the institution in 1938, was clevated 
to this top post. 

At its Norwood location, in 1958, the 
association, recognizing Norwood’s drastic 
need for increased public parking ‘space, 
purchased the three properties adjoining 
its Sherman Avenue offices. 
houses were razed and a 
parking lot installed.

Next came one of the most constructive 
moves over the last half-century in Nor- 
wood. Fidelity acquired two Jarge proper- 
ties facing Montgomery Road from the 
Goldsmith Company, operators of chain 
department stores. E. C. Landberg & Asso- 
ciates, architects, were engaged. A new 
building was planned to provide ground 
floor offices in keeping with Fidelity’s ex- 
pansion program, with business and pro- 
fessional offices on the upper floors. The 
new building is, without question, one of 
the most modern and most beautiful in its 
class in the nation. 

Recently, the association has announced 
another important convenience. More prop- 
erties have been acquired for an addition 
to its parking lot, increasing its capacity 
to 100 cars. 

Today, as in 1913, Fidelity’s officers and 
directors are men of high standing in the 
community: Pres., Charles M. Evans, attor- 
ney-at-law; Executive Vice-Pres., John C. 
Porter; Vice-Pres., Lawrence C. Bucher, also 
Vice-Pres. of The Fifth-Third Union Trust 
Co. of Cincinnati. The Directors are: Dr. 
Wm. B. Carmon, physician; Harry M. Pal- 
mer, Hamilton County Appraiser; and Carl 
H. Lindner, Jr., Pres. of The United Dairy 
Farmers. 

The Fidelity Association also belongs to 
several leagues which function as legislative 
counsellors, locally, statewide and nation- 
ally, in all legal matters and/or proposed 
or enacted legislature which concern corp- 
orations involyed in savings-and-loan man- 
agement, viz: the Hamilton County League 
of Building & Loan Association; the Ohio 
Savings & Loan League; and the United 
States Savings & Loan League. 

Among 240 savings and loan associations 
in Hamilton County, only 78 are insured 
up to $10,000 by the Federal Savings & Loan 
Insurance Corporation, Fidelity of Norwood 
has been a member of this group since 1937.

The Norwood Federal Savings and Loan 
Association, at 4338 Montgomery Road, was 
organized in September, 1915, by a group 
of Norwood Eagles, headed by Hiram C. 
Bolsinger, Sr., a prominent attorney of that 
era. It was orginally known as the Norwood 
Eagle Building and Loan Association.

For several years weekly meetings were 
held in the Highland Aerie Club House. 
Then, in 1926, the office was moved to 
4104 Montgomery Road. Later, in 1928, 
the property at 4340 Montgomery Road was 
purchased and this site has been the home 
of the Association ever since. 


In June, 1936, the Association was granted 
a Federal Charter and the name was 
changed to The Norwood Federal Savings 
and Loan Association. At this time, also, 
the savings of each member were insured 


‘The building immediately 


to $5,000 by the Federal Savings and Loan 
Insurance Corporation, an instrumentality 
of the United States Government. This in- 
surance has since been raised to $10,000 for 
each account. 


Having achicved a Federal Charter, with 
concomitant insurance provision, the office 
hours of the Association were changed from 
one night a week to a daily operation. 

Ever since its beginning, this Association 
has enjoyed widespread public confidence 
and constantly increasing business. In 1951, 
this steady growth necessitated remodeling 
and a new addition to its building. 


The Association's next move was to pro- 
vide parking convenience for its customers. 
south of the 
Association's office was purchased and 
razed. A hardtop parking lot, accommodat- 
ing 50 cars, has recently been completed. 


Norwood Federal has been a member of 
the Federal Home Loan Bank since 1932 
and was one of the first building and loan 
associations to provide account- insurance 
for its members. The assets of the Asso- 
ciation as of June 30, 1957, totalled 
$3,560,157.50. 

The present Officers are: 
President; Harry H. Davis, 
bert A. Bokenkotter, Treas. Hiram C. 
Bolsinger is the Attorney. The foregoing,

Lines and 58 Miles of 
Electric Feeders in Norwood 


A history of 60 years of service to resi- 
dential, commercial and industrial custo- 
mers in Norwood will be recorded in 1958 
by The Cincinnati Gas & Electric Company. 

The Cincinnati Gas Light & Coke Com- 
pany, the original name of the local utility, 
received a franchise to supply gas to the 
City of Norwood on Oct. 25, 1897. At the

close of the 19th century the Company had 
353 gas customers in Norwood. 


In January 1907 The Ohio Fuel Supply 
Company, non-affiliated introduced natural 
gas in Norwood. In May, 1907 The Ohio 
Fuel Supply Company sold its gas distribu- 
tion system and franchise in Norwood to 
The Union Gas & Electric Company (the 
gas distribution system, thereby becoming 
the property of The Cincinnati Gas & Elec- 
tric Company). 


Prior to 1920, Norwood operated its 
own municipal electric light plant. In that

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year, The Cincinnati Gas & Electric Com- 
pany bought the municipal electric plant 
and. distribution system in Norwood for 
$200,000. At the same time the Company 
was granted an electric franchise, 

During the Jast half-century, CGXE has 
kept pace with the growth and progress of 
the City of Norwood.

Norwood Masonic Temple 
Provides Facilities for a 
Total Membership of 

3700 Masons 


Prior to 1895, there was a growing 
ambition among Masons in the Norwood 
and Pleasant Ridge area to have a Lodge 
Ilome more conveniently located to their 
residences. This motive prompted 49 local 
signers to petition the Grand Master of 
the Grand Lodge of Ohio for a Charter. 
The official Dispensation was issued dated 
July 4, 1895. The first meeting was held 
at the Hall of Pleasant Ridge Lodge No. 
282, July 11, 1895. 


October 21, 1895, the Lodge held its first 
mecting in the Norwood Lodge Hall located 
in the Knights of Pythias Building, at the 
corner of Montgomery Road and Waverly 
Avenue, 


The Lodge, Chartered as Norwood Lodge 
No. 576, October 24, 1895, was consecrated 
on December 11, 1895. The first meeting 
under the Charter was held December 13, 
1895. William S$. Cadman, Norwood’s well 
known Educator and founder of Masonry 
in Norwood, was selected as the first 
Worshipful Master. 


Aara Chapter No. 160 Order of Eastern 
Star was organized in 1902 and was granted 
permission to hold meetings in the same 
Lodge Home. 


As Norwood grew the Lodge membership 
also grew. By 1905 the membership totaled 
200. 


William R. Locke, the Lodge Treasurer, 
created a Building Fund, fostering the 
ambition to build a Norwood Masonic 
Temple. Land was purchased on Weyer 
Avenue. Building plans were certified and 
on November 13, 1913, the first Masonic 
Temple in Norwood was dedicated. From 
this time forward membership grew 
rapidly. 


A Chapter of Royal Arch Masons, known 
as Norwood No. 193, was Chartered on 
March 17, 1913. Norwood Chapter No. 421 
Order of Eastern Star was Chartered on 
October 23, 1919. Melrose Lodge No. 671 
was Chartered in 1921, Evanston Lodge 
No. 695 was Chartered in 1925. ‘Through 
the cooperation of the Norwood Lodge, 
Trinity Commandery No. 44, Knights 
lemplars, organized in Cincinnati in 1887, 
then decided to join the Norwood Masonic 
organization, moving its Asylum to Nor- 
wood in 1922. This gave Norwood a.com- 
plete York Rite system, with exception of 
the Council of Royal and Select Masons, 
still quartered in Cincinnati.

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THE AMERICAN LEGION IN NORWOOD

Leland M. Barnett 
Post No. 123 


On August 8, 1919, fifteen World War I 
veterans met in Norwood City Hall to. add 
another chapter to the historic development 
of The American Legion. 


They chose the name, Leland M. Barnett 
Post, to honor the first Norwood soldier 
who had fallen in World War I action. 


The Post's first officers were officially 
mustered in at Norwood City Hall, Novem- 
ber 11, 1919. They were: Commander W. C. 
Meyer, Vice-Comdr. D. E. Evans, Treas. 
Charles A. Mauer, Adjutant E. R. Knauft, 
and the Executive Committee: C. L. Loos, 
C. A. Neal, G. W. Crowther, W. S. Gwynn, 
C. Meyers, M. Brown and L. Frey. 


The purpose of Leland M. Barnett Post 
is identical with that of all Legion Posts. 
The Preamble to the Legion Constitution 
says: “For God and Country, we associate 
ourselves together (pledging) to uphold and 
defend the Constitution of the United 
States of America; to maintain law and 
order; to foster and perpetuate a one hun- 
dred per cent Americanism; to preserve the 
memories and incidents of our association 
in the great wars; to inculcate a sense of 
individual obligation to one community, 
state and nation; to combat ‘the autocracy 
of both classes and the masses; to make 
right the master of might; to promote 
peace and good will on earth; to safeguard 
and transmit to posterity the principles of 
justice, freedom and democracy; to conse- 
crate and sanctify our comradeship by our 
devotion to mutual helpfulness.” 


The Leland M. Barnett Post has been a 
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credit to Norwood. It has participated 
generously, extensively and wisely in both 
patriotic and civic movements. One of the 
Post's pet enterprises over many years was 
the repair and painting of toys for Christ- 
mas distribution by the Service League. 
This is merely typical. Many of Norwood’s 
most needed fund-raising campaigns would 
have been dismal flops without the organ- 
ized and individual assistance extended by 
the Leland M. Barnett Post and its mem- 
bers. 


On the second anniversary of Armistice 
Day, November 11, 1920, the Post witnessed 
the installation of the Leland M. Barnett 
Auxiliary (for women members) at Norwood 
City Hall. On the same day the Post also 
assisted with the installation of the Mem- 
orial Tablet in City Hall; a gift of the 
Norwood . Patriotic League, formally pre- 
sented by its president, Rev. G. T. Lawson, 
feist Wess DP 


Annually, on Memorial Day and Armistice 
Day, members of the Post place wreaths on 
the Memorial Monument in Victory Park. 
The Post had assisted in the dedication of 
this monument in October, 1921. It like- 
wise has performed last rites for the re- 
mains of all Norwood service men returned 
to this country for interment. 


Both the Leland M. Barnett Post and its 
Auxiliary have cooperated with all Veterans 
from Norwood and vicinity in their appli- 
cations for State and National: Adjusted 
Compensations. This unselfish service is 
extended to many Veterans who are not 
members of the Legion. 


It is significant that in 1927 members of 
the Leland M. Barnett Post carried its 
Stand of Colors in the parade of the 
National Encampment of the American 
Legion in Paris, France; the event remem- 
bered as America’s Second A.E.F.

Seventy-five years ago, when Norwood 
had less than 1000 population, T. J. McFar- 
lan, one of the finest men in the city’s 
history, opened a local lumber outlet. Go- 
ing back to about 1901-2, we find that he 
also was Captain of the Norwood Volunteer 
Fire Department, Incorporated — with 11 of 
his employees also in the fire department.

At the turn of the 1900's, Norwood was 
quaint and rustic. There was a mill pond 
on Section avenue north of the B. & O. RR. 
crossing. There was also a fabulous clear 
water spring from which boys carried the 
pure water in pails to their homes. 


A millwork plant, known as the: “Stand- 
ard Mill”, stood beside the pond. The 
whir of saws, the aroma of fresh sawdust, 
made the site a local rendezvous. 


In 1912, Sears, Roebuck & Co., expanding, 
took over the plant. It became a zooming 
industry, turning out windows, doors, and 
a great variety of other millwork items, for 
shipment to all points in eastern U. S. A. 


The name had been changed to the Nor- 
wood Sash & Door Co. 


Then came the forerunner of prefabri- 
cated houses, garages, etc. ‘‘Norwood”’ 
pre-cut the materials for complete homes, 
shipping them great distances, carrying the 
good name ‘“‘Norwood” wherever they went. 


In 1945, Sears; Roebuck made prepara- 
tions to close the plant, offering it for sale. 
A group of “Norwood” employees, now the 
present owners, pooled their resources to 
take over the retail section and the yard, 
retaining also a nucleus of experienced 
“Norwood” employees. 


Today, the company again is ready- 
cutting complete homes and garages, pro- 
ducing special millwork items, and servicing 
an ever-increasing number of contractors 
and home owners. There is now regularly 
an average of 60 or morc employees.

School Commission 


On August 2, 1951, a group of 21 Nor- 
wood citizens met in the High School 
building to form a permanent organization 
dedicated to sponsoring and working for 
the passage of needed school bond issues 
and levies and likewise to work for the 
election of well-qualified members to the 
Hoard of Education, 


Further, the members, as an organized 
Cominission, proposed to study all com- 
munity problems that might in any manner 
affect the public schools and to offer its 
good offices, as a Commission, on a con- 
sultative basis to school administrators and 
the Board of Education, 


Sull further, and in this sense pioneer- 
ing its services into the realm of explora- 
tion to develop ways and means to further 
the progress of Norwood’s public schools, 
the Commission proposed to provide a 
meeting ground for parents and other 
friends of education in all important mat- 
ters pertaining to school financing, ad- 
ministration, special services, and Board 
of Education operations. In general, this 
implicd that, from the newly organized 
Commission’s viewpoint, good schools and a 
well-informed citizenry must of necessity 
he synonymous. By adhering honestly to 
this philosophy of public-school conduct the 
Commission has been a constructive com- 
munity influence. It has unflinchingly sup- 
ported school authorities, aided in the 
passing of school levies, and has endorsed 
various candidates for election to the School 
Board. 


The Commission's constitution opens 
membership to any Norwood citizen but 
stipulates that paid employees of the Board 
of Education shall hold no elective offices 
and shall have no vote in the Commission's 
affairs.

The American Laundry Machinery Com- 
pany came to “budding” Norwood in 
March, 1902, purchasing five acres at Ross 
and Section Avenues. Today it is inter- 
nationally recognized as the world’s largest 
and most forward-looking manufacturer of 
laundry, dry-cleaning and rug-cleaning 
equipment in the world. 


The story dates back to 1868 when A. M. 
Dolph and J. M. Slack pioneered in making 
washers on Home Street, Cincinnati. In

ized. The name was changed to The 
American Laundry Machinery Company in 
1893. 


In 1901, the company’s plant on West 
Pearl Street, Cincinnati, was razed by fire.

The new plant, 
at Ross and Section Avenues, occupied a 
two-story factory, providing 32,000 sq. ft. 
of factory and office space. The Norwood 
location proved a happy choice, Prospering, 
the company merged with five other com- 
peting manufacturers to incorporate the 
present company.

‘This was 
followed, 1925, by the erection of a modern 
concrete building, adding 100,000 sq. ft. of 
floor space to the existing structure, 


By 1933 the company had become an his- 
torical institution. A scene from the Nor- 
wood plant was included as a mural in 
the rotunda of the Cincinnati Union Ter- 
minal, opened that year. 

A big event in “‘American”’ annals 
occurred in 1937. Mayor Allen C, Roude- 
bush officiated at the ceremonies celebrat- 
ing the building of the firsts NORWOOD 
CASCADE WASHER, which since has car- 
ried the name Norwood around the world 
among laundries, hospitals, hotels, and 
institutions. 

Later, typifying the company’s ambition 
to honor its home city and state, the 
BUCKEYE DRY CLEANING WASHER. was 
introduced; the forerunner of today’s auto- 
matic washer-extractor. “Buckeye” for Ohio. 

Preceding World War I, the U. S. Navy 
and other Government departments, recog- 
nizing “American's” pre-eminence “in the 
field, began to requisition large quantities 
of laundry machines and other vitally 
needed equipment for which “American's” 
unmatched facilities were especially suited 
to produce. Over the period of the war, 
the company, devoting its manufacturing 
facilities exclusively to war production, 
received _ three “E". Awards” for high 
achievement. 

Post-war demands for the company’s 
products reached fabulous peaks. compelling 
further expansion of the company’s Nor- 
wood plant. August, 1916, a seven-acre tract 
on the west side of Section Avenue was 
acquired. New buildings, to house research, 
engineering and manufacturing facilities,

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were erected, providing an additional 
160,000 sq. ft. of floor space. The résearch 
and development facilities in these build- 
ings, devoted exclusively to laundry and 
dry-cleaning, is said to be unequaled in 
the world. 


Later, in 1951, another building, provid- 
ing 73,000 square fect of floor space, was 
added at the Norwood location. 


Over its entire corporate history, the 
American Laundry Machinery Company’s 
corporate policy has been dominated by 
foresight and soundly planned expansion. 
In recent years it has achieved numerous 
affiliated divisions. ‘These include: the 
Martin Equipment Company; the Small 
Equipment Company, and the Olson Filtra- 
tion Engineering Company, all located in 
Norwood; the Huebsch Manufacturing 
Company, Milwaukee, Wis.; the Ajax Press- 
ing Machine Company, Salt Lake City,

Utah; and a new division, the American 
Cleaners Equipment Company, also in 
Norwood. 

The company has always enjoyed pleas- 
ant management-personnel relations. A 
large number of employees have been with 
the company fifty and even sixty years. 
Many are Norwood residents. ‘The Norwood 
plant has been a notable training ground 
for top technicians, who now occupy impor- 
tant posts in “American's” divisional branch 
factories and offices over the nation. 


Today, under the direction of J. M. 
Garvey, President, and GC. O. Knowlton, 
Executive Vice-President, the American 
Laundry Machinery Company has five large 
plants; the out-of-Norwood locations being 
Rochester, N. Y., Kenilworth, N. J., Salt 
Lake City, Utah, and Milwaukee, Wis. 
Subsidiary companies are: The Canadian 
Laundry Machinery Company, Ltd., Tor- 
onto, Canada, and the British Laundry 
Machinery Company, Ltd., Wembley, Mid-

The Heckin Can Company has one of 
the most interesting histories among Nor- 
wood area industries. 


Originally, James Heekin, the founder, 
pioneered in the sale and packaging of 
coffee, tea, baking powder and spices. This 
original, company, now doing business as 
Heckin, Inc., is still located at Water and 
Walnut Street, Cincinnati. 


As the volume of his business increased, 
he again, courageously pioneered, establish- 
ing, August 2, 1901, The Heekin Can 
Company, and building the first can manu- 
facturing plant in metropolitan Cincinnati. 


The first Heekin Can plant, now located 
at 429 New Street, was an immediate 
success. Regrettably, the valiant James 
Heekin died in 1903. 


His eldest son, James J. Heckin, succeeded. 
him as president, 1903-1928; and he in 
turn was succeeded by the brother, Albert 
E. Heekin, 1928-1918. He was succeeded by 
his brother, Dan M. Heekin, 1918-1954. 
Albert FE. Heekin, Jr., a nephew of Dan 
M., became the company’s president in-1954. 


The Norwood plant began operations in 

1915 in a factory acquired from the United 
States Printing & Lithographing Company. 
The plant occupied 100,000 square feet. 
There were about 75 employees. Today, 
this Norwood Heekin plant occupies 378,000 
square feet and employs 265 workers. 


In addition to the Cincinnati and Nor- 
wood plants, Heckin operates factories at 
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Es Springdale and Blytheville, Ark., and in 


Chestnut Hill and Clinton, Tenn. Total 
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payroll now averages about 1100 employees.

NORWOOD JUNIOR CHAMBER OF ‘COMMERCE 


The “Jaycees” of Norwood were organ- 
ized through the assistance of President 
Kenneth D. Troy, of the Cincinnati Cham- 
ber of Commerce. ‘The preliminary organi- 
zation meeting was held March 4, 1948.

The Creed of the “Jaycees” is a document 
of high-minded fellowship, stating: ‘That 
faith in God gives meaning and purpose 
to human life; ‘That the brotherhood of 
nan transcends the sovereignty of nations; 
That economic justice can best be won by 
free men through free enterprise; That 
government should be of laws rather than 
men; That earth’s great treasure lies in 
human personality; and that service to 
humanity is the best work of life.” By

The purpose of the Norwood Chamber 
of Commerce is to promote the civic wel- 
fare and commercial interests of the City 
of Norwood; to develop leadership among 
its own members; to educate its members 
in civic duty’ and responsibility; and to 
broaden the opportunity for the participa- 
tion of young men in civic and industrial 
Norwood. 


The Norwood Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce membership is limited to young men 
between the ages 21 and 35 inclusive. They 
are affiliated with the Ohio Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce, which has 10,000 mem- 
bers and 137 local organizations; and with 
the United States Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce having 180,000 members and over 
300 local organizations. Norwood Jaycees 
have a membership of 50. During the past 
eight years, six former Norwood members 
have been elected to State Vice-Presidents. 
John K. Jones, past President, is the State 
Vice-President for 1957-1958. The Norwood 
Jaycees have furnished numerous committee 


chairmen to the State and National organi- 
zations, each having won awards for out- 
standing accomplishments. 


At the initial meeting 1918, the projects 
proposed were: public parking lots; a new 
Post Office; gambling crack down; a buy- 
in-Norwood Campaign; a boost to High 
School athletics.

Current projects are directed to the youth 
of the Norwood Community, including 
sponsorship of a teen-age safe driving con- 
test, and a ‘Teen Age Road-E-O, which is 
part of the “Jaycees’” National Program.

Has Established An 


Eniviable Tradition in 
Norwood and the Nation 


The history of The United States Playing 
Card Company covers a span of 77 years. 
The first pack of playing cards was manu- 
factured in downtown Cincinnati in 188] 
by Russell Morgan and Company, whose 
senior partner lived to see smoke issuing 
from the stacks of the new Norwood plant 
in the closing months of the 19th century. 


Norwood was then a community of less 
than 6500 persons. The first employees of 
the Card Company walked to their new 
plant from the street car terminus on Mont- 
gomery road. Later, the South Norwood 
street car line extended its terminus to the 
new factory, which was reached by a private 
right-of-way, arranged by the Card Com- 
pany with the Street Car Company. 


What is today known as The United 
States Playing Card Company really began 
business in 1867 when A. O. Russell, Rob- 
ert J. Morgan, James M. Armstrong and 
John F. Robinson formed a co-partnership 
and purchased from the Cincinnati En- 
quirer what was then known as tbe En- 
quirer Job Printing Rooms. These rooms 
occupied the first and second stories of a 
building at 20 College street. It is a matter 
of record, however, that the business of 
Russell Morgan and Company grew with 
astonishing speed. In a short time the firm 
was compelled to seek new and much 
larger quarters. 


A lot, 53x90 feet, was acquired on the 
east side of Race street, directly across from 
George street. A new four-story building 
was erected. This was the first business 
structure on Race street north of Fifth, but 
the locale soon proved a popular building 
site and others were erected, among them 
the immense Shillito Dry Goods House 


Early in 1880, A. O. Russell proposed 
to his partners that they embark on the 
manufacture of playing cards. His suggestive 
met enthusiastic agreement, Characteristics 
of the initiative and energy that has marked 
this company from its beginnings, the part- 
ners at once set about organizing the facili- 
ties to manufacture playing cards. First, 
they added two sories to their building, 
making it six stories high. During the 
tenure of construction, they purchased new 
and improved machinery, especially  de- 
signed and adapted to the efficient produc- 
tion of playing cards. This new machinery 
included a card-punching machine, built 
to Russell Morgan and Company's own 
epecifications. This machine lifted card 
manufacture to a new high level of effi- 
ciency, cutting, punching and _ producing 
cards from a sheet of paper with a degree 
of accuracy and uniformity impossible to 
attain with an ordinary paper-trimming 
machine. 
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The first pack of playing cards was com- 
pleted on June 28, 1881. Mr. Morgan, 
handing it to Mr. Russell for inspection, 
good-humoredly commented: “There! ‘That 
pack of cards has cost us $35,000!” 


The new Russell Morgan and Company 
plant now had capacity to manufacture 
1600 packs of playing cards per day. The 
personnel roster averaged 20 employces, 
men and women. 


Yet the company was altogether unpre- 
pared for its consequent uprise in business 
volume. Within two years, the firm was 
compelled to erect another new building; 
five times larger than their Race street 
location! 


This new structure, 70x229 feet, was six 
stories high with a usable floor area of 
96,180 square feet. It occupied three-fourths 
of the square bounded by Eggleston ave- 
nue, Fifth, Sixth and Lock streets. It as- 
sisted to lift Russell Morgan and Company 
to new peaks of prestige and production. 
Here, the firm was able to meet not only 
most of the national demand for playing 
cards but also to export playing cards to 
many other countries. 


Yet the manufacture of playing cards was 
only one division of the firm’s expanding 
business. It was now producing pictorial 
and descriptive printed displays for virtu- 
ally all State Fairs in the United States, 
Canada and Mexico. Plus about 50% of 
colorful poster spectulars for the circuses 
of the nation, And, in addition, an almost 
incredible of labels and show cards. ‘he 
total annual production now exceeded 
1,000,000 labels, soap wrappers, etc., 60,000 


sheets of pictorial show papers: along with 
22.000 packs of playing cards per day; and 
a large volume of the sort of small job-work 
that is necessary with all printing business. 


In [891 Russell Morgan and Company 
became Vhe United States Printing & Lith- 
ograph. Company. Three years later, 184, 
the playing card. manufacturing activities 
had grown to such proportions they were 
separeted from the printing firm and a 
separate corporation, ‘The United States 
Playing Card Company, was organized; de- 
voted exclusively to the manufacture of 
Playing Cards, 


It is historically significant that two of 
the earliest playing card designs manufac- 
tured, CONGRESS and BICYCLE, are to- 
day, approximately three-quarters ofa cen- 
teury later, still leading sellers. 


The firm occupied its Norwood factory 
site in 1901.

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HISTORY OF THE NORWOOD SERVICE LEAGUE 


ITS SOCIAL SIGNIFICANCE HAS VALUE ABOVE PRICE 


Its Scope of Service 


Has Constantly Increased 
Since 1917 


In Cincinnati, the Council of Social 
Agencies, among the earliest formed in this 
nation, Was incorporated around the Citi- 
wn's Flood Relieve Committee after the 
great 1913 Ohio River Flood. 


In Norwood, the need for organized. social 
services to the community arose from the 
struggles of Norwood citizens to meet wel- 
fare needs during the international calamity 
of World War I. 


Norwod, in common with the rest of the 
nation, was suddenly confronted with a 
highly complicated and distressful social 
problem. Married men had been called 
into armed services by the military draft. 
Tamilies were disunited. The problem of 
child-replacement became acute. True, 
there were jobs available and there were 
men and women to handle them. The 
problem was in no sense economic, but one 
of social maladjustment, critically involving 
a community need for personal encourage- 
ment, family relief, medical attention and 
widespread legal advice. 

The action came fast in Norwood. 

After America had entered the war, April, 
1918, a group of Norwood citizens organized 
a Red Cross Auxiliary. The object was to 
raise funds for Norwood’s first official Red 
Cross War Drive. The American Red Cross 
contributed $1500 to the local drive. The 
Norwood Campaign, directed by John Om- 
wake, then President of the United States 
Playing Card Co., raised $68,000 in a short 
time. It was in Norwood that house-to- 
house solicitation originated. Later, this 


plan was adopted for other welfare drives : 


the nation over. 

Headquarters were established at Nor- 
wood City Hall and Mrs. Virginia Roessler 
became volunteer-director of the first Nor- 
wood Red Cross Unit. Churches, lodges and 
other local organizations formed groups to 
make bandages and clothing. The £nter- 
prise carried knitting instructions. All fin- 
ished articles were delivered to Cincinnati 
headquarters. 

The Red Cross Unit became a center both 
of information and relief. Parents sought 
to communicate with their sons, enlisted or 
astray. Others were stranded and needed 
help. 

Time passed. Mrs. Roessler became Mrs. 
Nelson E. Ward. Under her efficient ad- 
ministration. the local agency became The 
Norwood Welfare Department. Yet as late 
as 1919, the department's budget was lim- 
ited to $1000. Yet, somehow, Mrs. Ward 
carried the big work forward. ‘The gener- 
osity of Norwood’s citizens, from layman 
to banker to business man and industrialist, 
did not fail her. 


In 1918, the Norwood Welfare Depart- 
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ment joined the Cincinnati Council of 
Social Agencies. The two organizations 
united in January, 1922, under the name 
of ‘The Community Chest and Council of 
Social Agencies of Cincinnati and Hamilton 
County. “The Community Service League 
of Norwood remained as one of their agen- 
cies, but under a new name: the Norwood 
Service League. 


Mrs. Ward served as Director of the Nor- 
wood Service League. Its operations became 
more extensive each year. The Service 
League budget jumped from $2000 to $20,- 
000 per annum. It is interesting to note 
that the Chest quotas in Norwood have 
always exceeded the Service League budget. 
Other Community Chest Campaigns in Nor- 
wood, for other types of work, such as child 
care agencies, health, institutions, etc., have 
raised various amounts from $63,000 to 
$120,000. The City of Norwood has a heart. 


Since its beginning, in World War I, the 
Norwod Service League has outgrown three 
offices; first City Hall, then the 2155 Wash- 
ington avenue address, and later, the 2937 
Sherman avenue location. 


In September, 1927, the present double 
building at 2071-2073 Lawrence avenue was 
purchased. The Family Welfare Department 
occupies half the building. The other half 
houses the Day Care Center, originally 
founded by the Norwood Federation of 
Woinen’s Clubs. The Day Care Center is 
operated under the State of Ohio Child 
Welfare Board. It cares for children in 
many cases for women who must work. 


The civic-minded generosity of five Nor- 
wood stalwarts made the purchase of the 
Lawrence avenue building possible: John 
Omwake, Stanley W. Allen, Will C. James, 
Sidney I. Crew and Henry Feldman. They 
presented the first $2500. This was matched 
by $2500 from the Norwood Manufacturers 
Association, represented by O. de Gray 
Venderbilt. Later, the Manufacturers group 
donated another $1000 for improvement of 
the building. A loan for the remainder of 
the purchase price was arranged through 
the cooperation of Willard ‘Thayer with the 
First National Bank. Through the untiring 
efforts of Will C. James the mortgage was 
soon liquidated. 


‘The Norweod Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, the Kiwanis Club and several church 
groups contributed furnishings to the new 
League headquarters. 

In September, 1927, the Board of Trus- 
tees, with John Omwake as chairman, de- 
termined the agency should be a permanent 
institution; for “strengthening and making 
socially efficient the spirit of human help- 
fulness in Norwood.” 


At the January 4, 1939, meeting of the 
League’s Board of Governors, Judge Allen 
C. Roudebush, who had_ previously been 
and was later again elected Mayor of Nor- 
wood), presented an authoritative history 
of The Norwood Service League, Inc. 


In recent years, Dale Leininger, represent- 
ing the City of Norwood, has assisted to 
intensify and broaden the League's benefits 
to the community. 

The League's officers are chosen for ten- 
ures of three years each.

Norwood's Telephones 


Date From 1883 


In 1883, twenty-one residents of Norwood 
and Pleasant Ridge petitioned The City 
and Suburban Telephone Association of 
Cincinnati to establish a Norwood pay- 
station. The petitioners were: L. C. Black, 
J. H. Smith, B. C. Smith, Albert McCul- 
lough, P. P. Lane, Chas. F. Thompson, John 
H. FcGowan, W. M. Langdon & Co., Henry 
Feldman, A. O. Russell, M. J. Bachelor, 
GC. E. Bockman, Geo. A. Knight, Samuel J. 
Murray, T. F. Brownbill, H. E. Langdon, 
Edward Mills, W. A. Stewart, H. S. Eker- 
meyer, F. E. Wiehe, and C. H. Sanker. 

The first station was opened in the W. 
M. Langdon & Co. store, s. e. cor. Harris 
Ave. and the Pike. 

The McFarlan Lumber Co. installed the 
first individual phone in 1883. The first 
party line numbered five subscribers: Dr. 
A. A. Springer, Wallace M. Davis, F. J. 
Behymer, Col. P. P. Lane and Albert Mc- 
Cullough. Four were for residence service, 
each paying $80.00 yearly. The other, for 
Mr. Behymer, business service, at $150.00 
vearly. Each subscriber met the expense 
of connecting his phone with the main line 
on the Pike. 

In the late 1930's, The Cincinnati & 
Suburban Bell Telephone Co. erected a 
beautiful new home on Norwood avenue, 
since known as the ‘‘Norwood Exchange.”

Keidel, ..Sr:3), niaster 
plumber, after several years of experience 
with leading Cincinnati plumbers, deter- 
mined to establish his own business, open- 
ing a shop in the famous Over-the-Rhine 
district. An excellent craftsman, and de- 
pendable, he built solidly over the years. 
In 1932, his wide acquaintance among archi- 
tects, plumbers, tradesmen encouraged him 
to open a plumbing supply house. ‘This, 
too, was a marked success, 

In 1932, the son, Arthur, Jr., affiliated 
with his father. ‘This association continued 
until 1942, when the son joined the United 
States Air Force. He served in the Pacific 
area during World War IH, becoming a 
Pilot with the rank of Lieutenant. He was 
honorably discharged in 1946. 

During Arthur, Jr's. absence, the senior 
Keidel had, in 1943, obtained property of 
Delaware Avenue and moved the business 
to Norwood, specializing in plumbing and 


electric supplies. Immediately upon his 
return from service, Arthur, Jr. once more 
became active in the business. A program 
of continuous expansion has followed. ‘Uhe 
firm opened branch offices on Harrison 
Avenue in Westwood in 1953. 

Also, just across the street from the Nor- 
wood Main offices, at 2015 Delaware Ave- 
nue, a large warchouse has been con- 
structed, featuring 15,000 square feet of 
floor space, to handle the increasing busi- 
ness and to facilitate further expansion.

The main manufacturing plant and home 
offices have been located in Norwood Park 
since the founders, Guido R. Kemper and 
D. Carrill Thomas, moved the Company 
from downtown Cincinnati in 1902. 


From one plant and Jess than 100 em- 
ployees, the Company, specializing in 
“Friendly Advertising That Lives,” has 
expanded to include ownership of success- 
ful companies in similar businesses and 
related lines, with employees totaling more 
than 2,000 men and women. 


Guido Kemper was the first president of 
Kemper-Thomas. Production at that time 
consisted chiefly of imprinting dealer's 
names on wrapping paper, paper bags and 
calendars. 


E. B. Danson took office as president of 
the young firm in 1903, upon Kemper’s 
retirement. The new president broadened 
the scope of the Company's activities to 
include items made out of cloth containing 
a printed advertisement, leather with a 
message stamped in gold, and other novelty 
ideas suited for distribution as good-will 
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advertisements. One idea in particular 
“blanketed” the field — advertising messages 
were printed on horse blankets and resulted 
in a successful special promotion. 


Danson acted as president until his death 
in 1927. 


During both World War I and World 
War Il production of wartime items was 
prominent at Kemper-Thomas. 

Stanley W. Allen succeeded F. B. Danson 
in 1927, and headed the Company through 
depression years that shook the foundations 
of American business. One idea in particu- 
lar was especially popular during this 
period — advertising flourished on the spare 
tire covers used on the “Tin Lizzies” of 
the “good old days.” 


Under Allen the Company continued to 
forge ahead, broadening the base of an 
already tremendous customer list. In 1952, 
when he assumed the post of Chairman of 
the Board, Kemper-Thomas was one of the 
largest companies in the idea advertising 
industry. 


Allen continued to serve the Company 
until his death in 1956.

H. J. Hoxby, who as Vice-President and 
General Sales Manager had reorganized the 
entire sales: force in the 1940's, spearhead- 
ing a tremendous increase in volume of 
business, became president in 1952. As 
president, Hoxby added more advertising 
ideas, including exclusive Special Design 
Glassware. Other new sales ideas intro- 
duced were Permafoto Ashtrays that utilize 
indestructible photographic reproduction, 
and an international gift line purchased 
through more than a dozen resident buy- 
ing offices over-seas. 


Hoxby expanded Kemper- Thomas in new 
directions by acquiring ownership of other 
related businesses. One such firm, the Os- 
borne Co., purchased in 1953, was united 
with Kemper-fhomas in Eebruary, 1957, 
to give greater service to customers and 
expand distribution. 


The Company, as it enters its 75th An- 
niversary year, is looking forward to con- 
tinuing to furnish sound advertising pro- 
grams to business firms throughout the 
country.

The curtain ascended on this great Nor- 
wood industrial drama in 1879. Fred C. 
Weir, a Cincinnatian, had patented an im- 
proved type of railroad frog. His manu- 
facturing operations were confined to a 
‘blacksmith shop along Cincinnati’s river 
front. In 1882, the Weir Frog Company was 
established at Front, Smith & Water Streets, 
Cincinnati. The business grew fast. Seeking 
room for expansion, a six-acre tract was 
purchased in Norwood in 1905. The com- 
pany’s modern plant and offices are still 
located on this Norwood site. An era of 
phenomenal growth began in 1913 when 
O. DeGray Vanderbilt, Jr., became the com- 
pany’s President. In 1925, Weir purchased 
the Kilby Frog & Switch Company of Bir- 
mingham, Ala., changing the name to the 
Weir-Kilby Corp. Later, 1949, a Taylor- 
Wharton consolidation involved both Weir- 
Kilby and The American Frog & Switch Co. 
In 1956 the new combination, doing busi- 
ness as Taylor-Wharton, became a division 
of the Harsco Corp. Harsco is the world’s 


largest producer of seamless steel gas cylin- 
ders and recoverer of metal from steel slag; 
the nation’s second largest maker of die 


‘castings and largest independent producer 


of seamless steel pipe couplings; and an im- 
portant manufacturer of other products.

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HISTORY OF NORWOOD PLANNING COMMISSION 


Will C. James might be called the father 
of the Norwood City Planning Commission. 
Largely through his efforts, Norwood was 
surveyed and zoned in 1928. Prior to 1928, 
there had been no means of protecting the 
city’s residential district against the inva- 
sion of undesirable types of business. 


In 1928, Mayor Harry Baker, studied the 
zoning ordinance setup of Cincinnati Com- 
missions, the State Commissions and like 
groups over the country, desiring to model 
in ordinance adopted to Norwood’s needs. 
James had also interested William R. 
Griffin and E. B. Brown. Next, working 
with Carl Wenzel, then Service Director 
of the City, the group authorized a City 
Planning Ordinance. The movement gath- 
ered speed. 


City Council authorized the Norwood 
City Planning Commission, February 6, 
1928. Its members were: Harry H. Baker, 
Chairman; Will C. James, Vice-Chairman, 
Carl Wenzel, William R. Griffin and E. B. 
Brown. 

A New York engineer was engaged to 
plat and to draw a zoning map. An ordi- 
nance, presented to Council on June 18, 
1928, was approved as a temporary measure. 


Vhis Ordinance was designed to classify 
residences and to regulate property setbacks. 
An amendment was added later to prohibit 
sale of alcholic beverages in residence and 
business “A” Zones. 


The entire theme of the Ordinance — and 
the ultimate aim of the Planning Com- 


mission —is to promote a more beautiful 
city and to give constant watch and pro- 
tection to public health, safety, comfort and 
general welfare. 

On June 30, 1936, Will GC. James retired. 
He died on March 13, 1948.

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War Work In Norwood 
During World War |

Organized War work to back up our 
Armies in the field and training camps, 
during World War I, began with the Red 
Cross Drive June, 1917, and continued 
through ‘the Fifth or Victory Liberty Loan 
Drive of April 21—May 10, 1919. Mayor 
Harry E. Engelhart was Chairman of the 
First Red Cross drive; Will C. James was 
I'xecutive Secretary; and E. B. Danson and 
Hl. W. Hartsough, Manufacturers Commit- 
tee. Danson and James divided the city 
into districts with a captain over each. 
Fach captain organized his group to canvas 
house-to-house. Headquarters were in the 
Municipal Building. Norwood raised $61,000 
of the Cincinnati quota of $1,000,000. 


FIRST LIBERTY LOAN DRIVE 
May 3, 1917—June |, 1917 

The nation had not foreseen the terrible 
holacaust that lay ahead. People were still 
thinking in terms of a “three-months” 
war. ‘The newspapers hardly considered 
“LOAN” items as news. Norwood was 
credited with raising between $700,000 and 
$800,000, but most of our big subscriptions 
went through Cincinnati banks. 


SECOND LIBERTY LOAN DRIVE 
September 30 — October 29, 1917 

The city was re-districted for this drive. 
Fifteen teams were named. ‘The leaders 
were E. B. Danson, Chairman; John Om- 
wake, Vice-Chairman; Howard I. Morgan, 
Secretary; Will C. James, Publicity Chair- 
man; Harry Kemper and William Beatty 
assisted at Headquarters. Norwood’s quota 
$1,500,000, was exceeded by over 20 per 
cent. 


THIRD AND FOURTH LIBERTY LOAN DRIVE 
April 8 — May 3, 1918 
September 28 — October 19, 1918 
The Third “LOAN” drive was conducted 
from April 8, to May 3, 1918; The Fourth 
from September 28, to October 19, 1918. 
Norwood’s_ sales totalled $2,387,050.00 
for the Fourth Loan. 


WAR CHEST DRIVE. 
November I] — 18, 1918 

The amount of money to be raised in 
the National Drive was $170,000,000. Nor- 
wood’s quota was $200,000.00. Norwood 
subscribed $327,479.14. Where were 11,318 
subscribers. Also, 7.055 memberships were 
signed for the Red Cross, totalling $7,918.85, 
making a grand total of $335,397,99. 


VICTORY LOAN 
April 21 — May 10, 1919 

The Armistice had been. signed. War 
work in our manufacturing plants has been 
stopped. Many feared we faced the toughest 
task in our organization's history to meet 
our $1,600,000 quota. We raised $1,867,950. 
In this drive, as in the Fourth Liberty 
Loan, Norwood lead all other Cincinnati 
teams in the number of subscribers sold. 

In these eight drives, Norwood with a 
population of approximately 27,000 had 
subscribed over $10,000,000. 

The managers and Superintendents Asso- 
ciation, with Theo. Dorl as president and 
Will C. James as Secretary, organized and 
canvassed the employees of their estab- 
lishments. 
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CLARENCE F. (CAL) HARTMAN 


The Hartman ‘lechnical Service was 
established in 1945 by Clarence F. (Cal) 
Hartman, graduate, class of ’25, of Norwood 
High School. Cal, as he was. known by 
all his friends, obtained his Engineering 
degree from The University of Cincinnati. 
He was exceptionally gifted; his career was 


meteoric. He achieved almost instantaneous 
recognition in the complex field of creative 
engineering, especially in the development 
and building of Special Machinery, proto- 
types for Production Development, scaled 
models, Plant Layout and an Engineering 
service to fulfill the needs of Engineering 
problems within local industries. 


Launching his own business in 1945 in 
The Fidelity Federal Bank Bldg., Norwood, 
he was later honored as Treasurer of The 
Cincinnati Chapter of The Ohio Society 
of Professional Engineers. Cal died Novem- 
ber 9, 1955 but his work goes on because 
he had surrounded himself with a group 
of highly specialized technicians in the 
fields of Engineering Design and Product 
Development.

This group founded the Norwood Na- 
tional Bank in 1907. In the same year, 
the present Hyde Park branch office began 
business. as the Hyde Park Savings Bank. 


Myers Y. Cooper was elected President of 
the Norwood Bank in 1908 and of the Hyde 
Park Bank in 1916. He remained President 
until his election as Chairman of the Board 
several years ago. Both institutions became 
popular community centers in banking and 
attracted a constantly growing clientele. 


In 1929, the two banks merged. The 
combined capital was $300,000. Later, this 
was increased to $500,000.

The First National Bank of Norwood 
was founded primarily through the efforts 
of Thomas McEvilley and opened for busi- 
ness in July, 1902. Mr.:McEvilley saw the 
tremendous possibilities for a National 
Bank in what was then the Village of 


Norwood. He had the good judgment to- 


interest stockholders, directors and individ- 
uals prominent in business and professional 
life in the community; men with estab- 
lished reputations for integrity. 


He chose well in all directions. The fol- 
lowing officers were elected: Pres., O. H. 
L. Wernicke, also president of the Globe- 
Wernicke Co.; Vice-Pres., C. H. M. Atkins, 
then President of the Warner Elevator 
Mfg. Go.; and Thomas McEvilley, as Cash- 
ier. Directors serving with the above were: 
William R. Collins, Attorney; Edward H. 
Hargrave, then President, The Cincinnati 
Tool Co.; C. E. Page, Partner, Investment 
Firm of Page & Hill; Charles A. Hinsch, 
President of The Fifth National Bank; 
George Bullock, President of The Bullock 
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Electric Mfg. Co.; Aaron McNeill, Judge, 
Court of Insolvency. 

In 1903, upon the resignation of Mr. 
Wernicke, C. H. M. Atkins was elected 
President; and Thomas MckEvilley was 
elected Vice-President and Cashier. In 1933, 
Mr. McEvilley was elected President, with 
Willard E. Thayer as Vice-President and 
Cashier. 


In January, 1903, the Bank purchased the 
lot at Washington Avenue and Montgomery 
Road from Benjamin F. Smith, The new 
building was completed in 1907. The bank- 
ing room was enlarged and remodeled in 
1908, and again in 1921 to meet the de- 
mands of the steadily increasing business. 


In March, 1952, The First National Bank 
of Norwood merged with the First National 
Bank of Cincinnati and became known as 
the Norwood Office of that Bank.

His first store was at 4269 Main ave., the present location of the 
Steinberg-Television store. After enjoying success, Mr. Floto induced 
his son, Carl, who had spent part time in the store, to devote his full 
time to it. In those days it was full time; six o'clock in the morning 
until late almost every evening, trimming windows and display cases or 
checking and marking goods. 

In a few years this location became too small and the store was 
moved to the Bazaar building, the present Shopwell store. Later, 
when the south side of this building was vacated by the Great China 
Tea Co., this space also was added to enlarge the Men's Department. 
ane half of the old Bazaar building is now occupied by Bob's Men's 

ear. 

The building at the corner of Main and Lawrence at that time was 
occupied by the Gobrecht and Geyer Furniture Go., which discontinued

about 1913. It was then that Henry Floto and his son Carl took a bold 
step and moved there; more than a square south of their former loca- 
tion. They were among the first to develop this more or less out-of-the- 
way shopping center, which today is completely built up with a group 
of super-markets on property across the street. 

In 1923, Henry Floto retired from active business. He and Mrs. 
Floto moved to Florida. Carl Floto took complete charge and full interest 
in the business. In 1941 a partnership was formed by Carl Floto and 
W. J. Schlie. Mr. Schlie assumed full control upon the death of Carl 
Floto, July 2, 1956. 

Floto's future operations, says Mr. Schlie, will be dedicated to 
better values, more complete lines of merchandise, and better service 
in all departments, in appreciation of the loyal patronage of FLOTO'S 
many customers.

Looking backward, it must be 
remembered that in late 1931, this nation, 
from the business viewpoint, was staggering 
from economic shock. A doleful per cent- 
age of so-called business leaders anticipated 
the death of free enterprise itself, not 
merely in America but all over the world. 

Today, it is historically dcmonstrable 
that the only force which prevented an 
utter collapse was the courage and fore- 
sight of a few men of action. 

Jost’ Be Stern. esr, and AwB.* Cohen 
deserve a eulogy; they were among. this 
forward-looking group. Widely experienced

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and resourceful, the fact that they had 
little money was, to them, a minor con- 
sideration, They saw an opportunity and 
ambition drove them on. ‘Their only assets 
were their combined abilities and their 
individual reputations for integrity. They 
formed, and legally organized, The U. S. 
Shoe Corporation, in November, 1931, “on 
a pair of shoestrings and a plan to do 
things differently and better than they 
had been done before.” 

The plan itself precipitated a revolution 
in shoe manufacture. They examined the 
stvling and materials that characterized 
women’s shoes popularly selling at S10-S12 
a pair.
